WORLD  HOG-  A1JD  FORK  PROSPECTS 


Summary 

An  upward  trend  in  domestic  hog  prices  appears  probable  during  most 
of  1935,  in  view  of  greatly  reduced  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  prospect 
in  this  country.     Prices  of  hogs  advanced  sharply  in  late  December  and' 
early  January,  and  further  advances  are  likely  during  the  remainder  of  the 
winter  season.     The  December  Pig  Crop  report  indicated  a  reduction  of  48  per- 
cent in  the  1934  fall  Pig  crop  compared  with  that  of  1933.     Since  pigs  from 
the  fall  crop  are  marketed  largely  in  the  summer  months,  it  is  likely  that 
hog  slaughter  in  the  summer  of  1935  will  be  smallest  in  about  25  years.  A 
substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1935 
also  was  shown  in  December  Pig  Crop  report. 

According  to  the  hog  census  in  Germany  in  early  December,  the  number 
of  hogs  in  that  country  was  3  percent  smaller  than  in  December  last  year.  ' 
All  classes  of  hogs  except  those  6  months  old  and  over  were  smaller  than  in 
December  1933.     The  number  of  bred  sows  in  December  1934  was  13  percent 
smaller  and  the  number  of  pigs  under  2  months  were  12  percent  smaller  than 
a  year  earlier.     This  decrease  in  sows  and  pigs  indicates  much  smaller  slaugh- 
ter supplies  in  Germany  during  the  last  half  of  1935.    Because  of  the  in- 
crease of  8  percent  in  hogs  over  6  months,  it  is  expected  that  German  hog 
marketings  in  early  1935  will  be  larger  than  last  year. 

The  number  of  hogs  in  Denmark  in  early  December  1934  was  estimated  to 
be  about  19  percent  smaller  than  that  of  a  year  earlier.    Hog  production  in 
Denmark  during  the  last  2  years  has  been  materially  reduced,  largely  because 
of  the  restrictions  on  imports  of  cured  pork  in  Great  Britain,  the  chief 
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market  for  Danish  bacon.     The  number  of  ail,  classes  of  hogs  in  Denmark  in 
December  was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  except  the  number  of  bred  sows, 
which  was  12  percent  larger.     This  increase  in  sows  to  farrow  indicates  that 
the  decrease  in  Danish  hog  production  will  be  checked  daring  the  present  year. 

Total  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  the 
last  3  months  were  considerably  smaller  than  these  of  a  year  earlier  and  were 
mUch  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  other  recent  years.  British 
lard  imports,  however,  nave  been  fairly  well  maintained  in  recent  months. 
Prices  of  bacon,  hams,  and  lord  in  Great  Britain  are  now  materially  higher, 
than  a  year  ago.  •  .«"••••- 

United  States  exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  in  the  last  half  of  1934 
were  much  smaller  than  in  the  same  period  of  1933.     This  recent  decrease  in 
exports  has  resulted  chiefly  from  the  decrease  in  the  volume  of  hog  slaugh- 
ter in  this  country  and  the  virtual  closing  of  the  German  market  to  American 
lard.     Because  of  the  greatly  reduced  domestic  hog  slaughter  in  prospect  for 
1935,  it  is  probable  that  exports  of  pork  and  lard  this  year  will  be  the 
smallest  in  many  years. 

United  States 

In  view  of  the  large  decrease  in  the  1934  fall  pig  crop  recently 
reported,  it  is  expected  that  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  the  summer  of 
1935  will  be  the  smallest  in  25  years.     Winter  supplies  of  hogs  are  now  being 
sharply  reduced  and  a  further  decrease  in  marketings  in  the  winter  season  is 
likely.    .The  sharp  rise  in  hog  prices  which  occurred  in  the  last  half  of 
December  and  early  January  probably  will  be  followed  by  further  advances  in 
the  remainder  of  the  winter,   and  the  upward  trend  in  prices  is  likely  to 
continue  through  the  summer  months  at  least. 

The  December  1  pig  crop  report  recently  released  by  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  indicated  a  reduction  of  4S  percent  in  the  fall  pig 
crop  of  1934  compared  with  that  of  1933.     The  combined  spring  and  fall  pig 
crop  of  1934  was  estimated  to  be  35  percent  smaller  than  the  combined  crop 
of  1933.     The  decrease  in  the  fall  crop  Was  much  greater  in  the  llorth 
Central  (Corn  Belt)  States  than  in  other  areas.     It  was  estimated  that  the 
number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1935  would  be  about  17  percent 
smaller  than  the . relatively  small  number  farrowing  in  the  spring  of  1934. 
The  decreases  in  1934  pig  crops  were  the.  result  of  the  unfavorable 
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relationship  between  hog  orices  and  corn  prices  prevailing  since  the  middle 
of  1933,  the  short  supply  of  feed  grains  produced  in  1934,  and  the  operation 
of  the  corn-hog  adjustment  program.     The  prospective  decrease  in  the  1935 
spring  pig  crop,  however,  is  chiefly  the  result  of  short  supplies  and  high 
prices  of  feeds  growing  out  of  the  1S34  drought.     Detailed  figures  on  the 
fall  pig  crops  of  1933  end  1934  and  on  indicated  farrowings  for  the  spring  of 
1935  for  the  United  States  and  the  several  geographic  regions  appear  in  a 
table  on  page  4. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  hog  prices  which  usually  begins  in  the  late 
fall  and  continues  into  early  winter  was  .checked  during  the  current  season 
the  first  #eefc  in  ITovember  wnen  the  weekly  average  price  at  Chicago  reached 
$5.38  per  100  pounds.     Luring  the  remainder  of  November  and  early  December 
hog  prices  were  fairly  steady,  but  a  sharp  advance  got  under  way  about  the 
middle  of  December,  continuing  into  January.     In  early  January  the  top  price 
of  hogs  at  Chicago  reached  $8.20,  the  highest  price  paid  at  that  market  in 
more  than  3  yecrs.     The  average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  for  the  month  ox 
December  was  $5.89  compared  with  $5.66  in  November  and  $3.25  in  December  1934. 
The  premium  paid  for  medium  and  heavy  hogs,  although  greater  than  usual, 
was  smaller  than  1  month  earlier,  being  about  $1.00  per  100  pounds  higher 
as  compared  with  $1.40  in  November  and  about  10  cents  per  100  pounds  last 
December. 

Slaughter  of  hogs  under  Federal  inspection  in  December  amounted  to 
4,196,000  head  which  was  4  percent  more  then  that  of  ITovember,  but  7  percent 
less  than  December  1933.     The  slaughter  for  December  was  the  smallest  for 
the  month  since  1921.     In  view  of  the  relatively  large  slaughter  in  October 
and  ITovember  and  the  material  decrease  in  1934  spring  pig  crop,  continued 
small  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  during  the  remainder  of  the  winter  are 
probable.     The  average  weight  of  hogs  at  the  seven  principal  markets  was 
202  pounds  in  December  compared  with  224  in  the  corresponding  month  last  year. 

The  average  price  for  ilo.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was 
93.3  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  83.4  cents  in  ITovember,  77.9  cents  in 
October,  and  47  cents  per  bushel  in  December  1933.     The  price  of  corn  this 
month  was  the  highest  since  October  1950.     In  the  first  week  of  January 
the  average  price  of  lldi  3  Yellow  com  at  Chicago  rose  to  93.7  cents  per 
bushel.    Eased  on  farm  prices  as  of  December  15  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  for 
the  United  States  in  December  of  6.0  was  the  lowest  for  the  month  since  data 
were  first  assembled  in  1910.     The  hog-corn  price  ratio  for  the  ITorth 
Central  States  in  December  was  5.9,  and  for  the  first  time  since  records  have 
been  available,   the  ratio  for  the  ITorth  Central  States  was  below  the  aver- 
age for  the  United  States  as  a  whole.  "  Txiis  abnormality  is  chiefly  the  re- 
sult of  the  fact  that  corn  supplies  are  relatively  shorter  in  the  Corn  Belt, 
where  usually  livestock  production  is  greatest,  than  in  other  regions. 

vTliolesale  prices  of  cured  pork  remained  at  practically  the  same 
level  throughout  the  month.    However,  the  price  cf  fresh  pork  advanced 
materially  -  fresh  loins  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  100  pounds  at  Chicago.  Lard 
prices  continued  their  upward  climb  but  have  not  risen  as  sharply  as  fresh 
pork  prices.     The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at  Hew  Yoric  was 
$16.50  per  100  pounds  in  December  compared  with  $15.90  in  ITovember  and 
$11.09  in  December  1933. 
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Total  exports  of  pork  and  lard  for  November  were  somewhat  lower  than 
October  and  only  about  one  half  as  large  as  November  1933.     Shipments  of 
pork  and  lard  from  the  principal  ports  for  4  weeks  in  December  were  material- 
ly smaller  than  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Exports  of  haras  and  shoulders  in  November  totaled  6,648,000  pounds, 
an  increase  oi  over  2,000,000  pounds  from  those  of  October  but  a  decrease 
of  nearly  1,000,000  from  the  exports  of  November  1S33.     Shipments  of  hams 
and  shoulders  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  about  80  percent  of  the  total  ex- 
ports for  the  month,  about  35  percent  greater  than  the  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  a  month  earlier,  but  12  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Bacon  exports  during  November  amounted  to  874,000  pounds,  which  was  3 
percent  less  than  the  October  exports  and  66  percent  less  than  October  1933. 

Exports  of  lard  for  November  were  about  26  percent  lower  than  October 
and  58  percent  lower  than  November  1933,  and  the  lowest  export  for  any  month 
in  the  post-war  period.     Lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  which  had  not 
suffered  any  material  reduction  up  to  November  1934,  were  reduced  26  percent 
in  this  month  compared  with  those  of  October.     Germany  took  only  a 
negligible  quantity  of  lard  during  November.     Exports  of  lard  to  Cuba  in 
November  were  about  37  percent  less  than  the  October  exports,  but  they  were 
more  than  twice  as  large  as  the  exports  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1933.

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There  was  ail  upturn  in  the  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  in  December. 
The  average  price  per  100  pounds  for  the  5-week  period  ended  January  3,  1935 
was  $8.33,  American  currency,  compared  with  only  $8.09  for  the  month  of 
'  November,  which  was  the  lowest  average  price  for  any  month  of  1934.  The 
average  for  the  year  1934  was  considerably  higher  than  for  1933  or  1932, 
and  also,  higher  than  for  1931. 

Trie  number  of  hogs  graded  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  of  Canada 
in  the  5  weeks  ended  January  3,  1935,  was  328,000  compared  with  only 
292,000  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.     Gradings  for  the  52  weeks  ended 
December  27,  1934,  numbered  only  3,014,000  head,  and  were  almost  160,000 
head  less  than  during  the  same  period  of  1935.     Gradings  in  Alberta  and 
Saskatchewan  packing  plants  exceeded  those  for  1933,  whereas  there  was  a 
falling  off  in  the  number  graded  in  Ontario  packing  plants  of  123,000  head. 
Of  the  total  number  graded  at  yards  and  plants  in  Canada,  979,000  or  almost 
one  third,  were  graded  in  Ontario. 

All  during  1934  the  British  market  furnished  a  lucrative  outlet  for 
Canadian  bacon,  which  since  January  1,  1933,  has  enjoyed  a  favored  position 
on  that  market  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ottawa  Agreement 
which  placed  the  quota  of  Canadian  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom 
at  a  higher  level  than  they  have  been  able  to  attain  so  far.     Exports  of 
Canadian  bacon  to  the  British  market,  amounting  to  only  10,962,000  pounds 
in  1931,  rose  to  30,693,000  pounds  in  1932,   to  71,525,000  pounds  in  1933, 
and  to  121,000,000    l/  pounds  in  1934,  or  eleven  times  the  quantity  export- 
ed in  1931.     Meanwhile  the  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  advanced 
from  $3.13  per  100  pounds  in  February  1933  to  $9.59  in  February  1934  and 
since  that  time  has  been  between  $8.00  and  $9.00  per  100  pounds. 

United  Kingdom  arid  Irish  Free  State 

Reports  from  London  continue  to  indicate  difficulty  in  getting  hog 
producers  to  contract  to  deliver  hogs  to  curers  monthly  during  1935  in  the 
volume  outlined  by  the  Pig  and  Bacon  Marketing  Boards.     Failure  to  secure 
the  estimated  requirements  would  seriously  affect  the  cured  pork  import 
restriction  plans  for  1935.     In  that  connection  a  recent  announcement  states 
that  the  United  States'   quota  of  f ro  zeii  pork  for  curing  in  Great  Britain  in 
the  period  January  to  April  1935,  has  been  set  at  392,000  pounds.  Tnis 
figure  of  course  does  not  include  all  frozen  pork  inports.     This  figure 
represents  a  monthly  rate  about  the  same  as  that  prevailing  in  the  period 
March  to  December  1934.     It  is  being  proposed  that  the  Bacon  Marketing  Board 
make  the  allocations ■ of  such  imports  among  the  various  British  curers.  It 
is  announced,  also,   that  cured  pork  imported  into  Great  Britain  during 
1935  for  use  as  ships'  stores  will  not  be  charged  against  the  quota  of  the 
supplying  country.  '  ' 

Tne  seasonal  decline  in  Liverpool  bacon  quotations  during  December 
brought  the  average  price  for  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  down  to  $18.82  a 
hundred  pounds,  according  to  cabled  information  from  the  London  office  of 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     Canadian  sides  also  averaged  slightly 
lower  during  December,  reaching  a  level  of  about  $16.70  a  hundred  pounds. 
Quotations  on  American  bellies  continued  nominal.     Despite  the  drop  below 
November  levels,  however,  Danish  and  Canadian  bacon  prices  were  higher  than 

tnose  ox  December  1933 1  Pn(j_  were  the  highest  December  prices  since  1929.  

1/  Estimate  for  year  based  on  statistics  for  11  months. 
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Unofficial  weekly  figures  on  British  market  receipts  of  imported 
bacon  during  December  show  a  continuance  of  the  moderate  supplies  prevail- 
ing in  recent  months,   the  general  level  being  somewhat  lower  than  that  of 
last  year.  ,  Of  the  continental  suppliers,  receipts  from  the  Baltic  States 
showed  the  greatest  decline  below  November  figures.    Receipts  from  Canada, 
however,  continued  substantial  and  somewhat  higher  than  in  December  1933. 

"Official  import  figures  for  November  placed  the  total  bacon  imports 
at  66,325,000  pounds,  one  of  the  smallest  monthly  figures  for  any  of  the 
post-war  years.     For  the  first  2  months  of  the  1934-35  marketing  year, 
total  imports  of  bacon  into  Great  Britian  were  20  percent  smaller  than  the 
corresponding  1933-34  imports.     Beceipts  from  Denmark  in  November  at  a 
little  over  36, OU) ,000  pounds  .represented  one  of  the  smallest  monthly  re- 
ceipts from  that  country  since  the. war.     The  October-November  total  of 
imports  from  Denmark  was  20  percent  below  that  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  last  season.     Imports  from  the  United  States  continued  negligible,  with 
figures  for  continental  European  countries  at  levels  lower  than  in  most 
recent  years.     Imports  from  Canada,  however,' continued  to  show  substantial 
gains  over  corresponding  months  of  earlier  years.    Receipts  from  Irish 
Free  State  also  have  been  well  maintained*  ' 

Increased  demand  incidental  to  the  Christmas  tra.de  resulted  in  an 
advance  in  the  December  price  of  American  short  cut  green  hams  at  Liverpool 
to  $19.18  per  hundred  pounds.     That  figure  indicated  an  increase  of  about 
$1.50  oyer  the  average  of  a  year  earlier  and  the  highest  average  for  that 
month  since  1930.     Uovember  imports  -of  ham  Were  slightly  larger  than  in  the 
preceding  month  but  showed  a  decline  below  last  year  in  keeping  with  cur- 
rent import  limitations.     The  October-November" total  Imports  were  24  per- 
cent below  those  of  the  corresponding  1933  period.  Imports  from  the  United 
States,  representing  64  percent  of  the  total  ham  imports,  record  a  movement 
similar  to  that  of  the  total  figure. 

Domestic  supplies  of  marketable  hogs  in  December  continued  larger 
than  the  corresponding  movement  of  1933.     »Vith'  only  ;1  week  lacking  in  the 
record,  total  receipts  of  fat  pigs  at  English  and  Welsh  markets  for  1934 
were  3  percent  larger  than  in  1933.    Receipts  of  feeder  pigs  for  1934  exceed- 
ed 1933  figures  by  9  percent.     Similar  increases  are  noted  for  Scottish  hog 
marketings.     In  Northern  Ireland,  with  only  2  weeks  unaccounted  for,  pigs 
bought  by  curing  establishments  in  1934  reached  a  total  11  percent  larger 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  while  exports  of  live  pigs  showed  an  increase  of 
20  percent.     Records  of  the  Irish  Free  State  for  1934,  lacking  2  weeks, 
indicate  that  bacon  curers  purchased  17  percent  more  hogs  than  in  1933.  Hog 
exports  from  the  Irish  Free  State  increased  about  30  percent  in  1934  over 
the  preceding  year.     During  December  supplies  of  British  and  Irish  fresh 
pork  at  London  central  markets  showed  the  usual  seasonal  increase  and  reached 
8,340,000  pounds,  an  advance  of  2  percent  over  supplies  recorded  for 
December  1935. 


Indelible  marking  of  whole  carcasses  of  imported  frozen  pork  with 
the  country  of  origin  will  not  be  required  until  February  28,  1935,  according 
to  recent  announcement's..     In  connection  with  imported  frozen  shoulder 
cuts  from  which  the  skin  has  been  removed  before  importation,   the  indel- 
ible marking  order  was  suspended  after  strenuous  trade  representations. 
A  substitute  regulation  now  requires  that  containers  of  such  cuts  must  bear 
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the  indication  of  the  country  of  origin,  both  when  imported  and  if  used 
in  connection  with  exposing  the  meat  for  sale.  If  the  container  is  not 
so  used,  the  meat  mast  he  appropriately  labeled. 

The  December  advance  of  refined  lard  at  Liverpool  to  $11.18  a  hundred 
pounds  reflected  the  upward  movement  in  American  prices  for  lard.  The  figure 
cited  was  nearly  $4.00"  higher  than  that  of  a  year  earlier  and  represented 
the  highest  monthly  average  since  December  1930.  Stocks  of  American  refined 
lard  at  Liverpool  on  November  30  stood  at  9,912,000  pounds  against  6,946,240 
pounds  a  year  earlier.     Total  imports  of  lard  during  November  were  maintained 
at  the  relatively  high  levels  of  recent  months.  Total  imports  for  the  first 
2  months  of  the  current  marketing  season  show  a  slight  increase  over  the 
corresponding  1933-34  figures  and  are  unusually  large  for  that  period  of 
the' season.  Imports  from  the  United  States  for  the  2  months  indicated 
accounted  for  87  percent  of  the  total  imports. 

Denmark 

The  Danish  Government 1 s  plan  for  restricting  hog  production  in 
accordance  with  requirements  of  the  British  market  has  resulted  in  a  19  per- 
cent decrease  in  numbers  since  December  a  year  ago.     Hog  numbers  on  December 
1,  1934  were  estimated  at  only  3,029,000,  a  decrease  of  19  percent  compared 
with  the  number  on  hand  on  December  15,  1933.     Estimates  were  made  at 
irregular  periods  during  1934  in  order  to. ascertain  the  number  available 
for  marketing  in  a  given  period.     The  latest  estimate  shows  an  increase  of 
12  percent  in  pregnant  sows  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier,  indicating  a 
probable  increase  in  marketing  supplies  in  the  last  half  of  1935.  . ...  ...  „ 

The  number  of  slaughter  hogs  at  the  beginning  of  December  1934,  however, 
was  only  2,012,000  compared  with  2,606,000  in  December  1933,  a  reduction  of 
23  percent.    Marketings  during  the  first  half  of  1935,  therefore,  will  pro- 
bably show  a  redaction  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year  when  slaughter 
amounted  to  2,529,000  for  that  period,  a  reduction  of  26  percent  as  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  1933. 

Slaughter  hogs  of  over  132  pounds  numbered  621,000  on  December  1,  1934 
and  were  16  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,   those  of  77  to  132  pounds 
numbered  646,000,  a  reduction  of  28  percent,  and  those  under  77  pounds  numbered 
745,000,  a  reduction  of  24  percent. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  -ear  1934,  i.e.  January  16,   the  number  of 
hogs  of  all  classes  on  hand  was  estimated  at  3,474,000  but  the  more  recent 
estimates,  i.e.  those  on  July  16,  September  1,  October  15,  and  December  1, 
show  numbers  not  greatly  above  the  3,000,000  mark.     The  only  time  of 
year  for  which  estimates  are  available  for  a  series  of  years  is  on  July  15 
and  these  show  that  the  number  has  fallen  from  the  high  level  of  5,453,000 
in  1951  to  only  3,057,000  in  1934,  a  decline  of  44  percent  in  4  years. 
Notwithstanding  the  decrease  in  numbers  and  the  quantity  exported,  the 
export  value  has  been  greater  in  recent  years.     In  1932  when  860,000,000 
pounds  of  bacon  and  other  slaughterhouse  products  were  sent  to    England  the 
amount  received  was  (Kr  410,000,000)  $77,210,000  American  currency,  whereas 
in  1933  when  the  quantity  fell  to  648,000,000  pounds  the  value  was 
(Kr  471,000,000)  569,824,000  states  Vice  Consul  Garret  G.  Ackerson,  Jr., 
stationed  at  Copenhagen. 
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The  total  number  of  pregnant  sows,  according  to  the  latest  estimate, 
was  238,000  or  12  percent  above  the  number  in  December  a  year  ago.     Of  that 
number  48,000  were  gilts  which  showed  an  increase  of  33  percent,  whereas 
other  pregnant  sows  numbering  190,000  showed  an  increase  of  only  8  percent. 
Sows  not  in  farrow  (pregnant)  numbered  only  106,000  this  December,  a 
decrease  of  29  percent  compared  with  a  year  earlier.    There  was . a  decrease 
in  the  total  number  of  sows,  however,  of  5  percent.     The  number  of  suckling 
pigs  in  December  was  estimated  at  653,000  which  was  also  a  reduction  of  11 
percent  compared  with,  a  year  ago.

Germany 


The  sharp  reduction  in  young  pigs  and  brood  sows  in  Germany  as 
shown  by  the  estimate  of  December  5,  1934,   indicates  smaller  hog  market- 
ings in  1935  than  in  1934,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Assistant 
Agricultural  Attache  D.  L.  Christy.    The  decrease  is  reported  as  largely 
the  result  of  the  high  trices  and  short  supplies  of  feed  in  Germany. 

All  classes  of  hogs,   except  those  of  slaughter  age  of  6  months  to 
1  year  were  smaller  this  December  than  a  year  ago.    The  largest  decreases 
were  in  pigs  under  8  weeks  and  in  brood  sows  of  6  months  and  over.  There 
was  also  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow  (pregnant 
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indicating  a  tendency  to  limit  hog  numbers  still  further.  The  total  number 
of  hogs  on  December  5,  however,  was  estimated  at  23,143,000,  which  was  only 
3  percent  below  the  large  number  reported  at  the  same  time  last  year. 

Young  pigs  under  3  weeks  numbered  4,512,000  on  December  5,  1934, 
a  reduction  of  12  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  date  of  1933.  Pigs 
of  8  weeks  to  6  months  numbered  10,040,000  and  were  3  percent  smaller  than 
at  the  same  date  a  year  earlier. 

There  was  a  sharp  decrease  of  17  percent  in  brood  sows  of  6  months 
and  over  which  numbered  only  453,000,  whereas  brood  sows  of  1  year  and 
over  decreased  9  percent,  numbering  1,329,000.    The  number  of  sows  in 
farrow  (pregnant)  of  6  months  and  over  was  244,000  or  20  percent  less 
than  in  December  1933,  while  those  of  1  year  and  over  numbered  823,000, 
a  reduction  of  11  percent. 

Of  the  total  number  of  hogs  over  6  months,  e-xclusive  of  breeding 
stock,  on  December  5,   1934,  those  of  6  months  and  over  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately 5,817,000,  an  increase  of  8  percent  above  the  number  on  hand  a  year 
earlier,  whereas  those  over  1  year  numbered  only  330,000,  a  decrease  of 
2  percent .

Hog  marketings  in  G-ermany,  although  expected  to  be  lighter  in  later 
months,  appear  to  be  maintaining  the  lead  over  a  year  ago  noted  at  the 
opening  of  the  current  season.    Total  hog  receipts  at  14  cities  for  the  2 
months  October-November  1934  were  16  percent  larger  than  in  the  preceding 
year.     Slaughter  at  36  centers  during  the  same  2  months  of  1934  registered 
an  advance  of  13  percent  over  the  corresponding  1933  records.

'Quarterly  Summary 


a  — 


On  the  "basis  of  estimates  of  hog  numbers  in  late  1934  and  other 
indications,  it  appears  that  slaughter  supplies  of-  hogs  in  most  European 
countries  in  1935  will  be  slightly  smaller  than  supplies  last  year.  Some 
decrease  in  hog  slaughter  in  Germany  probably  will  occur  in  the  last  half 
of  the  year,  but  an  increase  is  likely  in  Denmark  in  the  latter  part  of  1935. 
Hog  slaughter  in  Great  Britain  in  1935  also  may  show  some  increase  over  1934. 
A  marked  increase  in  hog  numbers  in  Russia  was  reported  for  1934,  but  the 
number  of  hogs  in  that  country  is  still  somewhat  smaller  than  the  average 
for  the  5-year  period,  1926  to  1930. 

In  the  United  States  a  sharp  reduction  in  hog  slaughter  is  in  prospect 
for  1935.    Hog  prices  in  this  country  already  have  advanced  materially  and 
further  advances  are  likely.     In  view  of  large  decreases  in  domestic  hog 
slaughter  in  prospect  it  is  likely  that  total  exports  of  pork  and  lard 
from  the  United  States  in  .1935  will  be  smaller  than  in  other  recent  years. 

The  British  quota  for  cured  pork  imports  effective  for  the  first  4 
months  of  1935  limits  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  from  the  United  States  into 
Great  Britain  to  16,721,000  pounds.     This  quantity  is  somewhat  smaller  than 
that  permitted  in  the  last  4  months  of  1934,  but  is  slightly  larger  than 
the  actual  imports  of  the  first  4  months  of  last  year.     In  the  period 
January  through  March  1934  the  United  States  was  allocated  6.3  percent  of 
the  total  British  imports  from  non-empire  sources.     This  allocation  was 
later  raised  to  8.1  percent,   the  percentage  now  in  effect.     If  the  import 
quota  is  continued  at  the  present  rate  in  the  remainder  of  1935,  however, 


the  total  imports  from  the  United  States  for  the  year  would  "be  smaller  than 
the  imports  in  1934.  The  total  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  non- 
empire  countries  for  the  period  from  January  to  April  1935  permitted  by 
the  quota  is  about  22  percent  smaller  than  the  actual  imports  from  such 
countries  in  the  corresponding  months  last  year. 

Because  of  decreases  in  hog  production  in  surplus  hog  countries,  and 
the  increase  in  production  and  restrictions  to  imports  in  deficit  countries, 
international  trade  in  hogs  and  hog  products  in  1934' was  considerably- 
smaller  than  in  1933.    Exports  from  Denmark,   the  largest  pork  exporting 
country,  were  about  25  percent  less  in  1934  than  in  1933.    United  States 
exports  of  lard  in  1934  were  26  percent  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
but  pork  exports-  .f  rom.Jthis  country  .in  1.934  were  slightly  larger  than  in 
1933.    X  considerable  decrease  in  exports- of  both  pork  -and  lard  from  the 
United    States  has  occurred  in  the  last  6  months. 

Prospective  supplies  of  lard  in  Europe  in  1935  will  be  reduced  in 
somewhat  greater  proportion  than  the  supplies  of  hogs,  particularly  in  the 
so-called  deficit  countries,  where  feed  crop  production  has  been  curtailed. 
Many  of  the  deficit  countries  produce  practically  enough  meat  for  their 
needs  but  are  short  on  fat  supplies,  especially  lard.     In  the  exporting 
countries,  bacon  hogs  predominate.     Those  countries  are  not  in  a  position 
to  produce  large  quantities  of  lard  without  changing  their  packing  plants 
or  hog  types,  or  both.     As  it  is,  supplies  of  lard  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe  are  scarce  and  there  is  a  considerable  interest  in  American  lard. 
The  difficulty  in  securing  payment  for  imports,  h.owever,  especially  in 
Germany  as  well  as  the  greatly  reduced  lard  production  in  this  country, 
continue  to  retard  the  development  of  business. 
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Hog  Humbers 

Hog  numbers  in  the  United  States,  Germany  end  Denmark  were  smaller  at 
the  end  of  1934  than  they  were  a  year  ago,  although  Denmark  shows  a  tendency 
toward  an  increase  in  numbers  in  1935.     Denmark  and  Holland  which  supply 
bacon  chiefly  to  the  British  market  have  succeeded  in  reducing  numbers  close- 
ly to  export  market  possibilities,  but  the  Baltic  States,  Poland  and  the 
Danube  3asin,   report  large  numbers  of  hogs  on  hand,  according  to  Assistant 
Agricultural  Attache,  D.  F,  Christy.     Most  of  these  latter  countries  had 
relatively  good  harvests  in  1934. 

Germany  and  Denmark  are  the  only  European  countries  for  which  official 
estimates  of  hog  numbers  at  the  end  of  1934  are  available,   to  date,  and  both 
of  these  countries  ;show  decreases,  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  Numbers 
in  Germany  on  December  5,  1934  were  estimated  at  23,143,000  or  3  percent 
below  record  number  of  25,348,000  reported  1  year  earlier.     In  Denmark  hog 
numbers  on  December  1,  1934  were  estimated  at  3,029,000,  a  decrease  of 
19  percent  compared  with  the  number  on  December  15,  1933. 

In  Germany  there  was  a  sharp  decrease  in  brood  sows  and  young  pigs 
as  of  December  5,  1934  compared  with  the  same  date  -a  year  earlier,  in- 
dicating a  tendency  to  limit  hog  numbers  still  further,  whereas  in  Denmark, 
there  was  an  increase  of  12  percent  in  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow 
(pregnant).     (Details  of  these  estimates  were  given  in  World  Hog  and  Pork 
Prospects,  January  23,  1935.)     There  has  been  a  shift  in  hog  numbers  toward 
eastern  Germany  according  to  Mr.  Christy. 

The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  United  States  during  the  fall  months 
of  1954  (June  1  to  December  l)  was  15,432,000,  or  only  52  percent  of  the 
number  saved  in  1933.     There  was  a  decrease  of  about  35  percent  in  the  com- 
bined fall  and  spring  pig  crops  of  1934  compared  with  1933  and  a  prospective 
decrease  of  17  percent  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1935. 

In  mid- summer  1934  the  number  of  hogs  in  six  European  surplus  hog  pro- 
ducing countries  was  16,276,000,  an  increase  of  4  percent  above  the  same  date 
of  1933  but  4. percent  below  1932  and  18  percent  below  the  same  date  of  1931. 
The  increase  in  1934  was  principally  in  the  hog  exporting  countries  of  central 
Europe  and  the  Danube  Basin,  i.e.  Poland  and  Hungary.    Hog  numbers  in  the 
two  European  countries  shipping  the  largest  quantity  of  bacon  to  the  British 
market  in  1S34  were  small,  the  number  in  Denmark  showing  a  reduction  of  19 
percent  compared  with  the  estimate  of  December  15,  1933,  while  those  in  the 
Netherlands  were  at  a  very  low  level. 

In  the  six  deficit  European .countries  reporting  in  mid-summer,  hog 
numbers  were  estimated  at  30,597,000,  an  increase  of  8  percent  above  the 
number  on  the  same  date  of  1932  and  1933.     There  was  an  increase  of  11  per- 
cent in  the  United  Kingdom,  6  percent  in  Germany  and  15  percent  in 
Czechoslovakia.     The  total  number  of  hogs  in  13  surplus  and  deficit  coun- 
tries in  mid- summer  1934,  including  Canada,  was  estimated  at  50,527,000  or 
6  percent  above  the  number  on  the  same  date  of  1933.     The  12  European  coun- 
tries reporting,  account  for  about  three  fifths  of  the  total  number  of  hogs 
found  in  Europe,  exclusive  of  Russia.     There  was  a  large  increase  in  hog 
numbers  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  1934,   the  number  in  mid- summer  being  estimated 
at  17,364,000,  an  increase  of  44  percent  above  1933  and  50  percent  above 
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the  low  level  reached  in  1932.     The  average  number  in  that  country  for  the 
5  years  1926-1930  was  21,040,000.     The  Government  has  arranged  for  a  census 
of  livestock  to  be  taken  as  of  January  1,  1935.     The  Soviet  Union,  however, 
has  not  entered  to  any  great  extent  into  the  international  trade  in  hog  and 
hog  products  in  recent  years. 

Hog  numbers  in  Canada  were  considerably  smaller  in  the  summer  of  1934 
than  1  year  earlier.

Hog  Slaughter  in  Important  Countries 

Hog  slaughter  or  marketings  in  17  surplus  and. deficit  hog  producing 
countries,  including  the  United  States,  amounted  to  approximately  84,000,000 
head  and  showed  a:  reduction  of  3  percent  in  1934  as  compared  with  the  pre- 
ceding year.    Estimates  for  the  entire  year  1934  for  many  of  the  countries 
included  in  this  total  have  been  based  on  slaughter  for  10  or  11  months 
compared  with  the  preceding  year.     (See  table  page    6   for  details  by  coun- 
tries).    The  number  slaughtered  in  the  four  non-European  countries  showed' 
a  reduction  of  6  percent  compared  with  1933,  amounting  to  about  47,871,000 
head.     Slaughter  in  the  United  States  showed  a  decrease  of  8  percent.  The 
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other three  countries,  Canada,  Australia,  and  Argentina  showed  increases. 
In  the  six  European  surplus  ho g; producing; countries  slaughter  for  the  year 
1934  showed,  a  reduction  of  16  percent,  the  total  number  slaughtered  amounting 
to  about  9,009,000  head.     For  the  10  surplus  countries  combined,  there  was 
a  decrease  of  8  percent  in  hog  slaughter  in  1934.    On  the  contrary,  the  seven 
deficit  countries  showed  an  increase  of  9  percent.    Of  these  countries  there 
was  an  increase  of  6  percent  in  Germany,  6  percent  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
24  percent  in  Czechoslovakia. 


Prospects  are  for  a  reduction  in  hog  marketings  in  the  United  States  and 
Germany  in  1935  compared  with  1934.     In  the  United  States  both  the  1934  spring 
and  fall  pig  crops  were  greatly  reduced.     The  prospective  decrease  in  marketings 
in  Germany  in  1935  is  indicated  by  the  sharp  reduction  in  young  pigs  and  brood 
sows  as  of  December    5.      The  decrease  in  marketing  for  the  year  is  expected 
to  be  about  5  percent.     Last  year  the  liquidations  in  Germany  were  heavy 
due  to  high  prices  and  short  supplies  of  feed  but/  ihe  Government  succeeded  in 
arranging  a  number  of  barter  deals  through  which  'feedstuffs  were  obtained 
further  heavy  liquidations  are  not  expected  generally.      However,  there  is 
still  some  fear  of  forced  liquidations  in  those  areas  hardest  hit  by  last 
year's  drought  as  the  potato  crop,  tho-ugh  large  in  quantity,   is  of  very  poor 
keeping  quality.     In  the  last  half  of  1935,  however,  it  is  probable  that 
there  will  be  an  increase  in  market  supplies  in  Denmark  as  a  result  of  an 
increase  of  12  percent  in  pregnant  sows  reported  as  of  December  1,  1934.

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Summary  of  Trade  in  Live  Hogs  and  Hog  Products  for  Principal 
Surplus  and  Deficit  Producing  Countries 

Provisional  figures  for  exports  of  live  hogs  and  hog  products  from 
principal  surplus  hog  producing  countries  indicate  a  fairly  heavy  reduction 
in  exports  in  1934  compared  with  1933  (See  table  page    9  for  details). 
Exports  of  live  hogs  from  the  6  most  important  European  exporting  countries 
amounted  to  approximately  687,000  head  in  1934,  a  decrease  of  14  percent  from 
the  1933  figure,  and  a  decrease  of  about  60  percent  from  the  5-year  average 
amounting  to  1,665,000  pounds.     The  only  country  where  exports  of  live  hogs 
showed  an  increase  was  Poland.     Abundant  grain  crops  and  low  feed  prices  have 
resulted  in  over  expansion  of  hog  "production  in  that  country  and  the  loss  of 
the  export  market  for  "bacon  on  account  of  the  British  Import  restriction  has 
resulted  in  heavier  exports  of  live  hogs  to.  central  European  countries. 

Exports  of  hog  products  from  six  important  surplus  producing  countries 
for  the  first  11  months  in  1934  is  provisionally  estimated" at  824,000,000 
pounds,  a  reduction  of  24  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1933. 
AH  countries  except  Irish  Free  State  and  Hungary  showed  decreases.  Exports  of 
bacon  and  lard  from  Denmark  during  the  year  1934  amounted  to  516,000,000 
pounds,  and  was  25  percent  smaller  than  in  1933.  Exports  from  the  Netherlands 
for  the  first  11  months  of  1934  was  119,000,000  pounds  or  36  percent  less  than 
for  the  same  period  1  year  earlier. 

There  was  also  a  heavy  decrease  in  exports  of  hog  products  from  the 
United  States  in  1934  hut  a  substantial  increase  in  those  from  Canada,  which 
is  in  a  favored  position  regarding  bacon  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a 
result  of  the  Ottowa  Agreement.     Exports  of  hog  products  from  the  United 
States  fell  20  percent  to  573,959,000  pounds.      Lard  was  the  largest  item, 
the  total,   including  neutral  lard,  being  434,892,000  pounds  for  the  calendar- 
year  1934,  a  decrease  of  26  percent  as  compared  with  1933.     The  greater  part 
of  the  lard  exported  from  the  United  States  usually  goes  to  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Germany,  however,  the  shipments  to  Germany  for  the  last  6  months  have 
been  almost  negligible  because  of  governmental  restrictions.     Exports  of  hams 
and  shoulders,   the  next  largest  item,   amounted  to  65,104,000  pounds  in  1934 
a  decrease  of  17  percent  as  compared  with  1933.      There  was  an  increase  however, 
in  exports  of  fresh  or  frozen  pork  from  14,410,000  pounds  in  1933  to 
36,757,000  pounds  in  1934.     The  bulk  of  this  type  also  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Canadian  bacon  exports  for  the  year  1934  reached  120,410,000  pounds  whici 
was  an  increase  of  64  percent  above  1933.  Practically  the  total  quantity  went 
to  the  United  Kingdom.     Exports  of  all  other  pork,  however,  amounted  to  only 
3,333,000  pounds,  a  little  over  half  the  quantity  of  this  type  shipped  during 
1933. 

Imports  of  hog  products  into  the  two  principal  European  consuming 
countries  showed  substantial  reduction  in  1934.     Imports  of  pork,  bacon,  hams  ' 
and  lard  into  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  year  1934  amounted  to  about 
1,387,000,000  pounds,  a  reduction  of  about  9  percent  compared  with  1933.  All 
items     showed  decreases  except  chilled  and  frozen  pork.     The  largest  item  of 
import  was  bacon  which  amounted  to  851,079,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  16  per- 
cent compared  with  1933.  The  imports  of  lard,  amounting  to  314,460,000  pounds, 
was  only  3  percent  smaller  than  in  1933.  while  the  imports  of  chilled  and 
frozen  pork  amounted  to  124,000,000  pounds  were  almost  twice  as  large  as  in 
1933.  There  was  a  decrease  in  imports  of  fresh  pork  of  26  percent,   the  total 
importation  amounting  to  16,104,000  pounds.

United  States 

The  marked  decrease  in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  January  is  expected 
to  he  followed  by  a  further  sharp  reduction  during  the  remainder  of  the  winter 
and  in  the  summer  months.     The  probable  decrease  in  hog  slaughter  during  the 
remainder  of  the  1934-35  hog  marketing  /ear  is  a  reflection  of  the  35  percent 
reduction  in  the  total  pig  crop  of  1934,  and  the  relatively  large  proportion 
of  this  crop  marketed  prior  to  January.  The  recent  estimate  of  a  decrease  of 
17  percent  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  spring  of  1935  indicates  the 
reduction  in  hog  marketings  will  continue  into  the  1935-36  marketing  year. 
With  smaller  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  prospect  for  the  next  12  months  at 
least,  further  advances  in  hog  prices  are  likely. 

The  sharp  advance  in  hog  prices  which  got  under  way  in  the  latter  part 
of  December  continued  into  January,  and  by  the  second  week  of  that  month  the 
weekly  average  price  per  100  pounds  at  Chicago  reached  $7.82,  a  rise  of  about 
40  percent  since  the  first  week  in  December  when  the  price  was  $5.69.  The 
decrease  in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  and  the  prospective  further  decrease 
were  largely  responsible  for  this  rise  in  prices.     In  mid-February  the  top 
prices  of  hogs  at  Chicago  reached  $8.55  the  highest  price  at  that  market  since 
late  1930.     The  average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  in  January  was  $7.70  compared  i 
with  $5.89  in  December  and  $3.41  in  January  1934.     The  premium  paid  for  medium 
weight  and  heavy  weight  hogs  over  the  lighter  weights  decreased  somewhat  during 
January  but  it  is  still  greater  than  usual  for  this  time  of  year. 

In  the  last  2  months  the  spread  between  hog  prices  at  middle  western 
markets  west  of  Chicago,  such  as  Omaha  and  Sioux  City,  and  prices  at  Chicago 
has  been  unusually  narrow.     Usually  hog  prices  at  Chicago  are  higher  than 
prices  at  these  markets  by  about  the  amount  of  the  transportation  charges 
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from  such  points  to  Chicago.     The  c.  -.or.  sse .  in  hog  production  in  the  last  year, 
however,  was  relatively  greater  in  the  Western  Corn  Belt  than  in  other  regions, 
;and  "because  of  this --shif  t  in  relative  supplies  of  hogs  as  among  regions,  the 
relationship  "between  prices  of  hogs  in  the  Eastern  Corn  Belt  and  in  the 
Western  Corn  Belt  has  changed  somewhat. 

Slaughter  of  hogs  under  Federal  inspection  in  January  amounted  to 
3,047,033  head  which  was  27  percent  less  than  that  in    December  1934  and 
43  percent  less  than  in  January,  1  year  earlier.     The  slaughter  for  January 
was  the  smallest  for  the  month  since  1911.     The  average  weight  of  hogs  at 
the  seven  principal  markets  was  213  pounds  in  January  compared  with  202  pounds 
in  December  and  227  pounds  in  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier. 

The  increase  in  the  average  weight  of  hogs  marketed  in  recent  weeks 
was  largely  the  result  of  a  rise  in  the  price  of  hogs  in  relation  to  the 
price  of  corn.     Based  on  farm  prices  January  15  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in 
the  United  States  rose  to  7.7  from  the  record  low  of  5.0,  1  month  earlier. 
.The. ratio  for  the  North  Central  States  was  8.4,  which,  compared  with  5.9  in 
December.     The  average  price  for  LTo.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month 
was  90.8  c  girts  per  bushel  as  compared  with  93,3  cents  in  December  and  50 
cents  per  "bushel  in  January  1934. 

Wholesale  prices  of  cured  pork  rose  steadily  throughout  the  month, 
prices  of  fresh. pork  however,  declined  after  a  slight  rise  the  first  week 
of  the -month.     The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at  Uew  York 
was  $18.54  per  100  pounds  in  January  as  compared  with  $16.50  in  December, 
and  $11.11  for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.     The  wholesale 
price  of  lard  rose  steadily  throughout  the  month,  average  price  of  refined 
lard  at  Chicago  in  January  amounting  to  $13.82  per  100  pounds  compared  with 
$11.97  in  December  and  $6.32  in  January  last  year. 

Storage  holdings  of  pork  on  January  1  were  not  materially  above  the 
5-year  average,  while  the  stocks  of  lard  were  over  twice  as  great.     In  the 
case  of  both  pork  and  lard  the  stocks  were  much  larger  in  proportion  to 
slaughter  supplies  than  has  been  the  case  in  many  years.     Since  stocks  of 
hog  products  can  be  successfully  stored  for  several  months  the  relatively 
large  inventories  largely  represent  an  anticipation  on  the  part  of  the 
trade  of  further  decreases  in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  and  further  advances 
in  prices  of  hog  products. 

Exports  of  pork  for  the  calendar  year  1934  were  about  147,000,000 
pounds  compared  with  142,000,000  pounds  in  1933.     This  increase  was  due  to 
the  expansion  in  the  amount  of  fresh  frozen  pork  exported  to  the  United 
Kingdom.     This  class  of  pork  was  not  included  in  the  British  quota  restrictions 
during  the  first  8  months  of  the  year.    Exports  of  lard  for' the  year  1934 
were  about  435,000,000  pounds  compared  with  584,000,000  pounds ' in  1933,  a 
decrease  of  about  150,000,000  pounds.  This  decrease  was  largely  the  result  of 
the  drastic  reduction  in  exports  of  lard  to  Germany.      Shipments  of  lard  to 
that  country  in  the  last  5  months  have  been  almost  negligible  because  of 
governmental  restrictions  to  German  lard  imports.     For  many  years  Germany  was 
second  only  to  Great  Britain  as  an  export  outlet  for  American  lard. 

The  export  figures  for  pork  and  lard  given  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
do  not  include  the  relatively  small  shipments  of  these  products  to  the  non- 
contiguous territories  -  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.     Exports  of  pork  and 
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lard  from  the  United  State's  since  1900' as  shown  in  Figure  2  do  include  such 
shipments  to  the  territories  mentioned.      The  data  for  1934  shown  in  Figure  2 
are  preliminary*  ,: 

In  view  of  the  marked  reduction  in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  now  in 
progress  and  prospective  further  reduction  it  is  proha"ble  that  exports  of  Doth 
pork  and  lard  in  1935  will  "be  smaller  than  in  1934.    Because  of  the  processing 
drawback  on  exports  of  hog  products,  the  decrease  in  shipments  probably  will 
he  less  than  would  normally  occur  as  a  result  of  so  large  a  decrease  in 
domestic  production.  "• 

Exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  in  December  were  about  one- third  smaller 
than  the  exports  in  November,  and  were  23  percent  less  than  the  exports  a 
year  earlier.     Shipments  of  pork  and  lard  from  principal  ports  for  4  weeks 
in  January  were  much  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1934. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  December  totaled  3,355,000  pounds, 
a  decrease  of  about  50  percent  from  the  preceding  month,  and  about  22  percent 
from  the  exports  in  December,  1  year  earlier.      The  decrease  from  November  was 
largely  in  the  shipments  of  these  cuts  to  the  United  Kingdom.     The  relatively 
large  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  to  Great  Britain  in  November  doubtless 
were  made  to  supply  the  Christmas  requirements  for  hams  in  that  country. 
Bacon  exports  during  December  amounting  to  888,000  pounds,  were  practically 
the  same  as  the  exports  in  the  preceding  month  but  about  60  percent  less 
than  the  amount  exported  in  the  corresponding  period,  1  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  lard  for  December,  totaling  only  16,295,000  pounds,  were 
about  18  percent  less  than  for  November  and  about  70  percent  loss  than  for 
December  1933,  and  were  the  smallest  exports  for  any  month  in  the  post-war 
period.     Shipments  of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  December  were  22  percent 
smaller  than  those  of  November  and  were  only  about  one- third  as  great  as 
in  December  1933.     Lard  exports  to  Cuba  in  December  were  about  40  percent 
less  than  the  November  exports,  but  they  were  about  twice  as  large  as  the 
amount  taken  by  Cuba  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1933. 

Canada 

The  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  4  weeks  ended 
January  31  was  $8.57  American  currency  per  100  pounds,  and  was  only  2  percent 
greater  than  for  the  same  period  of  1934.     The  average  price  for  the  month 
of  December  1934  was  $8.23.     In  1933  the  average  price  for  the  month  of 
January  was  only  $3.29  per  100  pounds,  and  in  1932,  $4.38,  whereas  in  1931 
it  was  $10.17.  In  the  United  States  the  average  price  of  hogs  of  similar 
weights,  i.e.,  180  to  220  pounds,  at  Chicago  for  the  4  Y/eeks  ended  February  2, 
1935,  was  $7.75  per  100  pounds  compared  with  only  $3.65  for  the  corresponding 
4- week  period  of  1934.     The  average  price  for  the  month  of  December  1934  was 
$5.99. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  hogs  graded  at  Canadian  stock- 
yards and  packing  plants  during  the  4-week  period  ended  January  31  of  this 
year  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.     This  year  the 
number  graded  during  that  period 'was  283,000  head  compared  with  271,000  a 
year  earlier,  an  increase  of  12,000  head.     There  is  nothing  to  indicate 
liberal  marketing  of  hogs  during  the  early  part  of  1935  according  to  the 
Markets  Intelligence  Service  of  the  Dominion  Livestock  Branch.     The  Canadian 
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Department  of  Agriculture  reports  a  g;  od  demand  for  improved  qualities  of  "breed- 
ing stock  while  prices  for  feeder  hogs,  are  reported  as  quite  strong  since  the 
close  of  the  year.  Gradings  of  hogs  for  the  calendar  year  1934  amounted  to 
3,038,000  compared  with  3,173,000  in  1933  and  3,142,000  in  1932.     In  1934  approxi- 
mately 19  percent  were  graded  as  select  bacon  hogs  whereas  in  1933  only  16  per- 
cent were  graded  as  selects  and  42  percent  as  bacon  hogs.     The  increase  in  the 
proportion  graded  as  select  bacon  hogs  is  an  indication  of  the  interest  shown 
by  the  Canadian  producers  in  raising  hogs  of  a.  type  preferred  by  the  British 
market. 

In  December  Canadian  bacon  ex-ports  to  the  British  market  amounted  to 
9,583,000  pounds  according  to  official  figures,  an  increase  of  46  percent  above 
the  quantity  exported  in  December  1933.  Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
calendar  year  1934  reached  120,000,000  pounds  and  were  67. percent  greater  than 
in  1933,  and  the  largest  since  1925  when  they  amounted: to  132,000,000  pounds. 
Practically  the  total  quantity  exported  from  Canada -went,  to  the  United  Kingdom. 
Pork  and  lard  exports  were  considerably  lower  than  in  1933,  total  pork  exports 
amounting  to  3,330,000  pounds  and  lard  exports  amounting  to  723,000  pounds. 

•  r  '         •  l        ■  Cuba    ...  . 

Cuban  imports  of  American  lard  were  larger- during  the  4  months  following 
the  recent  trade  agreement  with. the  United  States  than  during  the  entire  year 
1933,  according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Embassy  at  Havana.     Cuban  statis- 
tics place  the  September  -  December  imports  at  12,722,000  pounds  against 
11,028,000  pounds  for  the  year  1933.     Imports  during  the  last  4  months  of  1934 
represented  nearly  half  of  the  total  of  26,478,000  pounds  imported  during  the 
whole  year,  all  of  it  originating  in  the  United  States.    Of  the  four. 1934 
months  indicated,  imports  in  September  were  the  largest.     This  was  the  result 
of  a  heavy  accumulation  of  warehouse  stocks  in  Cuba  and  of  supplies  in  other 
nearby  positions  awaiting  the  anticipated  reduction  in  duty.     In  the  following 
3  months  progressive  reductions  were  noted  in  the  amount  of  lard  reaching 
Cuban  markets. 

United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State 

The  British  cured  pork  quota  covering  the  first  4  months  of  1935  allots 
16,721,000  pounds  to  the  United  States,  according  to  information  received  from 
Agricultural  Attache'  E.  A.  Foley  at  London.        On  the  basis  of  annual  equiva- 
lents, this  represents  a  reduction  of  6.5  percent  from  the  allotment  for  the 
period  August  -  December  1934.  The  comparison  of  the  current  quota  with  the 
quotas  in  effect  during  the  first  4  months  of  1934,  however,   is  less  clear  cut. 
Those  months  fell  in  the  quota  periods  November  11  -  March  28,  1933-34,  and 
March  29  -  July  31,  1934.     The  rate  of  import  applicable  in  the  January  -  April 
period  last  year,  therefore,  was  not  the  same  in  each  month  of  the  period. 
Also,   the  United  States  was  not  confined  to  definite  periodic  shipments  in  the 
1933-34  period  indicated.    Moreover,  the  United  States  was  shipping  on  the 
basis  of  6.3  percent  of  the  total  quota  imports  up  to  March  29,  1934,  when  the 
rate  of  8.1  percent  now  prevailing  became  effective.     It  appears  that  the  current 
United  States  quota  is  slightly  larger  than  actual  imports  from  this  country 
in  the  period  January  -  April  1934,  which  are  officially  reported  at 
15,355,000  pounds.       If  the  current  rate  of  imports  was  maintained  through  the 
year,  however,   the  United  States  would  ship  considerably  less  cured  pork  in 
1935  than  in  1934. 
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The  total  cured  pork  import  quota  for  the  first  4  months  of  1935  is 
placed  at  206,432,000  pounds.  Actual  imports  during  the  first  4  months  of 
1934  amounted  to  266,105,000  pounds,  including  insignificant  supplies  from 
countries  not  subject  to  quotas.  The  current  quota  figures,  therefore, 
represent  a  reduction  of  22.4  percent  compared  with  actual  imports  for  the 
first  4  months  of  1934. 

The  current  British  policy  for  pork  is  to  reduce  imports  to  the 
extent  that  increased  domestic  production  may  fill  market  requirements. 
The  current  quota,  representing  a  decline  of  5. 6,  percent  "below  the  quota 
rate  of  the  last  months  of  1934,   is  somewhat  larger  than  was  expected  in 
view  of  the  suggested  reduction  of  at  least  12.5  percent  for  the  first  1935 
quota  period.     The  larger  import  quota  suggests  that  the  domestic  supply 
position  at  present  is  less  favorable  than  was  anticipated. 

The  quotas  to  be  applied  after  April  30,  1935  have  not  yet  been 
determined.     Should  domestic  supply  conditions  warrant,  additional 
reductions  may  be  made.     If  no  changes  were  made  in  the  current  allocations, 
however,  the  United  States  would  be  permitted  to  ship  about  51,000,000  pounds 
during  the  current  year.     Actual  imports  from  the  United  States  during  the 
full  year  1934  amounted  to  57,953,000  pounds.    0n  the  present  quota  basis, 
total  imports  for  1935  from  non-Empire  countries  would  amount  to  about 
628,000,000  pounds  against  actual  total  imports  for  1934  of  769,440,000 
pounds. 

C-reat  Britain  is  considering  an  official  order  which  would  reduce 
to  200  hundredweight  (22,400  pounds)  per  week  the  amount  of  cured  pork 
receivable  from  all  foreign  sotirces  not  now  subject  to  regular  quotas. 
The  present  rate  is  400  hundredweight   (44,800  pounds)  per  week.  This 
measure  is  being  undertaken  in  view  of  the  unexpectedly  large  volumes  of 
cured  perk  from  non-quota  foreign  countries  offered  in  British  markets 
during  1933  and  1934.     The  action  is  regarded  as  necessary  in  view  of  the 
Anglo-Danish  treaty  of  1933,  which  assures  Denmark  the  right  to  supply  to 
Great  Britain  62  percent  of  the  total  cured  pork  received  from  all  non- 
Empire  sources.     Denmark's  percentage  of  the  imports  from  the  quota 
countries  is  63.5      Imports  from  non-quota  countries,  therefore,  must  not 
be  permitted  to  exceed  2.4  percent  of  the  total  from  all  foreign  countries. 
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United  Kingdom:  Arrivals  of  Wiltshire  sides  in  Great  Britain  from 
continental  countries,  "by  weeks,  1933-34  and  1934-35  1/

The  most  popular  "bale  is  that  carrying  4  sides  with  the  total- 
weight  ranging  220-260  pounds. 
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Bacon  prices  at  Liverpool  during:  January  were  steady  to  stronger, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  Foley  at  London.  Danish 
Wiltshire  sides  ad'/anced  slightly  over  December  levels  to  reach  $19,10  a 
hundred  pounds.  That  figure,  while  slightly  under  the  January  1934  average, 
was  higher  than  for  any  other  January  since  1930.     Canadian  green  sides  at 
$16.00  for  January  were  somewhat  easier  than  in  other  recent  months  and  more 
than  $1.00  under  last  year's  levels.     For  the  :first  time  in  several  months 
there  was  sufficient  trading  in  American  green  "bellies  to  establish  more  than 
a  nominal  price,  the  average  for  the  mouth  being  $15.55,  the  highest  for  any 
January  since  1931. 

Unofficial  reports  of  weekly  bacon  receipts  in  Great  Britain  reflect 
the  tendency  .toward  smaller  quantities  fro-  continental  sources.  Receipts 
from  Canada,  however, .continue  at  relatively  high  weekly  levels.  Since  the 
current  season  began  on  October  1,  1934,  receipts  from  Canada  have  shown  an 
increase  of  20  percent  over    corresponding  figures  of  a  year  earlier.  Receipt 
from  all  continental  sources,  however,  have  run  consistently  smaller  than 
last  year,.     See  table  on  page     15     .     Official  monthly  returns  on  imports  of 
bacon  have  been  in  keeping;  with,  the  unofficial  record  indicated.  Total 
imports. from  all . sources  in  December  were  slightly  larger  than  those  of 
December  1933,  but  for  the  first  3. months  of  the  current  season  total  imports 
show  a  decline  of  13  percent  below  those  of  a  corresponding  1933-34  period. 
In  view  of  the  reduced  import  quotas  effective  for  the  first      4    months  of 
1935,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  monthly  import  rates  will  continue  to 
show  a  material  reduction  below  those  of  last  year. 

For  the  period  from  October  1,  to  December  31,  1934,  bacon  imports 
from  Denmark  were  14  percent  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier,  and 
receipts  from  the  Netherlands  showed  a  drop  of  20  percent.     The  movement 
from  other  continental  sources  has  been  proportionately  reduced.  Imports 
from  the  Irish  Free  State  in  the  3  months  indicated,  however,  registered  an 
advance  over  figures  for  the  preceding  season  of  52  percent  and  were  the 
largest  since  1930.     Only  limited  quantities  of  bacon  have  been  received 
from  the  United  States  in  the  last  year.     Receipts  from  Canada,  however,  at 
23,739,000  pounds  for  the  period  October  -  December  1934  were  20  percent 
larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1933  and  were  several  times  larger 
than  comparable  receipts  for  other  recent  years. 

Ham  prices  advanced  somewhat  at  Liverpool  during  January,  the  monthly 
average  for  American  short  cut  green  hams  standing  at  $20.37  a  hundred  pounds 
That  figure  was  the  highest  for  the  month  indicated  since  1931.  Supplies, 
however,  continue  materially  below  those  of  a  year  ago.  For  the  period 
October  -  December  1934  total  ham  imports  declined  18  percent  "below  the 
corresponding  1933  figure,  while  imports  from  the  United  States  were  down 
23  percent.     So  far  this  season  imports  of  ham  from  the  United  States  have 
represented  about  61  percent  of  the  total  imports  against  65  percent  of  the 
receipts  of  a  year  ago. 

In  lard,  Liverpool  prices  continued  to  reflect  the  upward  movement 
of  American  markets  with  the  January  average  of  refined  lard  standing  at 
$12.98  a  hundred  pounds.     That  figure  was  nearly  double  the  average  for 
January  1934  and  was  the  highest  price  for  any  month  since  November  1930. 
Reported  stocks  of  refined  lard  at  Liverpool  on  December  1,  1934,  were 
only  slightly  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Lard  imports,  however, 
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have  "been  running  somewhat  smaller  this  season  than  last.  Both  the  3  months 
total  to  December  31  and  imports  from  the  United  States  were  10  percent  below 
the  corresponding  figures  for  last  year.     So  far  this  season  imports  from  ■ 
the  United  States  have  represented  85  percent  of  the  total  lard  imports,  as 
was  the  case  last  season. 

The  British  market  for  fresh  pork  continj.es  to  appear  attractive 
to  hog  producers.     Receipts  of  British  and  Irish  pork  in  London  central 
markets  daring  January  at  7,851,000  -pounds,  while  slightly  below  receipts  for 
the  preceding  month,  were  913,000  pounds  larger  than  supplies  of  January 
1S34.      For  the  calendar  year  1934  marketings  of  fat  pigs  in  England  and  Wales 
exceeded  those  of  1933     by  3  percent  with  marketings  of  feeder  pigs  showing 
a  comparable  increase.     In  Scotland  the  1934  marketings  of  fat  pigs  were 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  1933  figures,  while  marketings  of  feeder  pigs 
showed  a  greater  increase.     In  both  Northern  Ireland  and  Irish  Tree  State 
the  purchase  of  hogs  for  curing  during  the  early  weeks  of  1935  showed  a 
material  advance  over  corresponding  weeks  of  1934.     The  increased  movement 
is  attributable  to  the  greater  efforts  being  made  in  the  interest  of  Irish 
export  producers. 

Bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain  from  Irish  Free  State  amounted  to 
31,248,000  pounds  in  the  first  10  months  of  1934,  according  to  Consul  L.  E. 
Woods  at  Cork.     The  corresponding  1933  figure  was  16,912,000  pounds.  The 
increased  exports  were  accomplished  in  spite  of  the  relatively  high  dixty 
charged  on  Irish  bacon  entering  Great  Britain.     The  Irish  Eree  State  is 
seeking  a  10  percent  increase  in  the  British  quota  for  Irish  bacon.  Bacon 
exports  accounted  for  about  90  percent  of  the  cured  pork  exported  from  the 
Irish  Eree  State.    Most  of  the  remaining  10  percent  represents  hams  and 
shoulders.     The  duty  imposed  by  Great  Britain  on  Irish  bacon  amounts  to 
two-sevenths  of  the  price  of  the  product  delivered  at  a  British  port. 
To  meet  this  charge  the  Irish  Government  now  pays  an  export  bounty  of  24 
shillings  per  hundredweight  (5.23  cents  per  pound)  and  imposes  a  tax  on 
all  hogs  slaughtered  in  the  country  for  either  export  or  domestic  consumption. 
The  slaughter  tax  was  recently  increased  from  5  shillings  ($1.22)  per  head, 
to  7  shillings  ($1.71)  per  head.     A  further  increase  to  10  shillings  was 
contemplated  for  early  January.

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Countries  Important  in  British  Market  Sup-plies 

Hog  numbers  are  still  "being  reduced  in  Denmark,  Netherlands,  and  Sweden 
to  conform  with  the  curtailed  British  market  outlet.  Hog  supplies  in  Poland, 
however,  continue  large,  and  also  in  Lithuania  and  Latvia,  according  to 
Assistant  Agricultural  Attache'  D.  P.  Christy,  at  Berlin..     No  information  is 
at  hand  concerning    Estonia,  but  it  is  probable  that  conditions  there  are 
similar  to  those  in  the  other  Baltic  States.     It  appears  that,  for  the  next 
few  months  the  recently  anno -once  d  reduced  British  import  quotas  for  cured 
pork  will  result  in  added  pressure  to  sell  surplus  export  supplies  in  other 
continental  countries,  such  as  Belgium  and  possibly  in  Germany.     Such  pressure 
may  be  expected  to  continue  through  1935,  especially  with  rcspoct  to  Poland 
and  the  Baltic  States. 

Denmark 

Danish  slaughter  figures  are  available  only  for  the  first  half  of 
1934,  but  the  total  for  the  year  is  estimated  at  4,500,000  head  against 
6,392,000  head  for  1933.    Pork  prices  have  held  steady  for  several  months 
and,  since  feed  prices  have  changed  only  slightly,  hog  production  for 
export  continues  relatively  profitable.     Danish  bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain 
in  December,  1934  were  slightly  below  the  November  figures  and  considerably 
under  those  of  a  year  earlier.     For  the  first  3  months  of  the  1934-35  season, 
such  exports  were  14  percent  below  last  season1 s  corresponding  figures. 

Netherlands 

From  November  1933  to  August  1934,  Netherlands  hog  censuses  have 
indicated  a  fairly  steady  decline  in  breeding  stock  and  in  light,  young 
pigs.     The  decline  in  heavy  hogs  has  been  less  consistent,  but  control 
measures  have  succeeded  in  maintaining  a  downward  movement  in  total  numbers. 
Hog-feed  price  relationships  have  altered  only  slightly  in  recent  months. 
The  rate  of  bacon  exports  to  Great  Britain  has  tended  downward  faster  than 
the  reduction  in  hog  numbers,  however,  with  the  result  that  there  still 
is  considerable  selling  pressure  on  other  export  markets  as  well  as  at  home. 

Poland 

There  is  little  current  information  on  Poland,  but  the  relatively 
large  numbers  of  hogs  on  hand  in  the  middle  of  1934  suggest  an  unfavorable 
situation  for  additional  increases.    Hog  marketings  in  the  first  10  months 
of  1934  were  about  equal  to  the  comparable  1933  figures.    Hog  production 
in  recent  years  was  over-expanded  on  the  strength  of  good  crops  and  cheap 
feed.     The  reduced  export  outlet  has  created  a  serious  situation  for 
producers,  but  so  far  no  remedial  measures  have  been  proposed. 

Baltic  States 

The  last  1934  British  import  quota  allowed  Lithuania  to  export  hogs 
at  the  rate  of  about  150,000  head  annually.     The  current  quota,  however, 
reduces  that  figure  by  about  6.5  percent.     Lithuanian  production  in  1934 
exceeded  that  quota  several  times.     Since  producers  have  not  voluntarily 
reduced  production,  control  measures  are  now  being  contemplated.     There  still 
remains,  however,  the  problem  of  disposing  of  the  current  surplus.     In  Latvia 
also,  hog  numbers  are  large,  the  June  1934  census  having  indicated  an  increase 
over  1932  and  1933  figures.

New  Zealand 

The  improved  British  market  for  fresh  and  frozen  pork  during  1933  and 
1934  had  a  stimulating  effect  upon  the  hog  industry  in  Ho*  Zealand.  Killings 
of 'hogs  for.  consumption  as  fresh  pofk'in  1334  were  35.2  percent  larger  than 
in  1933,  while  killings  of  "bacon  hogs  increased  33.2  percent.    Of  the  1934 
total  slaughter,  78.8  percent  was  far  the  fresh  pork  trade  and  21.2  percent 
for  curing  as  "bacon.     Exports  from  New  Zealand  for  1934  are  not  yet  available, 
"but  United  Kingdom  import  ret-urns  show  that  in  1934  46,407,000  pounds  of 
chilled  and  frozen  pork  were  received  from  New  Zealand.     That  figure  compares 
with  31,141,000  pounds  and  14,588,000  pounds  for  1933  and  1932,  respectively. 

The  heavy  increases  indicated  have  resulted  in  an  order  "by  Great 
Britain  limiting  British  imports  of  chilled  and  frozen  pork  from  New  Zealand, 
not  intended  for  curing,  to  8,400,000  pounds  for  the  'first  quarter  of  JL935. 
The  British  import  records  do  not'  spec ify  what  share  of  the  receipts  from 
New  Zealand  is"  to  "be  sold  for  consumption  without  curing.     It  has  "been 
indicated,  however,  that  73.3  percent  of  the  Now  Zealand  hog  slaughter^ 
consisted  of  the  horker  tyoe  hogs.     "Jpon  that  "basis,  of  the  total  British 
inroorts  from  New  Zealand  in  the  first  quarter  of  1934,  11,354,000  pounds  were 
to  "be  consumed  as  uncured  pork.     The  current  limitation,  therefore,  suggests 
a  reduction  in  imports  of  such  pork  of  a^out  20  percent.

Germany 

The  fat  supply  problem  in  Germany  continues  difficult.     The  import 
duty  on  lard  has  "been  reduced  "by  60  percent  and  "barter  or  exchange  agree- 
ments have  "been  made  with  nearby  lard  exporting  countries,  but  Germany  is 
still  unable  to  secure  sufficient  fats.    Mr.  Christy  at  Berlin,  reports  lard 
production  in  Netherlands  and  Denmark  has  declined  as  hog  numbers  have  been 
reduced  in  both  countries.    Hungarian  lard  cannot  be  considered  as  a  serious 
competitor  in  Germany  at  present.     A  small  amount  of  business  in  American 
lard  has  been  transacted  on  a  barter  basis  and  by  sellers  willing  to  accept 
payment  in  blocked  marks. 

The  United  States  is  recognized  as  the  only  certain  source  of  export 
lard  at  present.     The  price  position  of  the  American  product,  however,  is 
not  encouraging  to  foreign  buyers,  especially  in  Germany  where  sales  for 
blocked  marks  must  be  made  at  prices  higher  than  those  involving  prompt 
payment.     The  subsidized  production  of  neutral  lard  in  Germany  has  been 
stopped  by  the  lack  of  feedstuffs  and  the  high  cost  of  the  subsidy.  The 
neutral  lard  so  produced  was  utilized  in  the  production  of  margarine. 
Smaller  feed  supplies  also  have  reducta  domestic  butter  production.  The 
mild  autumn  and  late  winter  in  Germany  have  helped  to  conserve  available 
feed  supplies,  but  indications  are  that  as  the  winter  advances  feed  supplies 
fer  all  classes  of  livestock  will  run  well  below  usual  levels. 

The  feed  situation  has  been  the  major  factor  in  the  current  German 
tendency  toward  reduced  hog  numbers.    Hog  receipts  and  slaughterings  in 
recent  months  have  run  consistently  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months 
of  last  year,  and  are  expected  to  continue  so  until  well  into  February. 
From  March  onward,  however,  marketings  are  expected  to  decline.  Marketings 
for  the  entire  year  1935  are  expected  to  be  about  5  percent  smaller  than  the 
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1934  figures.  Prices  cf  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  this  season  have  "been  higher 
than  at  any  comparable  tine  since  1529-30.  The  January  1335  average  stood 
at  $15.57  per  100  pounds.,  'the  highest  for  any  January  since  1930,  and  more 
than  $1.50  higher  than  the  January  1954  average.  Reduced  marketings  and 
increased  purchasing  power  are  expected  to  maintain  hog  prices  at  relatively 
high  levels  during  1935.  Hog  prices,  however,  are  subject  to  the  official 
control  new  exercised  over  practically  all  German  agricultural  commodities. 

A  number  of  barter  transactions  involving  imported  feedstuffs  are 
expected  tc  reduce  somewhat  the  volume  of  forced  liquidation  of  German 
hog  numbers.     It  appears,  however,  that  considerable  forced  marketing  car- 
be  expected  in  those  areas  most  seriously  affected  by  the  1934  drought. 
The  1934  potato  crop,  while  of  fair  size,  is  short  on  keeping  qualities 
and  large  losses  have  been  reported  to  date.  Underlying  thsse  local  move- 
ments in  hog  numbers  is  the  tendency  toward  greater  concentration  of 
production  in  eastern  Germany  where  local  feed  supplies  are  usually  more 
plentiful  than  in  western  Germany.     The  latter  area  formerly  sustained  its 
hog  enterprise  largely  on  imported  feeds,  which  under  present  German  trade 
policies,  are  difficult  to  obtain. 

0  ther  Countr ie s 

Czechoslovakia 

A  hog-control  program  is  being  developed  in  Czechoslovakia,  Mr. 
Christy  reports.      Details  are  not  available,  but  production  quotas  are 
being  allotted  on  the  basis  of  a  census  taken  as  of  December  31,  1934. 
Despite  the  fact  that  hog  numbers  are  burdensome,  however,-  Czechoslovakia, 
like  Germany,  is  having  difficulty  in  securing  sufficient  supplies  of  lard. 
Some  Netherlands  lard  has  been  received  in  recent  months,  and  on  December  1 
an  agreement  became  effective  whereby  Czechoslovakia  is  to  import 
1,920,090  kilos  of  lard  and  10,000  fat  hogs  from  Hungary  in  exchange  for 
Czechoslovakian  coal  and  timber.     These  are  small  quantities,  however, 
and  it  is  reported  that  recently    Czechoslovakian  authorities  have  shown 
considerable  interest  in  American  lard.  -    •  - 

Italy 

The  Italian  Government  is  talcing  steps  to  expand  hog  production. 
Import  duties  on  frozen  pork  were  raised  in  July  1934,  and    now  all 
imports  of  hogs  and  pork  have  been  placed  on  a  contingent  basis.  These 
measures  have  been  publicized,  and  new  steps  to  encourage  domestic  production 
are  probable.     The  protective  measures,  however,  are  attributed  to  some 
extent  to  the  effort  to  exclude  from  Italy  the  cheap  pork  in  the  European 
exporting  countries  now  trying  to  reduce  production.

Figure  I  -  Changes  in  the  relation  of  hoc  prices  to  feed  prices 
usually  result  in  chamces  in  hoc  production  in  the  united  states 
ano  other  important  hog-producing  countries  from  one  to  two  years 
later.     In  Denmark  the  relationship  between  hoc  prices  and  feed 
prices  is  now  relatively  favorable  for  hoc  production,  sut  in  the 
United  States  and  Germany  it  is  unfavorable.

Summary 


Because  of  the  marked  decrease  in  the  1934  fall  \gi 


smaller  number  of  hogs  on  farms  at  the  "beginning  of  1935,  it  is  likely  that 
domestic  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  the  coning  summer  will  he  sharply  reduc- 
ed.    Inspected  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  in  February  was  the  smallest 
for  the  month  since  1910,  and  hog  prices  in  early  March  reached  the  highest 
level  since  late  1930.     With  reduced  hog  marketings  in  the  summer  in  prospect, 
the  seasonal  decline  in  hog  prices  this  spring  probably  will  be  of  short  duration. 

The  British  Quota  for  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  in  May  and  June,  as  re- 
cently announced,  provides  for  a  reduction  of  about  24  percent  from  the  actual 
imports  in  the  same  months  last  year.     The  quota  allocation  to  the  United  States 


for  the  May  and  June  period,  permits  imports  from  this  country  into  Great 
Britain  totaling  8,350,000  pounds,  a  decrease  of  18  percent  from  the  imports 
in  those  months  last  year.     The  total  permitted  imports  of  bacon  end  hams  from 
non-Empire  countries  in  the  first  half  of  1935  under  the  quotas  as  announced 
are  about  23  percent  less  than  the  actual  imports  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

United  States  exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  in  January  were  materially 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     Shipments  of  lard  to  Cuba  have  increased  material- 
ly in  the  last  G  months  since  the  new  trade  agreement  between  that  country 
and  the  United  States  became  effective. 

Prices  of  hogs  in  Canada  have  tended  to  decline  in  recent  months.  The 
level  of  hog  prices  in  Canada,  in  Februa-ry  was  about  the  same  as  in  the  United 
States.    A  year  ago  Canadian  prices  of  hogs  were  about  $4.00  per  100  pounds 
higher  than  domestic  prices.    A  discussion  of  the  developments  in  the  Canadian 
hog  situation  in  the  last  year  appears  on  page  5  of  this  issue.

United  States 

The  hog  situation  for  the  winter  season  thus  far  has  been  featured 
by  very  small  slaughter  supplies  and  rapidly  advancing  hog  prices.  Although 
the  advance  in  hog  prices  may  continue  for  several  weeks,  it  may  be  checked 
temporarily  by  late  spring.     Any  seasonal  weakness  in  hog  prices  in  the  next 
2  months,  however,  is  likely  to  be  of  little  consequence.     With  a  marked 
reduction  in  the  1934  fall  pig  crop  and  the  number  of  hogs  on  farms  on 
January  1,  1S35  the  smallest  in  50  years,  it  is  probable  that  the  reduction 
in  hog  slaughter  in  the  last  half  of  the  present  hog  marketing  year  will  be 
relatively  greater  than  in  the  first  half.     Hence  it  is  probable  that  hog 
prices  in  the  coming  summer  will  average  materially  higher  than  in  the 
current  winter  season.    Available  information  indicates  that  the  1935  spring 
pig  crop  will  be  even  smaller  than  the  small  spring  crop  of  1934;  conse- 
quently no  increase  in  the  number  of  hogs  mo,rketed  prior  to  the  summer  of 
1936  is  probable. 

After  advancing  sharply  in  early  January,  hog  prices  were  fairly 
stable  during  the  last  half  of  that  month,  but  the  rise  was  resumed  in 
February.     The  weekly  average  price  per  100  pounds  at  Chicago  reached  $9.15 
for  the  week  ended  March  2,  on  increase  from  the  week  ended  February  2  of 
20  percent  end  from  the  corresponding  week  1  year  earlier  of  about  100  per- 
cent.    The  decrease  in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  and  prospects  for  continued 
shortage  of  supplies  were  largely  responsible  for  this  rise  in  prices.  In 
early  March  top  prices  of  hogs  at  Chicago  reached  $9.90,  the  highest  price 
at  that  market  since  October  1930.     The  average  price  of  hogs  per  100  pounds 
at  Chicago  for  the  month  of  February  was  $8.35  compared  with  $7.70  in  January 
and  $4.39  in  February  1934.     The  premium  paid  for  medium  and  heavy  weight 
hogs  over  the  lighter  weights  decreased  somewhat  during  the  month  but  usual- 
ly a.t  this  time  of  year  light  weight  hogs  sell  at  a  higher  price  than  heavy 
weight  hogs. 

In  early  ITovember,  when  the  low  point  in  prices  for  the  winter  season 
apparently  was  reached,  the  weekly  average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  was 
$5.38.     Since  that  time  hog  prices  have  advanced  more  than  $3.75  per  100 
pounds.     The  advance  in  prices  in  the  present  winter  occurred  somewhat 
earlier  than  usual  and  was  greater  than  average.     The  average  farm  price 
of  hogs  in  the  United  States  on  February  15,  1935  was  $7.10  compared  with 
$3.67  in  February  1934  and  the  5-year  1910-1914  average  for  February  of 
$7.12. 

Slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  in  February  amounted  to  2,409,000 
head,  which  was  21  percent  less  than  January  and  50  percent  less  than  in 
February  1  year  earlier.     Inspected  slaughter  for  February  was  the  smallest 
for  the  month  since  1910.     Total  inspected  hog  slaughter  for  the  first  5 
months  of  the  present  marketing  year  amounting  to  17,221,000  head  was  18 
percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  months  last  year,  and  15  percent 
less  than  in  the  same  months  of  1932-35.     The  average  weight  of  hogs  at 
seven  principal  markets  for  February  was  218  pounds  compared  with  213  pounds 
in  January  and  229  pounds  in  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier.  Al- 
though weights  of  hogs  increased  in  February,  market  reports  indicate  that 
the  quality  of  hogs  marketed  continued  much  below  average. 
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Corn  prices  declined  during  February.     The"' 'average  price  of  No.  3 
Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was  87.7  cents  per  bushel  compared 
with  90.3  cents  in  January  and  49  cents  in  February  1934.     As  a  result  of 
this  decline  in  corn  prices  and  the  rise  in  hog  prices,   the  hog-corn  price 
ratio  increased.    Based  on  farm  prices  as  of  the  15th  of  the  month,  the  hog- 
corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  was  9.1  in  February  compared 
with  8.4  in  January  and  9.9  in  the  corresponding  month  last  year.     The  aver- 
age, hog-corn  price  ratio  in  this  group-  of  States  for  February  in  the  5 
years  1910-1914  was  14.1.     The  improved  relationship  between  hog-  prices  and 
corn  prices  has  been  partly  responsible  for  the  increase  in  weights  of  hogs 
marketed  in  the  last  2  months.  •  " 

Wholesale  prices  of  cured  and  fresh  pork  rose  steadily  throughout  the 
month,  with  the  advance  being  greatest  in  the  case  of  prices  of  fresh  pork. 
The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at  New  York  was  $19.51  per 
100  pounds  in  February  as  compared  with  $18.54  in  January-  and  $12.45  for 
the  corresponding  period  in  1934.     Ytfholesale  prices  of  lard  also  rose  slight- 
ly during  the  month.     The  average  price  of  refined  lard  per  100  pounds  at 
Chicago  in  February  was  $14.44  compared  with  $13.82  in  January  and  $7.12 
in  the  corresponding  period  1  year  earlier. 

Storage  holdings  of  pork  on  March  1  were  practically  the  same  as  1 
month  earlier,  but  they  were  somewhat  smaller  than  the  stocks  of  pork  on 
March  1  last  year  and  also  -somewhat  less  than  the  5-year  March  1  average. 
Stocks  of  Icrd  on  March  1  were  slightly  smaller  then  1  month  earlier  but 
they  were  slightly  greater  than  the  5-year  average.     Stocks  of  pork  and  lard 
have  not  shown  the  usual  seasonal  increase  in  the  present  winter  largely 
because  of  the  unusually  small  hog  slaughter.     Storage  holdings  of  both  pork 
and  lard  were  relatively  large,  however,  at  the  beginning  of  the  storage 
season  about  November  1. 


Exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  in  January  were  larger  than  those  of 
the  preceding  month  but  were  co-nsiderably  loss  than  the  amount  exported 
1  year  earlier.     Shipments  of  pork  and  lard  from  principal  ports  for  February 
were  much  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1934.  Exports  of  hams 
and  shoulders  in  January  totaled  4,196,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  about  3 
percent  over,  the  preceding  month,  but  a  decrease  of  approximately  13  percent 
from  the  exports  in  January  1934.    Bacon  exports  during  January  amounting 
to  880,000  pounds  changed  very  little  from  1  month  earlier,  but  were  about  50 
percent  less  than  the  quantity  exported  in  January  1934. 

Exports  of  lard  for  January  totaling  17,777,000  pounds  exceeded  the 
December  exports  by  about  1,500,000  pounds  or  9  percent.     In  January  1934 
lard  exports  totaled  51,584,000  pounds.     Shipments  of  lard  to  Cuba  for 
the  6  months  which  have  elapsed  since  the  new  trade  agreement  went  into 
effect  (September  5,  1934)  amounted  to  15,529,000  pounds  as  compared  to 
4,307,000  pounds  for  the  same  period  1  year  earlier.     Shipments  for  January- 
amounting  to  3,726,000  pounds  were  one  and  one  third  times  as  large  o.s 
those  of  1  month  earlier  and  nearly  four  times  larger  than  shipments  1  year 
earlier.    Lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  January  were  12,833,000 
pounds  compared  v.ith  11,746,000  pounds  in  December  and  30,610,000  pounds  in 
the  corresponding  month  1  year  earlier.

.  ■  The  annual  livestock  inventory  estimates  of  the  United  States  recent- 
ly released  by  this  Bureau  showed  a  decrea.se  in  the  number  and  an  increase 
in  the  average  and  aggregate  value  of  each  species  of  livestock  on  farms 
on  January  1,  1955  compared  with  January  1,  1934.     This  is  the  first  time  on 
record  When  there  was  a  decrease  in  every  species  of  livestock  in  the  same 
year.     The  largest  decrease  occurred  in  hogs.     The  estimated  number  of  hogs 
on  farms  on  January  1,  1935  of  37,007,000  head. was  over  35  percent  smaller 
than  the  number  on  January  1,  1934,  and  was  the  smallest  number  in  more  than 
50  years.     The  estimated  value  of  hogs  per  head  was  $6.41  on  January  1  this 
year  compared  with  $4.14  a  year  earlier.     The  total  value  of  hogs  on  farms 
at  the  beginning  of  1935  was  $237,258,000,  which  was  slightly  larger  than  the 
value  a  year  earlier.     The  greatest  decrease  in  hog  numbers  occurred  in  the 
North  Central  or  Corn  Belt  States,  where  the  number  was  reduced  about  41 
percent.     The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  hogs  for  the  United  States 
and  the  several  geographic  regions  on  January  1  for  years  from  1932  to 
1935,  inclusive.

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Canada 

The  average  price  of  "bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  4-week  period 
ended  February  26  was  $8.56  United  States  currency  per  100  pounds  and  was 
only  about  a  cent  above  the  average  for  the  month  of  January.     The  price 
of  hogs  of  similar  weights,  i.e.,  180  to  220  pounds  at  Chicago  for  the 
month  of  February  1935  averaged  $8.55  per  100  pounds.     There  is  now  only 
a  slight  difference  in  the  price  of  hogs  of  similar  weights  at  Toronto 
and  at  Chicago.     The  price  at  Toronto  has  dropped  about  $1.05  from  the 
high  of  February  1934  whereas  the  price  at  Chicago  is  now  the  highest  since 
1930. 

Supplies. at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  of  Canada  so  far  this  year 
have  been  under  those  of  a  year  ago  by  5  percent,   the  total  number  graded 
being  560,000  head.    Gradings  for  the  4  weeks  ended  February  28  amounted  to 
only  253,000  head  compared  with  278,000  in  February  1934.    Despite  the  de- 
crease in  the  total  number  graded  so  far  this  year,  however,  there  was  an 
increase  in  those  graded  as  selects  of  20  percent,  the  number  graded  as 
such  for  the  first  9  weeks  of  1935,  amounting  to  116,000  head.     Those  grad- 
ed as  bacon  hogs  fell  off  4  percent  and  those  as  butcher  hogs,  15  percent 
during  the  same  period. 

In  1932  Canada  was  given  a  generous  bacon  import  quota  into  the 
United  Kingdom,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ottawa  Agreement.  Since 
then  the . number  of  hogs  graded  as  selects,   the  quality  preferred  on  the 
British  market Las  . continued  to  increase  whereas  gradings  of  butcher  hogs 
have  decreased  sharply,  especially  in  1934.     There  has  not  been  much  change 
in  the  number  graded  as  bacon  hogs.    Of  the  total  number  of  3,038,000  head 
graded'  in  1934,  19  percent  rated  as  select  bacon  hogs,  42  percent  as  bacon 
hogs,  23  percent  as  butchers. 

During  January  1935,  bacon  exports  from  Canada  amounted  to  13,605,000 
pounds  and  were  about  3,000,000  pounds  greater  than  in  1934  and  approximate- 
ly nine  times  greater  than  in  January  1932.     Practically  the  total  quantity 
exported  this  January  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  whereas  in  January  1932 
only  85  percent  went  to  that  country.     Last  year  Canadian  bacon  exports 
amounted  to  120,000,000  pounds  or  between  nine  and  ten  times  the  quantity 
shipped  in  1951.     Exports  are,  however,   still  considerably  below  the  Ottawa 
quota  of  280,000,000  pounds  and  in  1934  were  a  little  less  than  half  as 
large  as  the  record  quantity  of  245,000,000  pounds  shipped  out  in  1919. 

Canadian  live  hog  and  bacon  exports  to  the  United  States  have  fallen 
off  to  practically  a  negligible  quantity.     In  1954  the  number  of  live  hogs 
exported  to  this  country  from  Canada,  was  1,009  compared  with  less  than  100 
hogs  shipped  in  1953.     In  1914  as  many  as  215,000  live  hogs  were  shipped 
to  this  country  from  Canada  ond  in  1927  shipments  amounted  to  195,000.  In 
1927  Canada  sent  about  20,000,000  pounds  of  pork  and  bacon  to  the  United 
States  but  in  1934  this  trade  had  fallen  to  only  600,000  pounds. 

United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State 

Hay  and  June  imports  of  cured  pork  into  the  United  Kingdom  from 
foreign  (non-Empire)  countries  may  not  exceed  103,215,000  pounds,  according 
to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  Foley  at  London.     The  new  quota 
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is  23.5  percent  less  than  actual  imports  from  foreign  countries  during  the 
corresponding  2  months  of  1934.  The  United  States'   share  of  the  May  and  June 
1935  quota  is  still  8.1  percent.  That  gives  the  United  States  approximately 
8,360,000  pounds  compared  with  the  10,215,000  pounds  actually  supplied  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  1934  period. 

This  is  the  second  quota  for  1935,    the  first  having  covered  January- 
April.     Total  non-Empire  imports  during  these  4  months  were  limited  to 
206,432,000  pounds  which  was  equivalent  to  an  average  importation  of  around 
51,603,000  pounds  per  month.     Limiting  imports  in  May  and  June  to  103,216,000 
pounds  is  again  equivalent  to  permitting  imports  at  the  rate  of  only  about 
51,608,000  pounds  per  month.     The  British  policy  for  cured  pork  is  to  reduce 
imports  from  non-Empire  countries  to  the  extent  that  domestic  production  and 
Empire  supplies  will  be  able  to  fill  market  requirements. 

The  decline  in  Liverpool  bacon  quotations  for  February  placed  prices 
of  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  at  $18.82  per  100  pounds.     That  price  was  about 
$3.00  lower  than  the  average  for  February  1934.     Canadian  green  sides  were 
also  somewhat  lower  than  the  January .  average ,   standing  at  $15.22,  a.  decline 
of  $4.23  below  last  year's  corresponding  average.    American  green  bellies 
also  declined  slightly  to  $15.11.     That  average  was  the  highest  for  any 
F  ebruary  s inc  e  1 930 . 


British  imports  of  Danish  bacon  during  January,  at  about  37,000,000 
pounds,  were  somev/hnt  smaller  than  in  the  preceding  month  and  the  smallest 
for  any  Januar;   in  recent  yea.rs.    For  the  first  4  months  of  the  1934-35 
season  imports  from  Denmark  showed  a  decline  of  12  percent  below  the 
corresponding  imports  of  1933-34.     Imports  from  the  United  States  continued 
in  the  restricted-  volume  of  recent  months.     Imports  from  Canada,  however, 
advanced  to  over  12,500,000  pounds,   the  largest  figure  for  any  single  month 
in  recent  years.     So  far  in  the  period  beginning  with  last  October,  imnorts 
from  Canada  have  been  26  percent  larger  than  those  of  last  season  and  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  imports  of  other  recent  seasons. 

Receipts  of  bacon  from  the  Irish  Free  State  in  January  were  maintaine 
at  the  general  level  of  other  recent  months  and  indicated  an  advance  of  abo 
50  percent  over  last  season's  receipts.    January  imports  from  the  Netherlands 
were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  December  and  below  the  level  of  last  season. 
Imports  from  other  continental  sources  were  smaller  than  last  year.  Total 
bacon  imports,  ct  about  71,000,000  pounds,  were  slightly  larger  than  in 
December  but  were  smaller  than  the  January  figures  for  other  post-war  years J 
For  the  period  from  October  to  January,   total  bacon  imports  showed  a  declinej 
of  11  percent  below  those  of  last  season.    Most  of  the  decline  in  the 
receipts  from  continental  sources  during  January  was  the  result  of  the  cur-  I 
tailed  import  quotas  ordered  for  the  first  4  months  of  1935. 

The  February  average  price  of  American  short  cut  green  hams  at  Liver-  j 
pool  stood  at  $19.10  per  100  pounds,  a  somewhat  seasonal  decline  below 
January  levels  and  also  a  decline  of  $3.30  below  the  average  for  February 
1934.     Ham  imports  from  the  United  States  in  January  stood  at  about  2,700,00 
pounds.     This  represented  a  decline  from  December  figures  and  a  slight  in- 
crease ov^r  imports  of  a  year  earlier.     Total  ham  imports  in  January  reached 
about  5,000,000  pounds,  a  decrease  below  December  figures  and  a  slight  advaj 
over  imports  for  January  1934.  Imports  from  the  United  States  represented 
59  percent  of  the  total  imports  far  the  current  neriod  against  62  percent  a 
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year  earlier.    For  the  season  to  date,  total  ham  imports  have  been:  14  per- 
cent lower  then  for  the  corresponding  period  last  season  and  smaller  than 
comparable  figures  for  recent  years. 

Refined  lard  prices  at  Liverpool  averaged  $13.43  during  February. 
The  Liverpool  quotation  continued  to  reflect  the  advancing  tendency  of 
American  lard  prices  with,  the  February  average  45  cents  higher  than  in 
January  and  35.78  higher  than  the  February  1934  average.     The  current  aver- 
age is  the  highest  recorded  since  February  1929.     Imports  of  lard  from 
the  United  States  in  January  reached  only  10, 883,000 .pounds,  a  decline  of 
22,067,000  pounds  below  the  January  1934  imports  and  one  of  the  smallest 
monthly  figures  of  recent  years.     Total  lard  imports  in  January  reached 
slightly  more  than  15,500,000  pounds,  a  decline  from  the, December  figures 
and  more  than  50  percent  below  imports  of  January  1934.     Total  lard  imports 
for  the  current  season  to  January  31  reached  only  about  82,500,000  pounds, 
a  decrease  of  25  percent  below  comparable  1933-34  figares  and  the  smallest 
of  any  comparable  period  in  recent  seasons. 

February  supplies  of  British  and  Irish  fresh  pork  at  London  central 
markets  at  6,928,000  pounds  were  larger  than  corresponding  figures  for 
February  1335  end  1934,  and  one  of  the  largest  volumes  recorded  for  that 
month  in  recent  years.     For  the  current  season  October  1  to  February  28 
market  supplies  were  8  percent  larger  than  those  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  1933-34. 

Hog  marketings  in  British  and  North  Ireland  centers  during  .February 
continue  somewhat  larger,  than  .those  of  the  corresponding  1334  period.  There 
continues  to  be  considerable  dissatisfaction  expressed  with  respect  to  the 
methods  employed  and  terms  imposed  in  making  contracts  between  hog  pro- 
ducers and  bacon  curers.     This  is  especially  true  in  connection  with  the 
difficulty  of  reconciling  relatively  short  contract  periods  with  farmers' 
production  programs,  which  must  necessarily  take  into  account  a  period  of 
6  months  or  more. 

Denmark 

Total  bacon  exports  from  Denmark  in  January  declined  to  a  little 
more  than  35,000,000  pounds,  one  of  the  lowest  monthly  figures  of  the  post- 
war period.    Last  year's  January  exports  totaled  about  38,000,000  pounds. 
For  the  first  4  months  of  the  current  season,  Danish  bacon  exports  were  17 
percent  below  those  of  corresponding  1933-54  months.    "Bacon  exports  have 
been  so  reduced  by  British  import  restrictions  as  to  amount  now  to  only 
about  60  percent  of  the  volume  of  exports  in  1932,  according  to  Vice  Consul 
E.  Gr  jessing  at  Copenhagen.     Prices  in  1934,  however,  averaged  up  to  Kr.  1.60 
per  kilo  (16.33  cents  per  pound)  against  Kr.  1.21  in  1935  (10.47  cents  per 
pound)  and  ICr.  0.99  in  1932  (  8.45  cents  per  pound).  Indications  are  that 
improved  prices  of  1934  more  than  offset  the  reduced  volume  of  exports  in  so-* 
far  as  total  financial  returns  to  Danish  hog  producers  are  concerned. 

Hog  numbers  in  Denmark  on  January  15,  1935  had  reached  the  lowest 
level  of  the  5  years  for  which  January  estimates  are  available.  The  number 
this  year  was  estimated  at  only  2,925,000,  a.  decrease  of  16  percent  as  com- 
pared with  the  same  date  of  1934.     In  1932  hog  numbers  had  reached  the 
highest  level  for  that  month  of  the  yea.r,  being  estimated  at  5,457,000. 
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Prospects  are  for  some  increase  in  numbers  from  the  present  low  level 
as  there  was  an  increase  in  sows  in  farrow  (pregnant)  of  20  percent  compared 
with  January  a  year  ago.     Pregnant  gilts  increased  80  percent  to  72,000  and 
other  pregnant  sows  increased  6  percent  to  181,000. 

Hogs  available  for  slaughter  in  the  next  6  or  8  months,  on  the  other 
hand,  show  a  reduction  as  compared  with  last  year  at  the  same  time.     The  num- 
ber of  fat  hogs  of  132  pounds  and  over  on  January  15,  1335  was  only  451,000  or 
118,000  head  less  than  at  the  same  time  a  year  ago.     Pigs  weighing  77  to  132 
pounds  are  150,000  head  smaller  than  a  year  ago  and  now  number  667,000  vhile 
pigs  under  77  pounds  show  a  reduction  of  128,000  head.     The  total  reduction  in 
those  3  grades  of  slaughter  stock,  therefore,  was  almost  500,000  head.     The  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  suckling  pigs  was  58,000.

Germany 

Practically  the  only  Business  in  American  lard  done  "by  German  import- 
ers in  recent.  weeks  has  "been  on  the  "basis  of  individual  "barter  transactions, 
according  to  L.  L.  Schnare,  American  Consul  at  Hamburg.     This  procedure,  how- 
ever, has  "been  made  more  difficult  "by  the  regulations  requiring  the  mainten- 
ance of  special  mark  ■  accounts  in  Germany  set  up  in  favor  of  the  foreign  ex- 
porters.^  Such  accounts  may  not  "be  in  the  name  of  individual  firms  "but  must 
"be  carried  "by  approved  "banking  "institutions  that  have  "been  engaged  in  foreign 
trade  for  some  years. 

Lard  imports  into  Germany  during  January  reached  only  7,359,000  pounds 
against  54,035,000  pounds  in  January  1934.     The  imported  product  must  "be  sold 
at  retail  for  no  more  than  90  pfennigs  per  half  kilo  (32.71  cents  per  pound ) , 
With  the  import  duty  at  40  marks  and  the  tax  at  24  marks  per  100  kilos  (7.27 
cents  and  4.36  cents  per  pound),  there  is  little  room  for  profit  in  the  import- 
ation of  American  lard  at  the  present  quotations.     It  even  appears  difficult 
to  sell  D-anish  lard  under  existing  conditions.     Cheaper  Hungarian  lard,  how- 
ever, is  reported  to  allow  for  a  profit  to  all  distributors.     Both  Denmark  and 
Hungary  have  clearing  agreements  with  Germany.     Imports  from  each  of  those 
countries  in  recent  weeks  have  accounted  for  about  40  percent  of  the  total 
lard  imports  with  only  10  percent  coming  from  the  United  States.-    Formerly  the 
United  States  provided  about  80  percent  of  the  total. 

Heavy  hog  prices  at  Berlin  in  February  at  ^15.78  a  hundred  pounds  were 
somewhat  lower  than  in  January,  according  to  information  cabled  from  the 
Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  February  average, 
however,  was  the  highest  for  that  month  since  1930.     There  have  been  some 
indications  that  further  curt ailment  of  hog  numbers  in  Germany  is  being  of- 
ficially discouraged  with  a  view  to  avoiding  future  meat  shortage.     Prices  of 
feedstuffs  continue  relatively  high,  but  farmers  are  being  urged  to  retain 
breeding  stock  in  anticipation  of  increased  feed  crop  production  in  1935. 
Receipts  of  hogs  at  fourteen  German  cities  in  January  continued  the  larger 
volume  of  this  season  over  last.    Up  to  January  31,  1935,  total  receipts  for 
the  current  season  were  8  percent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding-  1933-34 
season.     Slaughter  figures  to  the  same  January  date  showed  a  similar  increase. 
The  recently  renewed  clearing  agreement  with  Netherlands  is  expected  to  stimu- 
late imports  of  pork  products  from  that  country,  particularly  of  fat  backs. 
Total  bacon  imports  into  Germany  so  far  this  season,  most  of  which  came  from 
the  Netherlands,  show  c,  slight  increase  over  those  of  last  year. 
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In  the  March  1934  issue  of  World  Hog  and  Pork  prospects  a  detailed 
comparison  of  hog  prices  in  the' United  States  and  Canada  was  made.     It  was 
pointed  out  that  during  most  of  1933  hog  prices  in  Canada  -ere  materially 
higher  than  in  this  country.     In  early  1934  the  price  of  bacon  hogs  at 
Toronto  was  mere  than  $4. CO  per  100  pounds  higher  than  the  price  of  hogs  of 
comparable  weight  at  Chicago.     In  the  last  year,  however,  as  is  shown  in' 
Figure  1,  the  situation  has  changed  greatly.     The  average  price  of  bacon 
hogs  at  Toronto  in  February  1535  was  about  the  same  as  the  price  of  medium  weight 
hogs  at  Chicago.    Hog  prices  in  the  United  States  have  more  than  doubled 
during  the  last  year  as  a  result  of  the  marked  reduction  in  slaughter  supplies  j 
in  addition  to  some  improvement  in  consumer  demand.    Prices  of  hogs  in  Canada, 
on  the  other  hand,  declined  slightly  in  1934,  chiefly  because  of  the  drop  in 
prices  of,  Canadian  bacon  in  Great  Britain,  the  principal  outlet  for  Canadian 
exports. 

The  rise  in  hog  prices'  in  Canada  in  1933.  end  early  1934  was  primarily 
the  result  of  the  material  increase,  in  .the  Canadian,  exports  of  bacon  and  hams 
and  the  relatively' high  prices" "received  for  such  exports  on  the  British  market! 
Exports  of  Canadian  bacon  and  hams,  in  1.933.  .totaled  73,000,000  pounds  compar- 
ed with  36,000,000  in  1932  and  13,000,000  in  1.931.     In  1934  bacon  exports 
from  Canada  to  Croat  Britain  amounted,  to.  120,000,000  pounds,  but  bacon  jrices 
in  the  United  Kingdom  were  not  fully  maintained  throughout  the  year  at  the 
high  level  reached  in  early  1934...  For  the  most  part  in  both  1933  and  193*  ho* 
•orices  in  Canada  followed  the  trend  , of  British  bacon  prices  fairly  closely, 
and  the  lower  prices  of  hogs  in  Canada  in  February,  compared  with  a  year  earlier 
are'  to  a  considerable  extent  the  result,  of  the  weakness-  in  British  bacon  ^prices. 
For  the  entire  year  1934,  however,  the  price  of  bacon  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  tne  price  of  hogs  in  Canada  avr-ged  higher  than. in  other  recent  years. 

In  most  of  1934  hog  prices  in. Canada  were  considerably  higher  than  in 
the  United  States >   and  the  rise  in. hog  prices  in  this  country  and  the  decline 
in  Canada  which  eliminated  the  difference  between  prices  in  the  two  countries 
rre  comparatively  recent  developments.     The  average   -nice  of  bacon  ho^s  at 
Toronto  for  1934  amounted  to  $8.59  per  100  pounds,  whereas  at  Chicago  the  price 
of  good  and  choice  logs  of  comparable  weight  averaged  <?5.00  in  1934.  It 
should  be  recognized,  however,   that  hog  producers  in  the  United  States  who 
participated  in  the  1934  Agricultural  Adjustment  program  have  received  or  will 
receive"  benefit  payments  on  hogs  tot-ling  more  than  $200,000,000.  In  Canada 
no  such  adjustment  program  was  in  effect  and  no  benefit  payments  were  maae. 

In  November  1932  the  British  Government  instituted  a  program  of  reducing 
imports  of  bacon  and  hams  into  the  United  Kin,,  lorn  from  non-Empire  countries 
in  order  to  r,  ise  prices  of  bacon  and  thereby  aid  British  pig  producers. 
Under  this  program  imports  from  the  various  non-Empire  countries  have  been 
fixed  by  a  system  of  quotas.    About  90  percent  of  the  British  imports  is  ^ 
received  from  countries  outside  the  British  Empire  and  about  60  percent  the 
total  3ritish  supplies  of  pork  is  obtained  from  imports.    The  decrease  m 
imports  of  bacon  and  hams  from  the  non-Empire  countries  has  been  largely 
responsible  for  the  rise  in  perk  prices  generally  in  Great  Britain  since  early 
1933.     Total  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  193.5  ,eio 
about  18  percent  smaller  than  in  1932,  and  in  1934  such  imports  were  17  per- 
cent smaller  then  in  1933. 
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Under  the  agreement  reached  at  the  conference  of  British  Empire  coun- 
tries at  Ottawa  in  1932  Canada  is  permitted  to  export  to  Great  Britain  up  to 
280,000,000  pounds  of  good  quality  bacon  end  hams  annually  without  restric- 
tions.    This  Quantity  is  in  excess  of  the  largest  exports  of  bacon  and  hams 
from  Canada  on  record  which  were  245,000,000  pounds  in  1919.  The  largest  ex- 
ports for  an;/  post-war  year  occurred  in  1926  when  about  130,000,000  pounds 
were  exported. 

Inspected  hog  -slaughter  in  Canada  in  1934  totaled  2,872,000  head  which 
was  only  slightly  larger  than  the  slaughter  of  1933.    The  number  of  hogs  in 
Canada  on  June  1,  1934  was  estimated  to  be  4  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier  and  the  smallest  since  1920.    Hence  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in 
Canada  may  be  reduced  somewhat,  but  a  large  decrease  appears  unlikely.  As 
mentioned  on  page  6  •  of  this  issue,  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  permitted 
under  the  quota  for  non-Empire  countries  in  the  first  half  of  1955  have  been 
sharply  curtailed.    Consequently  some  advance,  in  British  bacon  prices  and 
Canadian  hog  prices  appears  probable.  . 

As  discussed  elsewhere  in  this  issue  and  in  earlier  issues,  materially 
higher  "nog  prices  in  the  United  States  are  probable  for  the  remainder  of  1935 
because  of  the  expected  decrease  in  hog  slaughter.  It  is  not  unlikely  that 
during  nost  of  the  present  year  the  level  of  hog  prices  in  this  country  will 
be  higher  than  in  Canada.     Such  a  situation  would  be  very  different  from  that 
prevailing  in  1933  and  1934,  as  is  shown  in  Figure  1.    Benefit  payments  also 
will  be  paid  to  hog  producers  in  the  United  Stctes  who  cooperate  in  the  1935 
adjustment  program  for  hogs.     Such  payments  will  be  in  addition  to  those  al- 
ready mentioned  in  connection  with  the  1934  adjustment  program. 

The  trade  in  hobs  and  hog  products  between  the  United  States  and  Canada 
is  restricted  by  import  duties  in  both  countries.     Consequently,  a  wide 
differential  in  prices  between  this  country  and  Canada  may  not  result  in 
greatly  increased  exports  or  imports.     The  general  import  duty  on  live  hogs 
entering  Canada  is  3  cents  per  pound.    The  tariff  on  hogs  in  this  country  is 
2  cents  per  pound,  on  bacon,  hams  and  shoulders  it  is  3-1/4  cents  per  pound, 
on  fresh,  chilled  or  frozen  pork  2-1/2  cents  per  pound,  and  on  lard  3  cents 
per  pound.     In  addition  to  the  regular  import  duties  on  hog  products  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  provides  that  for  products  on  which  a  processing- 
tax  is  levied,  a  compensating  tax  on  imports  of  such  products  or  products 
derived  therefrom  shall  be  in  effect.     In  the  case  of  hogs  the  processing  tax 
is  $2.25  per  100  pounds  and  the  equivalent  of  that  tax  as  determined  amounts 
to  $4.63  per  100  pounds  on  regular  smoked  hams,   $4.-30  on  sweet  pickle  cured 
smoked  bacon,  and  $2.97  per  100  pounds  on  fresh  pork.     In  ether  words,  on 
all  imports  of  hog  products  the  tariff,  plus  certain  amounts  as  described 
above ,  must  be  paid.    In  the  ca.se  of  bacon  imports  the  total  amount  including 
tariff  and  the  compensating  tax  is  $7.55  per  100  pounds.

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WORLD  HOG  AMD  PORZ  PROSPECTS 
Summary 

Hog  numbers  in  "both  Germany  and  Denmark  have  been  reduced  during  the 
last  year.     The  total  number  of  hogs  on  hand  in  Germany  in  early  March  was 
recently  estimated  to  be  9  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Decreases 
were  reported  in  nearly  ail  classes  of  hogs.     In  view  of  this  reduction  in 
numbers  it  is  expected  that  hog  slaughter  in  Germany  in  the  remainder  of 
1935  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year.     Inspected  slaughter  in  that 
country  in  1934  was  larger  than  in  1933  or  1932  but  less  than  the  record 
slaughter  of  1951. 

In  Denmark  the  number  of  hogs  on  march  1,  1935  was  estimated  to  be 
7  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     Increases  were  reported,  however, 
in  the  number  of  bred  sows  and  young  pigs.     It  is  likely,   therefore,  that 
the  decrease  in  Danish  hog  production  which  began  in  1933  will  be  checked 
during  the  present  year.    Hog  slaughter  in  Denmark  in  1934  was  much  smaller 
than  in  other  recent  years. 

Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  in  the  Uni ted' States  in  March  was  much 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  was  the  second  smallest  for  the  month  on 
record.    Domestic  hog  prices  declined  moderately  from  the  high  level 
reached  in  early  March,  but  this  decline  was  of  short  duration  and  prices 
again  advanced  in  late  March  and  early  April.    Weights  of  hogs  slaughtered 
have  increased  somewhat  in  recent  weeks  reflecting  the  more  favorable 
relationship  between  hog  prices  and  corn  prices  for  hog  feeding.  Slaughter 
supplies  of  hogs  in  the  coming  summer  months  probably  will  be  relatively 
small,  and  hog  prices  are  likely  to  continue  at  a  high  level. 
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Be cause  of  the  small  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  and  the  import  re- 
strictions in  certain  European  countries,  United  States  exports  of  both 
pork  and  lard  have  been  sharply  reduced  in  recent  months.     Exports  of  lard 
in  February  were  the  smallest  for  any  month  in  the  post-war  period.  With 
continued  small  hog  supplies  in  prospect,  exports  of  hog  products  are  like- 
ly to  continue  at  low  levels  throughout  1955. 

Total  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  into  the  United  Kingdom  have  been 
further  reduced  in  the  present  year.     Imports  of  these  products  in  February 
were  smaller  than  for  any  month  in  several  years.     British  imports  of  lard 
also  have  been  sharply  reduced  in  the  present  year,  and  lard  prices  in 
Liverpool  in  lie  rch  were  -about  twice  as  high  as  in  March  last  year. 

Exports  of  lard  from  the  Danube  Basin  have  increased  materially 
in  recent  months.     In  the  first  quarter  of  1935  about  18,000,000  pounds  of 
lard  were  shipped  from  this  region  coinpared  with  about  1,500,000  pounds 
in  the  same  period  last  year.    Hungary  is  the  most  important  source  of  lard 
exports  from  the  Danube  Basin,  and  Germany  has  been  the  chief  export  outlet 
for  Danubian  lard  in  the  last  6  months. 

United  States 

In  view  of  the  greatly  reduced  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  prospect 
for  the  summer  months,  little  further  decline  in  hog  prices  is  expected 
this  spring  and  higher  prices  in  the  summer  are  probable.    During  the  past 
winter  hog  prices  averaged  higher  than  for  any  winter  season  in  the  last  4 
years  as  a  result  of  the  smaller  numbers  of  hogs  available  for  market  and 
the  improvement  in  consumer  demand  for  meats.  The  cash  farm  income  from  nog 
marketings  in  the  first  5  months  of  the  current  marketing  year  (October  to 
February)  was  27  percent  greater  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.  In 
addition  producers  participating  in  the  1334  corn-hog  program  received 
benefit  payments  totaling  $123,000,000  during  this  period. 

The  sharp  advance  in  hog  prices  which  began  in  early  February  was 
checked  in  early  March,  and  some  decline  occurred  in  the  second  and  third 
weeks  of  the  latter  month.     In  late  March  and  early  April,  however,  prices 
advanced  somewhat,  regaining  part  of  the  earlier  loss.     The  average  price  of 
hogs  at  Chicago  the  last  week  in  March  was  $8.87  compared  with  $9.47  the 
first  week  of  the  month  and  $7.95  the  first  week  in  February.    For  the  entire 
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raonth  of  March,  however,  hog  prices  averaged  higher  than  in  February.  A 
slight  increase  in  slaughter  supplies  in  mid-March  from  the  very  low  level 
reached  early  in  the  month  and  some  weakness  in  consumer  demand  for  hog  pro- 
ducts accompanying  the  lenten  season  were  largely  responsible  for  the  decline 
in  hog  prices  during  March.     The  average  farm  price  of  hogs  in  the  United 
States  on  March  15  Was  $8.10  compared  with  $7.10  a  month  earlier,  and  $3.88 
a  year  earlier.     The  average  farm  price  for  March  in  the  pre-war  period 
1910-1914  was  $7.41. 

The  average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  for  March  was  $9. OS  compared  with 
$8.35  in  February  and  $4.31  March  last  year.  Prices  at  Chicago  in  March 
averaged  higher  than  for  any  month  since  October  1930.     Throughout  the  pre- 
sent winter,  hog  prices  at  the  Missouri  River  markets  have  been  relatively 
High  in  relation  to  Chicago  prices.    Usually  prices  at  the  river  markets  are 
slightly  lower  than  at  Chicago;  prices  at  Omaha,  for  example,  in  most 
recent  years  have  been  from  40  to  60  cents  per  100  pounds  lower  than  Chicago 
prices.     Because  of  the  sharp  decrease  in  hog  production  in  the  Western  Corn 
Belt,  receipts  of  hogs  at  the  river  markets,  which  depend  almost  entirely 
upon  this  area  for  hog  supplies,  have  been  reduced  more  than  the  supplies 
at  Chicago.     Differences  in  the  changes  of  volume  of  hogs  marketed  from  the 
several  hog  producing  areas  largely  account  for  the  unusually  narrow  spread 
between  prices  at  the  river  markets  and  at  interior  I0wa  points  and  prices 
at  Chicago  in  recent  months. 

Slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  in  March  amounted  to  about  2,158,000 
head  which  was  10  percent  less  than  in  February  and  29  percent  less  than  for 
the  corresponding  month  1  year  earlier.     Inspected  slaughter  in  March  was  the 
smallest  for  the  month  since  1910  and  except  for  March  1910  it  was  the 
smallest  for  the  month  in  the  years  since  1907  in  which  records  of  inspected 
slaughter  are  available.     For  the  first  6  months  of  the  1934-35  marketing 
year  hog  slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  totaled  19,379,000  head  compared 
with  23,952,000  head  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1933-34,  a  decrease  of 
19  percent.     The  weight  of  hogs  marketed  has  increased  in  the  last  3  months 
as  is  usually  the  case  during  this  season  of  the  year.     The  average  live 
weight  of  hogs  at  seven  principal  markets  for  March  of  224  pounds  was  6 
pounds  above  the  weight  1  month  earlier  but  Was  9  pounds  below  the  weight  at 
the  same  markets  for  March  1934.     This  increase  in  recent  months  in  the 
live  weight  of  slaughter  hogs  was  much  less  pronounced  at  markets  such  as 
Omaha  and  Sioux  City,  which  receive  supplies  from  the  Western  Corn  Belt 
where  com  production  was  greatly  curtailed  by  the  1934  drought.    For  the 
week  ended  March  30  the  average  live  weight  of  hogs  marketed  at  Omaha, 
Sioux  City  and  South  St.  Joseph  was  from  10  to  20  pounds  below  the  correspond- 
ing week  1  year  earlier.    At  Chicago  and  Kansas  City,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  average  live  weight  for  the  week  ended  March  30  was  from  5  to  10  pounds 
above  the  corresponding  period  1  year  earlier. 

Corn  prices  declined  during  March.     The  average  price  of  No. 3  Yellow 
corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was  83.3  cents  a  bushel  compared  with  87.7 
cents  in  February  and  48.9  cents  in  March  1934.     Based  on  the  farm  prices 
for  the  15th  of  the  month  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central 
States  was  11.0  in  March  compared  with  9.1  in  February  and  9.7  in  March 
1  year  .earlier*     The  average  hog-corn  price  ratio  for  this  group  of  States 
for  March  in  the  5  years  1910-1914  was  14.5.     The  continued  increase  in  the 
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hog-corn  price  ratio  has  been  an  important  factor  in  the  increase  in  weights 
and  the  improvement  in  the  quality  of  hogs  marketed  daring  the  last  2  months. 

Wholesale  ]orices  of  fresh  pork  declined  at  both  the  New  York  and 
Chicago  markets,  while  those  of  cured  pork  rose  slightly.     Lard  prices  were 
lower  at  the  Chicago  market  and  averaged  slightly  higher  at  Hew  York.  The 
composite  wholesale  price  of  pork  products  at  New  York  for  March  was  $20.47 
per  100  pounds  compared  with  $19.51  in  February  and  $13.20  for  March  1  year 
ago. 

Exports 'of  both  pork  and  lard  in  February  were  smaller  than  those  of 
the  preceding  month  and  much  smaller  than  the  amount  exported  1  year  earlier. 
Shipments  of  pork  and  lard  for  the  principal  ports  during  March  also  were 
much  smaller  than  the  corresponding  month  in  1934. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  February  totaling  3,501,000  pounds 
were  IS  percent  below  the  amount  exported  in  January*     Except  for  December 
1934  this  was  the  smallest  amount  exported  for  any  month  in  the  present 
century  at  least.    Bacon  exports  during  February  of  637,000  pounds  were  28 
percent  less  than  the  small  exports  1  month  earlier,  and  probably  were  the 
smallest  for  any  month  on  record. 

Exports  of  lard  for  February  totaling  16,007,000  pounds  were  about 
1, 500,000  pounds  less  than  the  shipments  1  month  earlier,  and  the  smallest 
for  any  month  in  the  post-war  period.    Over  75  percent  of  the  exports  of 
lard  in  February  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Shipments  of  lard  to  Cuba 
were  2,370,000 -pounds,  compared-with  3,726,000.  in  January  and  1,093,000  in. 
February  1934.     The  continued  reduction  in  exports  of  hog  products  is  large- 
ly a  reflection  of  sharp  decrease  in  domestic  hog  production,  but  it  also 
has  been  influenced  to  some  extent  by  import  restrictions  in  certain  European 
countries.     In  view  of  the  continued  small  domestic  slaughter  supplies  of 
hogs  in  prospect,  exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  for  the  1934-35  hog  market- 
ing year  probably  will  be  much  . smaller  than  in  other  recent  years. 

Canada 

Bacon  hog  prices  at  Toronto  fell  off  in  March  and  were  lower  than  in 
any  of  the  5  preceding  months,  despite  a  reduction  in  marketings.  The 
average  price  was  only  $3.08  American  currency  per  100  pounds  for  the  4 
weeks  ended  March  23,  compared  with  the  average  of  $8.59  for  the  month  of 
Febru-.ry,  $8.58  for  January  and  $8.23  for  December.     The  price  of  hogs  of 
similar  weights,  i.e.,  180  to  220  pounds  at  Chicago  for  the  4-week  period 
ended  March  30  was  $9.17  or  $1.09  above  the  Toronto  price.     In  February 
the  average  price  at  Chicago  was  $8.55  or  4  cents  'below  the  Toronto  price 
for  the  same  month. 

Hog  marketings  in  Canada  during  the  4-week  period  ended  March  28, 
amounted  to  only  230,000  head  compared  with  263,000  during  the  4  weeks  of 
February.    Since  the . beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  graded  at  all 
stockyards  and  packing  plants  amounted  to  only  790,000,  compared  with 
835, o00  a  year  earlier,  a  reduction  of  5  percent.     Of  the  total  number, 
42  percent  was  graded  as  bacon  hogs  and  21  pore out  as  selects  compared  with 
42  percent  as  bacon  hogs  and  only  17  percent  as  selects  a  year  ago. 
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During  the  fall  of  1934  there  was  a  he. ivy  liquidation  of  sows  in 
the  Prairie  Provinces,  states  the  Canadian.  Department  of  Agriculture  in,  the 
Agricultural  Situation  arid  Outlook  for  1935.    Producers  with  poor  crops  or 
with  none  at  all  wore  forced  either  to  reduce  or  sell  out  their  herds. 
Additional  sows  also  had  been  included  in  breeding  herds  in  bood  crop  areas 
and  the  seasonal  culling  resulted  in  a  higher  percentage ' of  sows  in  total 
sales.    In  drought  areas  many  additional  sows  were  bought  early  but  had  to 
be  liquidated  later  as  a  result  of  adverse  feed  conditions  and  need  of  cash. 
The  latest  estimate  for  Canada,  i.e.,  that  of  June  1934,  showed  a  decrease 
of  4  percent  in  total  numbers  of  hogs  to  3,554,000.     There  was  a.  decrease 
of  7  percent  in  the  Prairie  provinces,  but  numbers  in  Ontario  and  Quebec 
were  about  the  same  as  in  1933.  " ' 

It  is  expected  that  the  level  of  b?„cor_  prices  in  1935  will  be  such  as 
to  permit  a  moderate  increase  in  exports  of  Canadian  bacon  above  1934, 
sta.tcs  the  Agricultural  Outlook.    However,  as  hog  feed  costs  are  higher, 
it  is  pointed  out  that  there  may  be  a  tendency  to  market  in  an  unfinished 
and  underweight  condition.    Producers  are  warned'  against  doing  this  as  it 
is  stated  that  prospects  for  an  increased  export  to  the  British  market  is 
contingent  on  the  maintenance  of  a  high  percentage  of  finished  hogs  of 
select  bacon  and  bacon  grades. 

United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State 

A  proposal  to  so  distribute  the  1935  United  States  cured  pork  import 
quota,  as  to.  allow  for  the  seasonally  ..heavier,  summer  ham  business  has  beer- 
made  by  the  trace  to  the  British  authorities.     Assuming  that  about  28  per- 
cent of  the  United  States  annual  1935  quota,  was  received  in  the  first  4 
months  of  the  year,  it  is  propose!  to  import  47  percent  of  the  yearly  total 
in  the  period  May-August  and  25  percent  in  September-December.     Tlie  apparent 
6 v:er shipment  in  the  summer  period  would  be  -  f  f  set  by  the  reduced  movement 
in  the  last  4  months  of  the  year.    The  calculations  are  based  on  the  assump- 
tion that  no  further  reductions  in  the  permitted  imports  for  the  second  half 
of  the  ye are 

The  easier  tendency  during  March  in  cured  pork  prices  at  Liverpool 
brought  the  average  for  Danish  Wiltshire  side's,  down  to  $17.54  per  100 
pounds,  according  to  cabled  information  from  the  London  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.     That  figure  was  $1.28  below  the  February  average  and 
$2.63  below  the  average  for  March  1934.    American  green  bellies  also  were 
somewhat  easier  in  March,  averaging  -514.38  per  100  pounds .     Canadian  green 
sides  were  fairly  steady  at  $15.30,  but  that  figure  was  $2.64  lower  than 
for  the  corresponding  1934  average. 

Total  supplies  of  imported  bacon,  as  indicated  by  unofficial  figures 
on  weekly  receipts,  appeared  to  have  registered  the  usual  increase  in 
March  over  the  preceding  2  months.     The  March  figures,  however,  appear  to 
be  somewhat  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Official  import  returns 
for  February  indicate  total  bacon  imports  for  that  month  at  slightly  over 
60,400,000  pounds,   the  smallest  total  for  any  month  since  the  pre-war  period. 
For  the  first  5  months  of  the  current  season  total  bacon  imports  were  11 
percent  smaller  than  those  of  .a  year  ago. 
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The  February  import  returns  credited  Denmark  with  supplying  somewhat 
less  than  32,000,000  pounds  of  bacon,  one  of  the  smallest  monthly  figures 
of  post-war  years.     The  season  total  to  February  23  for  such  receipts  stood 
12  percent  below  corresponding  1333-34  figures,..,   Receipts  from  other 
continental  European  countries  showed  corresponding  declines.    Bacon  from 
Canada  and  the  Irish  Free  State,  however,  continued  to  hold  their  leads 
over  last  season's  figures.     Receipts  from  the  United  States  continue 
negligible. 

Prices  of  American  short  cut  green  hams  at  Liverpool  also  declined 
during  March  to  reach  an  average  of  $18.22  per  100  pounds.     This  represented 
a  decline  from  February  figures  of  88  cents  and  a  drop  of  $2.61  below  the 
corresponding  1334  average.     Ham  imports  from  the  United  States  during 
February  were  slightly  larger  than  in  the  preceding  month  and  also  larger 
than  those  of  February  1234.     Total  ham  receipts  from  the  United  States  for 
the  current  season  to  February  28  were  12  percent  smaller  than  those  of  last 
year.     So  far  this  season  receipts  of  ham  from  the  United  States  have  account 
ed  for  53  percent  of  the  total  ham  imports  against  61  percent  of  the  total 
imports  for  the  corresponding  1333-34  period. 

Lard  prices  at  Liverpool  during  March  continued  to  reflect  the  ad- 
vancing price  position  in  the  United  States,   reaching  an  average  of  $13.70 
per  100  pounds.     The  March  average  was  a  continuation  of  the  consistent 
advance  begun  in  May  1334,   end  represented  an  increase  of  $6.73  over  the 
average  for  March  1334.     The  current  average  is  the  highest  for  any  month 
since  August  1323.     Total  lard  imports  in  February  were  slightly  under 
17,000,000  pounds,  one  of  the  smallest  monthly  imports  of  the  post-war  years. 
The  current  figure  was  about  10,000,000  smaller  than  the  imports  of  February 
1334.     Total  lard  imports  of  the  current  season  to  the  end  of  February  were 
27  percent  smaller  then  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  last  season  and 
were  only  slightly  larger  than  the  pre-war  average  for  February.     The  season' 
imports  from  the  United  States  accounted  for  61  percent  of  the  total,  whereas 
a  year  ago  the  United  States  supplied  30  percent. 

In  the  British  fresh  pork  market,   supplies  from  British  and  Irish 
producers  during  March  continued  in  larger  volume  then  a  year  ago.  Re- 
ceipts for  the  current  season  at  London  Central  Markets  show  an  increase 
of  8  percent  over  the  first  5  months  of  last  season.     The  number  of  fat 
pigs  passing  through  British  markets  during  March  maintained  the  advance 
over  last  year  noted  during  this  season.    A  relatively  larger  increase 
has  occurred  in  the  marketings  of  feeder  pigs.    Exports  of  live  pigs  from 
the  Irish  Free  State  to  England  continue  in  excess  of  a  year  ago.  The 
number  of  pigs  bought  for  bacon  curing  in  Irish  factories  also  continued 
to  increase  during  March.     Curing  in  Northern  Ireland  continues  in  larger 
volume  then  last  year,  but  exports  of  live  hogs  from  this  region  have  not 
attained  the  1334  level. 

Denmark 

Hog  numbers  in  Denmark  on  March  1,  1335  were  estimated  at  2,367,000, 
and  were  7  percent  smaller  than  at  the  same  date  of  1334.    An  8  percent 
increase  in  the  number  of  sows  bred,  however,  indicates  a  tendency  towards 
larger  numbers.  Numbers  declined  in  Denmark  throughout  1334  as  shown  by 
periodic  estimates  taken  during  the  year,  falling  from  3,474,000  on  J onuary 
16  to  3,023,000  on  December  1. 
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The  increase  In  the  number  of  sows  bred  shown  in  each  estimate  since 
October  15,  1954  indicates  larger  supplies  in  the  latter  half  of  1935.  On 
March  1,  1935  the  total  number  bred  was  255,000  compared  with  only  237,000 
at  the  same  date  of  1934,  an  increase  of  3  percent.     The  increase  was 
enti rely  in  young  sows  bred,   the  nurfoer  of  which'  was  51  percent  larger  than 
in  March  1934.     The  total  number  of  all  sows  was  369,000  on  March  1,  1935 
and  wa.s  6  percent  larger  than  in  the  same  month  of  1934. 

■  All  other  classes  of  hogs,  -vith  the  exception  of  suckling  pigs  which 
showed  an  increase  of  10  percent,  were  smaller  on  March  1  this  year  than 
a  year  -ago.  Hogs  of  slaughter  age  of  132  pounds  and  over  were  22  percent 
smaller;   those  of  77  pounds  to  1932  pounds,  14  percent  smaller  and  those  under 
77  pounds  7  percent  smaller. 

The  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  export  houses  during  the  last  half 
of  1934  was  unusually  small  and  amounted  to  only  2,569,000  compared  with 
2,974,000  in  the  last  half  of  1933  and  an  average  of  3,251,000  for  the  same 
period  of  the  5  years  1928  to  1932. 


Denmark:     Number  of  hogs  on  March  1,  1935  with  comparisons 
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Geraany 

The  decline  of  hog  prices  at  Berlin  resulted  in  a  March  average  of 
$15.  tl  per  100  pounds,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  the  Berlin  Office 
of  the  .Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     The  prices  indicated  have  had  a  down- 
ward tendency  since  January,  bat  the  March  average  was  still  $1.56  higher 
than  that  of  a  year  ago.     February  hog  marketings  and  slaughter  in  Germany 
registered  a  slight  decline  from  January  levels  and  were  about  the  same 
as  in  February  1934.     For  the  current  season,  October  1  to  February  28 
hog  marketings  a.t  14  centers  and  slaughter  at  36  points  registered  increases 
of  7  percent  and  6  percent  over    figures  for  the  comparable  period  of  last 
season. 

Total  hog  numbers  continue  to  decline  in  C-ermany;  the  number  on  March 
5,  1935  was  only  20,223,000,  or  8  percent  less  than  on  the  same  date  of 
1934,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  Berlin  Office.     Number s  are  now  on  about 
the  same  level  as  in  1933.     There  was  a  decrease  in  all  classes,  except  in 
the  number  of  bred  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year,  which  were  estimated  to  be 
2  percent  above  last  year' s  corresponding  figure.     The total  number  of  bred 
sdws  however,  was  smaller  than  in  March  1934.     The  number  of  hogs  of  other 
classes,   in  percentages  of  last  year's  figures,  were  as  follows:  Pigs 
under  8  months,  86;     young  pigs  8  weeks  to  6  months,  96;    hogs  6  months  and 
wver,  90;    hogs  over  1  year,  95.        The  number  of  hogs  of  slaughter  age, 
i.e.,  all  hogs  over  6  months,  exclusive  of  breeding  stock,  was  3,828,000  on 
March  5,  1935,  a  decrease  of  8  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  date  of 
the  preceding  year._

The  March  estimate  of  hog  numbers  in  Germany  confirms  earlier  statements 
to  the  effect  that  slaughter  supplies  during  1935  will  show  a  reduction  as 
compared  with  1934.     A  decrease  of  10  percent  in  bred  sows  as  of  March  5,  1935, 
compared  with  a  year  earlier,  combined  with  a  2  percent  decrease  in  pigs  under 
6  months,  appears  to  indicate  a  substantial  reduction  in  hog  marketing  during 
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the  last  half  of  1935  as  compared  with  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Last 
year  slaughter  during  the  last  6  months  of  the  year  amounted  to  9,919,000, 
an  increase  of  6  percent  a  Dove  the  same  period  of  1933. 

Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  for  the  year  1934  is  now  officially 
estimated  at  19,414,000,  an  increase  of  6  percent  above  1933  and  2  percent 
aoove  1932„     In  addition  to  the  hogs  slaughtered  under  inspection  there  are 
those  slaughtered  on  farms  and  in  uninspected  establishments.  During  the 
year  ended  November  30,  1934,  these  numbered  4,488,000,  an  increase  of 
11  percent  as  compared  with  1333. 

The  G-erman  lard  market  continues  to  receive  limited  quantities  of 
imported  supplies,  principally  from  Hungary  and  Denmark.    :These  imports 
are  made  possible  "by  special  trade  agreements  b^tw-oen^"0 countries  concerned 
with  the  imported  lard  selling  .in  Germany  under  a  system  of  controlled 
prices.     Total  lard  imports  in  February  at  5,219,000  pounds  were-  less  than 
half  as  large  as  the  February  1934  imports.     For  the  first  5  months  of  the 
current  season  total  lard  imports  represented  a  decline  of  .54  percent 
below  those  of  last  season  and  'were  much  smaller  than  the  comparable  imports 
of  former  years.      The  United  States  has  contributed  negligible  quantities 
to  the  trade  in  recent  months.  .  Total  bacon  imports  for  the  current  season 
appear  to  be  only  slightly  under  those  of  last  year,  principally  as  the 
result  of  special  trade  relations  with  the  Netherlands.     During  the  last  4  year 
bacon  imports  have    run  considerably  larger  than  in  earlier  post-war  seasons.

Exports  of  Danubian  lard  totaled  18 , 314, 000 -pounds  in  the  first 
3  months  of  1935  against  1,284,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1934  period, 
according  to  the  Belgrade  Office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  .  Of 
the  1935  exports.,.  Hungary  ( supplied  about  : 82  percent,  most  :of  the  remainder 
originating  in  iugoslavia.    Exports  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  current 
year  have  shown  successive  monthly  increases;  the  total  quantity  exported 
was  .640,000  ;pounds  larger  than  the  exports  for  the -entire  year  1933. 
Average  annual  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  for  the  years  192.8-1932  was 
12,818,0.00  pounds .  • 

Most  of  the  current  exports  arc  being  taken  ."by  Germany  with  small 
quantities  going  to  Czechoslovakia.    During-  March  some  trial  shipments  of 
Hungarian  lard  were  made  to  Great  Britain.    Additional  increases  in  the 
Danubian  lard  export  movement  are  anticipated  in  the  next  few  months 
clearing  agreements  with  importing  countries  and  the  current .high  prices 
of  American  lard  are  cited  as  the  cause  of  the  unuqual  amount  of  interest 
being  displayed  in  the  Danubian  product.  :

Quarterly  Summary 


Hog  numbers  in  early  1935  wore  smaller  in  most  of  the  important 
producing  countries  than  a  year  earlier  and  decreases  in  slaughter 
supplies  of  hogs  during  the  remainder  of  1935  are  proba"ble  in  most 
European  hog  producing  countries  as  well  as  in  the  United  States.  Among 
the  European  countries  for  which  decreases  in  slaughter  have  "been 
estimated  are  Germany,  Lemark,  Netherlands ,  Czechoslovakia,  and  Polandc 
In  the  United  States  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  are  likely  to  continue 
small  until  the  summer  of  1936  at  least.      Canadian  hog  numbers  in 
December  1934  were  estimated  to  be  about  2  percent  greater  than  a  year 
earlier,  and  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  sous    farrowing  this 
spring  is  also  estimated  for  Canada. 

The  decrease  in  hog  production  now  underway  in  both  the  United 
States  and  Europe  is  partly  the  result  of  reduced  production  of  feed 
crops  in  1934,     In  several  countries,  notably  the  United  States,  Denmark, 
and  the  Netherlands  production  control  programs  have  been  adopted  in 
the  last  3  years  and  steps  have  been  taken  under  these  programs  to 
curtail  hog  production.    Restrictions  placed  on  imports  of  both  pork 
and  lard  in  several  countries  also  have  contributed  directly  or  indircctl 
to  the  curtailment  of  hog  production.     The  import  quota  for  bacon  and 
hams  in  Great  Britain  and  the  limitations  on  lard  imports  into  Germany 
have  been  the  most  important  import  restrictions  in  the  case  of 
hog  products. 
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The  decrease  in  hog  production  during  the  last  year  has  "been 
accompanied  by  a  marked  decline  in  international  trade  in  hog  products. 
Exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  from  the  United  States  have  been  reduced 
materially.     In  the  first  half  of  the  present  hog  marketing  year  domestic 
lard  exports  were  62  percent  smaller  and  pork  exports  were  24  percent  less 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1933-34.        Danish  and  Dutch  exports 
of  "bacon  and  lard  also  have  "been  reduced.      Chiefly  because  of  the  favorable 
position  of  Canada  in  the  British  market,  Canadian  exports  of  bacon 
increased  greatly  during  1934  and  thus  far  in  1935.     Total  imports  of  both 
pork  and  lard  into  the  United  Kingdom  in  recent  months  have  been  smaller 
than  for  several  years.    Talcing-:  of  .American  lard  by  Germany  have  been 
almost  negligible  since  the  middle  of  1934.     Shipments  of  lard  from  the 
Danube  Basin  to  Germany,  although  still  relatively  small,  have  increased 
greatly  since  late  last  year. 

Prices  of  hogs  and  hog  products  thus  far  this  year  in  both  domestic 
and  foreign  markets  have  been  higher  than  a  year  earlier.        Because  of 
the  more  marked  decrease  in  slaughter  supplies  in  this  country  than  in 
other  countries  the  advance  in  domestic  prices  has  been  much  greater 
relatively  than  the  price  rises  in  foreign  markets.    Hog  prices  in  this 
country  in  April  were  more  than  twice  as    high  as  a  year  earlier;  in 
Germany  they  were  about  25  percent  higher  and  in  Canada  only  about  5  per- 
cent higher. 

The  decrease  in  domestic  lard  production  in  the  first  half  of  the 
1934-35  marketing  year  has  been  much  greater  than  the  decrease  in  the  total 
live  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered.    Production  of  lard  under  Federal 
inspection  in  the  October  to  March  period  1934-35  was  38  percent  smaller 

than  in  1933-34.      The  average  yield  of  lard  per  100  pounds  of  hog  thus 

far  this  year  was  about  12  pounds  compared  with  14.9  pounds  last  year  and 
15.5  pounds  in  1932-33. 
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Hog  Numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  the  early  part  of  1935  were  generally  smaller  than 
they  were  a  year  ago,  not  only  in  the  most  important  surplus  producing 
countries,  but  also  in  Germany,  the  most  important  hog  deficit  country  of 
Central  Europe. 

The  most  important  surplus  producing  countries,  such  as  the  United 
States,  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands,  all  show  .heavy  reductions  although 
the  latest  estimate  for  Denmark  shows  a  tendency  toward  increased  numbers. 
Denmark  and  the  Netherlands  export  principally  to  the  British  market  where 
hog  numbers  are  at  present  fairly  large.     Hog  numbers  have  increased  in 
Canada  which  has  been  sending  greatly  increased  exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom  in  the  last  2  years  as  a' result  of  favorable  treatment  there.  The 
surplus  producing  countries  of  Central  Europe  and  the  Danube  Basin,  Poland, 
and  the  Balkan  countries,  which  export  chiefly  to  Germany,  Austria,  and 
Czechoslovakia,  reported  large  numbers  on  hand  in  mid-summer  1934. 

Germany  and  Denmark  are  the  only  important  hog  producing  countries 
reporting  numbers  this  spring,  and  both  show-  a  reduction. as  compared  with 
a  year  ago.    However,  the  latest  estimates  of  the  number  of  sows  bred 
indicate  a  further  decrease  in  Germany  whore  numbers  are  still  at  a  fairly 
high  level,  whereas  in  Denmark  where  numbers  are  at  fin  unusually  low  level, 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  breed  sows  was  reported. 

The  total  number  of  hogs  reported  in  Germany  on  March  5,  1935  was 
20,223,000,  a  reduction  of  8  percent  as  compared  with  the  unusually 
large  number  reported  on  the  same  date  of  1934.     Numbers  in  that  country 
are  now  about  the  same  as  in  March  1933.    A  10  percent  decrease  in  sows 
bred  this  spring  however,  indicates  a  tendency  to  reduce  numbers  still 
further.     In  Denmark  the  number  of  hogs  reported  on  March  1,  1935  was  only 
2,967,000,  a  reduction  of  7  percent  compared  with  the  same  date  of  1934.

There  was  a  reduction  in  hog  numbers  on- January  1,  193o  in  seven 
important  surplus  and  deficit  countries  of  22,000,000  head  or  22  percent 
as  compared  with  the  beginning  of  1934.     Most  of  this  reduction,  or 
20,000,000  head  was  in  the  United  States,    progressive  reductions  in 
Denmark  during  the  last  3  years  had  reduced  the  total  in  that  country  on 
January  15,  1935  by  2,500,000  head  below  the  large  number  reported  on 
that  date  of  1932.     The  number  in  the  Netherlands  declined  about  900,000 
between  the  high  point  reached  in  October  1932  and  the  number  in  August  1954.

Summary  of  Trade  in  Live  _ Hogs  arid  Hog'  Products

There  was  a  reduction  in  total  exports  of  live  hogs  and  hog  products 
from  six  principal  European  surplus  producing  countries  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1935  as  compared  with  the  same  period  a.  year  ago.     The  number  of 
livt.  hogs  exported  from  the  six  countries  was  158,000,  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1935,   a  reduction  of  10  percent,-  as  compared  with  the  same  period 
of  1934.     The  decrease  was  almost  entirely  in  exports  from  Denmark  which 
ships  principally  to  Germany  and  Italy,   the  number  falling  from  44,000 
during  the  first  quarter  la.it  year  to  1,000  in  the  first  6  months  of  1935. 
There  was  also  a  decrease  of  6,000  in  exports  of  live  hogs  from  Yugoslavia. 
However,   there  was  an  increase  of  12.000  from  the  three  Danube  Basin  coun- 
tries combined,  which  ship  ■principally  to  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia  and 
an  increase  of  9,000  from  Ireland  chipping  -principally  to  the  United  King- 
dom.   April  figures  for  the  Danube  'Ms in  countrie-i  indicate  heavier  live 
hog  shipments  than  a  year  ago,  especially  from  Hungary  although  the  number 
was  smaller  than  in  earlier  months  of  the  year.    A  decrease  in  shipments 
of  heavy  finished  lard  hogs  is  anticipated  for  the  sundrier  months. 

Exports  of  hog  products  during  the  first  quarter  of  1935  from  the 
six  principal  European  exporting  countries  (se^  table)  was  180,000,000 
pounds,  a  reduction  of  3  percent  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1934. 
Exports  of  bacon  and  lard  from  Denmark  during  this  period  of  1935,  to 
Great  Britain  principally,  amounted  to  114,000,000  pounds,  a  reduction  of 
5  percent  and  exports  from  the  Netherlands  were  reduced  50  percent.  The 
most  important  increase  during  the  first  3  months  of  1935  was  in  exports 
of  lrrd  from  Hungary  which  .amounted  to  17,000,000  pounds  compared  with 
1,000,000  pounds  a  year  ago.     From  early  February  to  April  30  about 
4,000,000  pounds  of  Hungarian  lard  were  shipped  to  the  United  Kingdom.  It 
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is  "believed  that  this  unusual  development  of  lard  exports  to  the  British 
market  has  occurred  chiefly  because  of  the  high  prices  of  American  lard. 
Total  exports  of  lard  from  Danubian  Basin  countries  in  the  first  Quarter 
of  1935  reached  20,330,000  pounds  and  exceeded  exports  for  any  quarter  in 
the  post-war  period. 

Coincident  with  the  reduction  in  exports  of  hog  products  from  European 
surplus  countries  was  a  reduction  of  57  percent  in  exports  from  the  United 
States  during  the  first  quarter  of  1935  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
Pork  exports  amounted  to  only  26,000,000  pounds  during  the  quarter  under 
discussion,  a  reduction  of  29  percent,  and  lard  amounted  to  only  45,000,000, 
a  reduction  of  45  percent.    Lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  amounting 
to  -32,851,000  pounds  for  the  quarter,  were  59  percent  below  a  year  ago, 
whereas  exports  to  Germany  were  very  small*     There  were  no  bacon  exports 
to  (Germany  during  this  quarter  and  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  only 
about  two  thirds  those  for  the  same  quarter  a  year  earlier, 

Canadian  exports  of  bacon  continue  to  increa.se.     Exports  for  the 
first  3  months  of  1935  reached  42,047,000  pounds  and  were  21  percent  greater 
than  in  the  same  quarter  of  1934.    Practically  all  went  to  the  United 
Kingdom.     There  has  also  been  a  very  substantial  increase  in  lard  exports 
from  Canada,  principally  to  the  United  Kingdom,   so  far  this  year,  the  total 
reaching  1,150,000  pounds  compared  with  only  26,000  pounds  a  year  ago. 

The  two  principal  deficit  hog  producing  countries,  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Germany,  show  decreases  of  17  percent  and  52  percent  respectively  in 
imports  of  hog  products  for  the  first  quarter  of  1935,  against  the  same 
period  of  1934.     Imports  of  hog  products  into  these  two  countries  have  been 
decreasing  each  year  since  1932  and  in  1934  Great  Britain  import  9  percent 
less  and  Germany  34  percent  less  than  in  1933.    Germany  produced  more  pork 
and  ±ard  in  193-i  than  in  any  post-war  year,  production  being  9  percent  in 
excess  of  1933  and  5  percent  greater  than  in  1931.     The  increase  was  not 
only  due  to  a  7  percent  increase  in  hog  slaughter  but  also  to  the  highest 
average  weight  per  head  since  the  war. 

Bacon,  which  comprises  about  66  percent  of  all  perk  and  lard  imports 
into  the  United  Kingdom,  fell  off  9  percent  in  the  first  quarter  of  1935 
against  a  year  ago.    Denmark  supplies  54  percent  and  Canada  16  percent. 
Lard  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  which  constituted  18  percent  of  the 
total  imports  of  hog  products,  fell  off  almost  40  percent,  whereas  imports 
from  the  United  States,  which  furnished  about  66  percent  of  the  total", 
fell  off  57  percent  as  compared  with  a  year  ago.     In  the  case  of  Germany 
lard  is  the  chief  item  in  imports  of  hog  products  and  for  the  first  quarter 
of  1935  constituted  63  percent  of  the  total.     Imports  from  the  United 
States  for  the  first  quarter  of  1935  were  less  than  one  twentieth  of  the 
quantity  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.     In  1934  the  United  States  furnish- 
ed 04  percent  of  total  German  lard  imports.

United  States 

The  seasonal  increase  in  hog  marketings  which  usually  occurs  in  the 
early  summer  is  likely  to  be  relatively  small  this  year  in  view  of  the 
prospective  marked  decrease  in  total  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  for  the 
coming  summer.     Estimates  made  last  December  based  upon  reports  of  breeding 
intentions  indicated  that  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  would  be  substantially 
smaller  than  that  of  1934.     Weather  conditions  during  the  spring  have  been 
fairly  favorable  for  farrowing,  but  in  view  of  the  shortage  and  high  prices 
of  feeds  throughout  the  winter  no  material  change  in  the  number  of  sows 
farrowing  this  spring  from  the  estimate  based  upon  breeding  intentions  last 
December  now  appears  likely.     If  the  pig  crop  this  spring  is  considerably 
smaller  than  that  of  a  year  earlier,  as  now  seems  probable,  slaughter 
supplies  of  hogs  will  continue  small  until  the  summer  of  1936  at  least. 

The  decline  in  hog  prices  which  began  in  the  first  half  of  March 
was  checked  before  the  end  of  that  month  and  during  April  little  change  in 
hog  prices  occurred.     The  weekly  average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  during 
April  fluctuated  between  $8.88  and  $9.04  per  100  pounds,  the  price  for 
the  first  week  in  April  being  $8.91  and  for  the  last  week  $8.92.  Because 
of  the  high  level  of  hog  prices  in  early  March  hog  prices  in  April  averaged 
somewhat  lower  than  in  the  preceding  month.     The  average  price  of  hogs  at 
Chicago  for  April  was  $8.94  compared  with  $3.85  for  April  last  year.  The 
average  farm  price  of  hogs  in  the  United  States  on  April  15  was  $7.88  per 
100  pounds  compared  with  $8.10  on  March  15  and  $3.49  a  year  earlier. 
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Slaughter  of  hogs  under. Federal  inspection  in  April  amounting  to^ 
2,177,000  head  was  about  the  same  as  in  March  and  35  percent  less  than  m 
the  corresponding  month  of  1934.     Inspected  slaughter  for  April  was  the 
second  smallest  for  the  month  on  record  in  the  29  years  for  which  comparable 
records  of  slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  are  available.    For  the 
winter  hog  marketing  season  just  ended  (October  1934  -  April  1935)  inspected 
hog  slaughter  totaled  about  21,844,000  head  compared  with  27 , 363, 000^ head 
in  the  corresponding  months  of  1933-34.     Slaughter  during  the  past  wint^ 
season  was  the.  smallest  for  the  period  since  1913-14.     The  average  weight 
of  hogs  slaughtered  thus  far  in  the  current  marketing  year  has  been  con 
siderably  lighter  than  a  year  earlier.     The  total  live  weight  of  inspected 
hog  slaughter  during  the  October-April  period  of  the  present  year  was  about 
24  percent  smaller  than  in  the  same  period  last  year  and  was  29  percent 
less  than  the  10-year  average  total  weight  for  the  winter  season. 

Corn  prices  advanced  during  April.     The  average  price  of  No.  3 
Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was  89  cents  per  bushel  compared 
with  83  cents  in  March  and  47  cents  in  April  1934.     Based  on  farm  prices 
for  the  15th  of  the  month  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central 
States  was  10.1  in  April  compared  with  11.0  in  March  and  7.4  in _ April  a 
year  ago.     Although  still  below  average,  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  has  m 
creased  considerably  since  December  when  the  farm  price  ratio  in  the 
North  Central  States  was  5.9,  the  smallest  on  record. 

Because  of  the  rise  in  hog  prices  in  relation  to  corn  prices,  hog 
feeding  has  become  somewhat  more  profitable  and  hogs  have  been  fed  to 
heavier  weights  in  recent  months.     The  average  weight  of  hogs  at  the  seven 
leading  markets  in  December  was  202  pounds  whereas  in  April  the  average 
weight  at  these  markets  was  229  pounds.     This  increase  of  27  pounds  m 
the  average  weight  from  December  to  April  was  considerably  greater  than 
normal.     The  10-year  average  increase  in  the  average  weight  of  hogs 
slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  during  this  period  was  about  10  pounds. 
Despite  this  increase  the  average  weight  in  April  was  lighter  than  in 
April  last  year  and  below  average  for  the  month* 

The  decrease  in  lard  production  thus  far  in  the  present  marketing 
year  has  been  considerably  greater  than  the  decrease  in  the  total  live 
weight  of  hogs  slaughtered.    Production  of  lard  under  Federal  inspection 
in  the  period  from  October  to  March  1934-35  totaled  only  49^,000,000 
pounds,  a  decrease  of  38  percent  from  the  796,000,000  pounds  produced  m 
the  same  period  last  year.     Lard  production  under  Federal  inspection  for 
the  first  half  of  the  current  marketing  year  was  the  smallest  since  1921-22. 
The  average  yield  of  lard  per  100  pounds  of  hog  in  the  October  to  March 
period  this  year  was  12  pounds  compared  with  14.9  pounds  last  year  and  the 
10-year  average  for  the  6-months  period  of  about  15.1  pounds. 

Wholesale  prices  of  fresh  and  cured  pork  advanced  somewhat  during 
the  first  half  of  April,  but  part  of  this  advance  was  lost  during  the  last 
half  of  the  month.  *Lard  prices  averaged  slightly  lower  in  April  than  in 
March,  but  they  were  considerably  higher  than  in  April  last  year.  The 
composite  wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at  New  York  for  April  was  $20.62 
per^lOO  pounds  compared  with  $20.47  in  March  and  $13.28  in  April  1934. 

Total  exports  of  lard  in  March  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  the 
preceding  month  and  they  were  materially  smaller  than  in  any  other  month 
of  recent  years.    Exports  of  pork  in  March  were  larger  than  those  of  the  pre- 
ceding month  but  smaller  than  in  March  last  year.     Shipments  of  both  pork 
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and  lard  from  the  principal  ports  during  April  also  were  considerably 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier. 

In  the  first  half  of  the  present  hog  marketing  year  exports  of  lard 
totaled  only  108,000,000  pounds  compared  with  282,000,000  pounds  in  the 
first  half  of  the  1933-34  marketing  year.     Lard  exports  thus  far  in  the 
current  year  have  been  smaller  than  for  many  years.    As  compared  with  last 
year,  shipments  of  lard  to  all  countries  except  Cuba  have  been  reduced. 
Lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading  export  outlet,  amounting  to 
79,577,000  pounds,  were  only  about  one-half  as  large  as  a  year  earlier. 
Although  exports  of  lard  to  Germany  in  1933-34  v/ere  greatly  reduced,  ship- 
ments to  that  country  so  far  this  year  have  been  negligible.     The  decrease 
in  pork  exports  has  been  much  less  than  in  the  case  of  lard  exports.  In 
the  first  6  months  of  the  present  marketing  year  pork  exports  v/ero  only  24 
percent  smaller,  whereas  lard  exports  were  reduced  62  percent  from  the 
corresponding  period  in  1933-34,     Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork  in  the 
first  half  of  the  1934-35  marketing  year  totaling  15,252,000  pounds  were 
about  15  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year  when 
they  were  unusually  large. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  March  totaling  4,809,000  pounds 
were  27  percent  greater  than  the  quantity  exported  in  February,  but  they 
v/ere  considerably  smaller  than  in  March  1934,     The  increase  from  February 
to  March  was  largely  the  result  of  increased  shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom.    Bacon  exports  in  March  of  590,000  pounds  were  slightly  less  than 
the  small  exports  a  month  earlier.     For  the  period  from  October  1934  to 
March  1935  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  totaling  26,855,000  pounds  were 
about  13  percent  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  were  the  smallest 
for  the  period  in  many  years.    Exports  of  bacon  in  the  first  half  of  the 
1934-35  marketing  year  also  were  unusually  small,  the  total  quantity  being 
only  4,772,000  pounds  compared  with  12,977,000  pounds  in  the  same  months 
la,st  year. 

Experts  of  lard  in  March  totaling  10,781,000  pounds  were  over 
5,000,000  pounds  less  than  the  shipments  in  February  and  only  about  one- 
fourth  as  large  as  the  exports  in  March  last  year*     Shipments  of  lard  to  the 
United  Kingdom  amounting  to  7,892,000  pounds  represented  about  one  third  of 
the  quantity  taken  by  that  country  in  March  1934,    Shipments  to  Cuba  during 
March  totaling  1,768,000  pounds  were  25  percent  less  than  those  of  February 
but  they  were  about  twice  as  large  as  the  exports  to  Cuba  in  March  last 
year. 

Total  exports  of  hog  products  are  likely  to  continue  very  small  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  present  marketing  year  and  in  the  first  half  of 
the  1935-36  marketing  year.     The  greatly  reduced  domestic  production  of  hog 
products  and  the  restriction  to  imports  in  several  European  countries  have 
been  .and  will  continue  to  be  the  chief  factors  responsible  for  the  low 
level  of  exports  of  both  pork  and  lard.

Canada 

Hog  prices  at  Toronto  rose  during  April  and  for  the  4  weeks  ended 
April  25  the  price  of  "bacon  hogs         averaged  $8.67  per  100  pounds  compared 
with  $8.09  the  average  for  the  month  of  March  and  $8.20  for  the  same  4  weeks 
of  April  a  year  ago. 
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Marketings  were  in  smaller  volume  than  a  year  ago.     The  volume  of 
hogs  graded  during  the  4  weeks  of  April  this  year  was  240,000  head  whereas 
a  year  ago  the  number  was  252,000  head.     Gradings  at  stockyards  and 
packing  plants  from  the  "beginning  of  the  year  up  to  April  25  amounted  to 
1,030, COO,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1934. 
Marketings  in  the  fall  of  1935  are  not  expected  to  show  any  appreciable 
increase  above  a  year  ago  unless  breedings  exceed  expectations,  according 
to  December  1,  1934  Hog  Survey  for  Canada*    Marketings  as  represented  by 
gradings  at  stockyards  and  packing  planl s  during  the  last  half  of  1934 
amounted  to  1,411,000  or  6  percent  below  the  same  period  of  1933.  The 
total  for  the  year  was  3,038,000,  a  decrease  of  4  percent  compared  with  1933, 
when  they  were  unusually  largo. 

The  Canadian  Government  Hog  Survey  of  December  1,  1934  gave  the 
number  of  hogs  on  hand  at  that  date  as  3,649,000,  an  increase  of  2  percent 
above  the  same  date  of  1933  but  14  percent  below  the  same  date  of  1931. 
The  number  was  distributed  fairly  evenly  between  the  2  principal  eastern 
provinces  and  the  3  prairie  provinces,  but  whereas  there  was  an  increase 
of  13  percent  in  the  2  principal  eastern  provinces,  Ontario  and  Quebec 
combined,  there  was  a  decrease  of  3  percent  in  the  3  prairie  provinces 
of  Manitoba,    Saskatchewan  and  Alberta.     The  number  of  pigs  saved  during 
the  months  June  to  November  1934,  was  2,710,000,  an  increase  of  6  percent 
above  the  same  period  of  1933.    Of  this  number  the  2  eastern  provinces 
had  1,516,000  or  1.  percent  above  1933  and  the  3  prairie  provinces 
1,043,000,  an  increase  of  3  percent. 

The  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  6-month  period  ending  May  1935 
is  forecast  at  463,000,  an  increase  of  2  percent  above  1933.     The  2 
eastern  provinces  show  an  increase  of  7  percent  to  252,000  whereas  there 
was  a  decrease  in  the  prairie  provinces  of  5  percent. 

The  number  of  hogs  for  market  and  for  farm  and  local  slaughter 
during  the  6  months  ending  May  31  was  forecast  by  this  survey  at 
2,049,000  which  was  5  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier.      The  2  eastern 
provinces  were  expected  to  show  an  increase  of  7  percent  and  the  3  prairie 
provinces  an  increase  of  2  percent. 

Despite  the  smaller  supplies  of  hogs  marketed,  exports  of  Canadian 
bacon,  principally  to  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  40,047,000  pounds 
in  the  first  3  months  of  1935,  an  increase  of  21  percent  above  the  same 
period  of  1934. 

There    v/as  a  material  increase  in  exports  of  lard  in    the  first 
quarter  of  1935  above  a  year  ago,  the  total  quantity  amounting  to 
1,150,000  pounds  whereas  last  year  for  the  same  period  only  26,000 
pounds  were  exported.

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There  were  no  important  developments  during  April  in  the  British 
cured  pork  quota  situation.    Unofficial  figures  on  weekly  receipts 
indicate  little  or  no  variation  from  the  reduced  imports  of  other  recent 
months.    The  vol"ume  of  imports  continues  well  "below  that  of  a  year' ago', 
and  generally  in  conformity  with  the  import  quota  allowances. 

The  firmer  tone  in  the  Liverpool  "bacon  market  during  April 
resulted  in  the  price  of  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  averaging  $18.60 
per  100  pounds  for  the  month,  according  to  information  cabled  from  the 
London  Office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  current  average 
is  about  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  earlier.     The  April  1935  average  for 
Canadian  green  sides  advanced  to..  $16.45,  the  highest  point  reached 
since  last  December  and  about  56;.  cents' higher  than  the  average  of  a 
year  earlier.    American  green  "bellies  also  shared  in  the  advance,  reaching 
$14.6?  compared  with  $14,38  in  March. 

Total  "bacon  imports  in  March  were  slightly  under  63,000,000  pounds, 
which  was  in  line  with  the  volume  imported  monthly  during  the  current 
season.     Total  imports  for  the  1934-35  season,  October  1  to  March  31, 
were  11  percent  smaller  than  those  of  the  corresponding  1933-34  period. 
They  also  indicated  a  decline  of  41  percent  from  comparable  figures  for 
1931-32,  the  peak  season  of  the  post-war  years.     .  March  receipts  from 
Denmark  maintained  the  usual  volume  of  recent  months,  as  did  chose  from 
Netherlands.     The  imports  from  other  continental  sources,  however,  showed 
a  tendency  to  decline.     Imports  from  the  United  States  continued 
insignificant,  while  those  from  Canada  were  smaller  than  in  either  of  the 
3  preceding  months.     The  Canadian  figure  also  was  nearly  500,000  pounds 
smaller  than  that  of  March  1934. 

Liverpool  quotations  on  American  short  cut  green  hams  strengthened 
during  April  to  reach  an  average  of  $19.24.     That  figure  was  somewhat 
higher  than  the  averages  for  either  of  the  2  preceding  months  but 
about  the  same  as  that  of  a  year  earlier.     Total  ham  imports  during 
March,  at  5,600,000  pounds,  were  somewhat  larger  than  in  the  2  preceding 
months.    As  compared  with  imports  for  March  1934,  however,  this 
year's  figure  indicated  a  drop  of  about  1,655,000  pounds.     Total  ham 
imports  for  the  current  season  to  March  31  stood  11  percent  below  those 
of  last  season's  corresponding  period.     So  far  this  season  imports  of 
ham  from  the  United  States  have  represented  59  percent  of  the  total 
imports.      Last  year  the  American  share  represented  62  percent. 

The  somewhat  easier  tone  in  the  Liverpool  lard  market  during 
April  carried  the  average  price  for  the  month  down  to  $12.55  per  100  pounds. 
Despite  the  decline,  however,  the  current  average  was  more  than  twice  that 
of  a  year  earlier  and  the  highest  for  any  April  since  1929.     Total  lard 
imports  for  March  were  slightly  under  20,000,000  pounds,  the  largest  for 
any  month  since  last  November.     The  larger  total  imports  in  March,  however, 
were  accompanied  by  a  decline  in  receipts  from  the  United  States,  which  were 
a  little  more  than  half  as  large  as  those  of  a  year  ago.     Total  lard 
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inrports  for  the  period  Octobcr-MarCh  IS 34*35  were  26  percent  smaller  than 
the  corresponding  1933-34  figuresi      So  far  this  season  imports  from  the 
United  States  have  accounted  for  77  percent  of  the  total,  against  91 
percent  last  season. 

British  fresh  pork  supplies  continue  somewhat  more  plentiful  this 
year  than  last.      April  supplies  of  fresh  British  and  Irish  pork  at 
London  central  markets  were  larger  for  that  month  than  in  either  1934  or 
1933.    Market  supplies  of  fat  pigs  at  leading  English,  Welsh,  and  Scottish 
markets  during  the  first  17  weeks  of  1935  were  4  percent  larger  than  in 
the  corresponding  1934  period.        Supplies  of  feeder  pigs  at  the  same 
markets  also  were  larger  than  a  year  ago.     Irish  marketings  continue  to 
maintain  a  substantial  lead  this  year  over  last  year's  figures.  The 
number  of  hogs  "bought  for  curing  in  the  Irish  Free  State  and  Northern 
Ireland  combined  during  the  first  16  weeks  of  1935  showed  an  increase  of 
14  percent  over  last  year's  corresponding  figures,  with  the  Irish  Free 
State  accounting  for  about  two- thirds  of  the  total.    Exports  of  live 
hogs  from  all  Ireland  to  British  ports  showed  an  advance  of  22  percent 
during  the  1935  period  indicated  over  comparable  figures  for  last  year.

The  steady  reduction  in  Danish  hog  numbers  which  has  now  been 
going  on  for  3  years  appears  to  be  continuing,  though  indications  of  a 
slower  rate  of  reduction  are  apparent,  according  to  the  Berlin,  German;/, 
office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  census  of  March  1, 
1935,  placed  total  numbers  at  2,967,000  head  against  3,184,000  head  a 
year  earlier.    On  the  basis  of  the  recent  estimate,  it  is  expected  that 
Danish  hog  slaughter  in  1935  will  be  from  12  to  15  percent  below  that 
of  1934,     Such  a  reduction  would  result  in  correspondingly  smaller 
exports  of  bacon  and  in  a  relatively  small  quantity  of  lard  becoming 
available  for  export.    Danish  bacon  exports  for  the  period  October  to 
March,  1934-35,  reached  a  total  of  only  219,455,000  pounds,  represent- 
ing a  decline  of  14  percent  below  the  corresponding  1933-34  figures  raid 
a  drop  of  more  than  50  percent  below  the  exports  for  1931-32.  Production 
now  appears  to  be  on  a  relatively  profitable  basis.     It  is  possible  that 
plans  for  an  up- turn  may  appear  in  the  Danish  hog  production  program  in 
the  latter  part  of  1935.     This  suggestion  is  based  upon  the  generally 
reduced  output  of  hogs  apparent  in  many  European  countries  wherein  pro- 
duction programs  are  not  as  well  coordinated  with  export  market  demand 
as  in  Denmark, 

Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  continues  to  find  it  difficult  to  dispose  of  all 
available  domestic  pork  supplies  and  reduced  hog  numbers  are  still  an 
aim  of  the  Government,    This  situation  prevails  despite  the  favorable 
prices  being  obtained  for  the  restricted  volume  of  bacon  allowed  entry 
into  British  markets  and  for  all  of  the  lard  available  for  export.  Hog 
slaughter  in  the  Netherlands  has  fallen  steadily  from  3,067,000  head 
in  1931  to  2, 526,000  head  in  1934.     Slaughter  for  export  in  the  first 
2  months  of  1935  totaled  105,000  head  compared  with  134,000  in  the  same 
months  of  last  year. 

Other  countries 

Slaughter  of  hogs  in  the  first  quarter  of  1935  was  well  maintained 
in  Sweden  and  Norway.     Favorable  economic  conditions  in  those  countries 
provide  a  good  market  for  the  bulk  of  the  domestic  production,  and 
Sweden  is  disposing  of  limited  quantities  of  bacon  in  the  British  market 
at  attractive  prices.     In  Poland,  a  considerably  loss  favorable  situation 
is  evident.    No  definite  information  is  available  on  the  trend  of  hog 
production,  but  prices  declined  to  unusually  low  levels  late  in  1934  and 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  production  is  being  curtailed  there 
as  well  as  in  neighboring  countries. 

Germany 

The  somewhat  easier  tendency  in  German  hog  prices  during  April 
Drought  the  Berlin  average  for  heavy  hogs  down  to  $15.27  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.     The  lower  April  average  reflects  some  seasonal 
factors.     It  was  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  last  July,  but  was  still 
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$3.00  higher  than  the  April  1934  average.     Market  receipts  continue 
heavier  than  a  year  ago,  with  the  total  for  the  current  season,  October  1 
to  March  31,  standing  6  percent  higher  than  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  1933-34  season.     Slaughter  returns  reflect  the  same  tendency,  with 
an  increase  this  season  to  March  31  of  5  percent  over  that  of  a  year  ago. 

.  The  relatively  heavy  slaughterings  of  the  last  6  months  indicate 
a  decline  in  German  hog  marketings  during  1935.     This  development  was 
suggested  also  by  the  German  hog  census  of  March  1935,  appearing  on  Page 
8  of  last  month's  "World  Hog  and  Pork  prospects".     The  Serlin  office 
places  the  probable  reduction  of  marketings  and  slaughter  for  1935  as 
much  as  8  percent  below  that  of  last  year,  with  pork  production  probably 
running  even  lower  as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  average  slaughter  weights. 
German  hog  and  feed  experts  appear  to  agree  that  the  short  feed  supplies 
of  1934  are  now  definitely  apparent  and  that  the  present  tendency  is 
toward  shorter  feeding  and  lighter  market  weights.     The  virtual  certainty 
of  the  decline  in  slaughter  weights  is  foreshadowed  by  preliminary 
figures  indicating  a  drop  in  the  percentage  of  hogs  being  marketed  in 
the  heavy-weight  classes  and  a  tendency  to  lower  average  weights  at 
Serlin,   the  major  market. 

Hog  marketings  during  the  first  quarter  of  1935,  which  were  very 
large,  appear  to  have  reduced  marketable  supplies  for  the  second  quar- 
ter of  the  year.     The  reduction  is  evident  principally  in  hogs  over  6 
months  of  age.     It  appears  that  the  third  quarter  of  1935  will  experience 
a  relatively  smaller  decline  in  slaughter  from  last  year's  figures  be- 
cause of  fairly  large  numbers  of  pigs  from  8  weeks  to  6  months  old.  For 
the.  last  quarter  of  the  year,  however,  a  sharp  drop  in  marketings  and 
slaughter  is  suggested  by  the  much  reduced  numbers  of  very  young  pigs 
now  on  hand.     The  most  reliable  indications  are  that  the  average  re- 
duction for  the  year  1935  will  be  aground  8  percent,  or  approximately 
1,550,000  hogs  on  the  basis  of  total  inspected  slaughter. 

German  authorities  have  pointed  out  that  last  year  about  5,400,000 
hogs  were  diverted  from  normal  consumption  channels  to  neutral  lard  pro- 
duction in  connection  with  the  margarin  program,  but  that  in  all  prob- 
ability none  will  be  so  used  this  year.     This  means,  it  is  held,  that 
supplies  of  pork  and  hog  fats  will  not  decline  in  proportion  to  the 
indicated  decrease  in  hog  slaughter.     The  assumption  appears  to  be  reason- 
able, since  the  neutral  lard  program  involved  an  abnorma.1  substitution 
of  domestic  hog  fat  for  imported  vegetable  fats.     On  the  other  hand,  the 
authorities  appoar  to  be    making  no  allowance  for  the  probability  of 
reduced  average  slaughter  weights  this  year. 

Last  year  the  average  slaughter  weight  was  94.50  kilograms 
(208.32  pounds)  per  hog,  a  record  high  figure.     This  exceptionally  heavy 
average  weight  was  clearly  the  result  of  the  Government's  intensive 
effort  to  stimulate  domestic  production  of  animal  fats,  particularly 
by  the  payment  of  a  high  premium  on  heavy-weight  hogs.     It  was  especially 
noteworthy  in  view  of  the  short  home  crop  of  feed  grains  and  the  reduced 
supplementary  imports  of  feeds,  and  appears  to  have  been  possible,  as 
far  as  the  latter  part  of  the  y.ar  was  concerned,  only  because  of  the 
unexpectedly  large  potato  crop,  the  poor  quality  of  which  increased  the 
utilization  of  potatoes  as  feed. 
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It  would  appear  from  the' foregoing  comments  that  the  current  short- 
age of  lard  in  Germany  will  not  be  alleviated  from  domestic  sources.  The 
situation  is  made  even  more  significant  by  the  reduced  output  of  United 
States  lard  since  the  middle  of  1934.     This  development,   together  with 
reduced  hog  supplies  in  Netherlands  and  Denmark,  has  seriously  curtailed 
the  amount  of  lard  available  for  international  trade.     It  appears,  also, 
that  available  supplies  of  lard  in  Germany  may  force  some  upward  readjustment 
in  the  present  fixed  scale  of  retail  prices,  at  least  until  larger  supplies 
are  forthcoming  from  the  United  States.     Most  of  the  lard  now  being  imported 
into  Germany  is  coming  from  Denmark,  where  hog  numbers  are  relatively  low. 
Limited  quantities  also  are  coming  from  the  Danube  Basin,  particularly 
Hungary.     There  are  some  indications  of  increased  hog  numbers  in  that  area 
but  the  Gorman  trade  is  not  counting  upon  lard  supplies  great  enough  to 
offset,   even  fractionally,  the  reduced  takings  from  more  usual  sources. 

Meanwhile,  German  imports  of  lard  continue  to  decline  and  reached 
new  low  levels  in  March.     For  the  current  season  to  March  31  total  la.rd 
imports  stood  57  percent  below  those  of  the  corresponding  1933-34  period. 
Throughout  the  current  season  supplies  from  the  United  States  have  represent- 
ed a  declining  percentage  of  the  total  imports*     In  March  American  lard 
represented  only  12  percent  of  the  total  imports  for  the  month,  with  Den- 
mark appearing  as  the  leading  source. 

There  appears  to  be  a  diminishing  amount  of  interest  in  Germany  in 
efforts  to  make  the  country  self-sufficient  in  fats  and  neutral  lard.  No 
neutral  lard  has  been  produced  in  Germany  since  December  1954.  Production, 
however,  might  be  resumed  If  it  appeared  necessary  ao  a  method  of  disposal 
of  large  crop  surpluses  or  burdensome  hog  numbers.     It  is  recognised,  how- 
ever, that  such  a  plan  cannot  be  male  to  function  along  the  lines  upon 
which  the  attempt  was  made  in  1934  in  view  of  the  high  costs  involved.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  hog  production  for  making  neutral  la.rd  mifcht  be 
more  successful  if  based  on  imported  feedstuffs.    At  present,  however,  the 
Government  is  not  willing  to  depart  from  the  policy  restricting  imports  as 
far  as  possible. 

C  z  e  cho  s  I  o  v  aki  a 

In  Czechoslovakia  hog  marketings  continue  at  relatively  high  levels, 
with  prices  tending  downward.  Hog  slaughter  in  1934  stood  at  the  record 
figure  of  4,386,000  head,  as  compared  with  the  previous  high  figure  of 
4,299,000  head  in  1931.  As  in  Germany,  however,  it  is  anticipated  market- 
ings in  Czechoslovakia  will  be  lighter  this  year  than  last.  Hog  numbers 
on  January  1,  1935,  were  11.5  percent  below  those  of  a  year  earlier  with 
a  much  larger  decrease  reported  in  the  number  of  brood  sows.  This  important 
prospective  reduction  in  pork  production  later  in  1935  is  expected  to  result 
in  a  definite  increa.se  in  lard  import  requirements. 

Imports  of  lard  into  Czechoslovakia  have  declined  steadily  since 
1929,  reaching  a  low  point  in  1933  when  only  6,850,000  pounds  were  imported. 
By  1934  total  imports  had  increased  to  19,830,000  pounds.     The  United  States) 
has  always  been  the  principal  supplier,  although  this  is  not  clearly  demon-  , 
strated  in  the  trade  figures.     An  important  share  of  the  total  lard  imports 
into  Czechoslovakia  is  recorded  coming  from  Hamburg,  Trieste,  and  Netherlands: 
These  imports  to  a  large  extent  are  composed  of  American  lard.     It  is 
estimated,  however,   that  in  1934  the  United  States  furnished  little  more 
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than  half  of  the  total  lard  imports  against  a  more  usual  proportion  of 
about  70  percent.     The  other  principal  suppliers  of  the  Czechoslovakia!!  lard 
market  are  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia. 

/  Danube  Basin 

Danube  Basin  lard  exports  declined  in  April  below  the  movement  of 
other  recent  months,  but  were  still  almost  five  times  larger  than  the  April  - 

1934  exports.    Reports  from  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Jforeign  Agricultural 
Service  indicate  that  total  lard  exports  from  the  Basin  in  the  first  4 
months  of  1935  rea.ched  ahout  114,000  quintals  (25,132,440  pounds)  against 
12,423  quintals  (2,738,775  pounds)  for  the  corresponding  1934  period.  The 

1935  figures  are  larger  than  in  any  corresponding  period  in  the  post-war 
years.     Germany  continues  as  the  leading  outlet  for  Danubian  lard,  of  which 
Hungary  is  the  chief  supplier.     Czechoslovakia,  is  the  next  most  important 
market.    Limited  quantities  of  Hungarian  lard  also  have  been  going  to 
British  markets.     This  movement  is  unusual  and  has  developed  in  connection 
with  the  unusually  high  prices  of  lard  prevailing  in  recent "months. 

The  1955  com  crop  will  be  an  important  factor  in  determining  the 
future  volume  of  lard  exports  from  K-jr.ga.ry  and  Yugoslavia.    At  present, 
the  hog-corn  ratio  in  Hungary  is  less  favorable  than  at  this  time  last 
yea.r,  and  indications  aro:    for  relatively  high  corn  prices  until  the  new 
harvest  is  ready.     During  January  and  February  of  this  y-^ar,  the  number  of 
hogs  pia„ced  on  feed  in  Hungary  was  about  20  percent  smaller  than  last  year's 
figures  and  showed  an  even  greater  decline  below  the  corresponding  1933 
records.     These  operations,  however,  were  exceptionally  large  in  1933  and 
1934.    Over  the  pa.st  10  years,  Hungarian  lard  exports  have  varied  in  volume 
from  less  than  3,000,000  pounds  to  over  22,000,000  pounds.    Except  in  very 
recent  months,  Czechoslovakia  has  been  the  leading  outlet.     The  export 
movement  from  Yugoslavia  has  advanced  steadily  from  about  15,000  pounds 
to  over  3,300,000  pounds  in  1934,  largely  to  Czechoslovakia  except  in  1934 
and  1935.     In  both  countries  it  seems  improbable  that  exports  of  lard  can 
continue    at  the  present  rate  unless  hog  numbers  are  increased  materially.

Figure  2.-  Hoc  prices  have  advanced  materially  since 
last  December,  largely  because  of  the  marked  decrease 
in  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs.  In  March  and  April,  1935, 
HOG  prices  averaged  higher  than  at  any  time  since  late 
1930,  and  they  were  more  than  twice  as  high  as  in  those 
months  of  1934.

Summary 

United  States  exports  of  hog  products  have  been  sharply  reduced  since 
the  middle  of  1934.    Exports  of  lard  in  April  of  about  7,369,000  pounds  were 
the  smallest  for  any  month  in  the  present  century  at  least.     In  view  of  the 
marked  decrease  in  domestic  hog  slaughter  now  in  progress,  exports  of  both 
pork  and  lard  are  likely  to  continue  at  a  low  level  during  the  remainder  of 
1935. 

Domestic  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  continued  very  small  in  May  and 
prices  advanced  in  the  latter  half  of  the  month.    Inspected  slaughter  in  May 
this  year  was  the  smallest  for  the  month  in  more  than  35  years.  Storage 
stocks  of  pork  and  lard  in  -the  United  States  have  been  reduced  considerably 
in  recent  months.    On  June  1  stocks  of  pork  were  the  smallest  for  that  date 
in  the  20  years  for  which  data  on  stocks  arc  available,  and  stocks  of  lard 
represented  the  smallest  June  1  holdings  in  the  last  12  years.    Average  weights 
of  hogs  marketed  have  increased  materially  since  last  December,  chiefly 
because  the  relationship  between  hog  prices  and  corn  prices  has  become  much 
more  favorable  for  hog  feeding  in  this  period.     In  May,  for  the  first  time  in 
the  current  hog  marketing  year,  the  average  weight  of  hogs  at  the  seven  leading 
markets  was  heavier  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  British  quota  for  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  during  the  period  July 
to  September  1935  has  recently  been  announced.     The  total  quantity  of  imports 
from  non-Empire  sources  permitted  during  this  period  represents  an  increase 
of  about  3.7  percent  compared  with  the  monthly  rate  now  in  effect,  but  it  is 
about  21  percent  smaller  than  actual  imports  from  the  non-Empire  countries 
in  the  July  to  September  period  in  1934.     Recent  reports  indicate  that  some 
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change  in  the  British  policy  for  imports  of  cured  pork  is  undor  consideration 
for  1936.    A  plan  for  permitting  an  increase  in  such  imports  and  also  providing 
for  a  small  levy  on  imports  has  been  proposed.    The  proceeds  from  the  levy 
would  be  used  to  assist  British  hog  producers. 

Uni_te_d_St_at_e_s 

Continued  small  slaughter  supplies  will  be  the  most  important  feature 
of  the  hog  situation  for  the  current  summer,  and  the  seasonal  advance  in 
hog  prices  in  the  next  3  months  may  be  greater  than  usual.    Although  the 
number  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  the  remainder  of  the  present  hog  marketing 
year  will  be  the  smallest  in  about  25  years,  average  weights  of  hogs  may 
be  .about  average  for  the  season,  since  the  ratio  of  hog  prices  to  corn 
prices  is  now  more  favorable  for  hog  feeding  than  it  has  been  for  about  2 
years.    Average  weights  have  increased  sharply  since  last  December.  Increased 
breeding  for  the  1935  fall  pig  crop  is  not  unlikely,  but  much  will  depend 
upon  the  outturn  of  the  1935  corn  crop. 

Hog  prices  advanced  in  the  last  half  of  May  after  having  been  very 
steady  from  mid-March  to  mid-May.     In  late  May  the  top  price  of  hogs  at 
Chicago  reached  $10.20,  the  highest  price  paid  at  that  market  since  October 
1930.     The  advance  in  prices  in  May  was  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that 
hog  marketings  did  not  increase  during  the  month,  whereas  in  nearly  all 
other  years  marketings  in  May  have  been  much  larger  than  in  April.  The 
average  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was  $9.31  compared  with 
$8,94  in  April  and  $3.51  in  May  last  year.     The  United  States  average 
farm  price  for  May  was  $7.92  compared  with  $3,17  in  the  corresponding  month 
of  1934  and  the  1910-1914  average  for  May  of  $7.23.     Chiefly  because  of 
the  much  greater  relative  decrease  in  hog  marketings  from  the  Corn  Belt 
States  than  in  marketings  from  other  regions  farm  prices  of  hogs  have  advanc- 
ed somewhat  more  daring  the  last  year  in  the  Com  Belt  than  in  other  areas* 

Inspected  hog  slaughter  in  May  totaling  2,172,000  head  was  about 
48.5  percent  smaller  than  in  May  last  year  and  was  the  smallest  for  the 
month  in  all  years  since  1896.     In  most  years  inspected  hog  slaughter  in 
May  is  materially  larger  than  in  April,  but  in  the  present  year  slaughter 
was  about  the  same  for  both  months.    For  the  first  8  months  of  the  present 
hog  marketing  year  (October-May ,  1934-35)  hog  slaughter  under  Federal 
inspection  amounted  to  24,016,000  head  which  was  24  percent  less  than  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  1933-34.     It  is  probable  that  the  percentage 
decrease  compared  with  a  year  earlier  in  the  remaining  months  of  the  year 
(June-September)  will  be  considerably  greater  than  in  the  first  8  months 
of  the  marketing  year. 

Because  of  the  unusually  small  hog  slaughter  during  the  last  winter, 
storage  stocks  of  pork  and  lard  did  not  increase  nearly  so  much  as  is 
usual  for  the  winter  season.     Stocks  of  both  pork  and  lard,  however,  were 
relatively  large  at  the  beginning  of  the  1934-35  marketing  year,'  Stocks 
of  pork  on  June  1  were  the  smallest  on  record  for  that  date,  but  they 
were  not  so  small  in  relation  to  the  average  of  earlier  years  as  hog 
slaughter  has  been  in  recent  months.     Storage  holdings  of  lard  on  June  1 
were  only  about  one  half  as  large  as  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  were  about 
28  percent  smaller  than  the  5-year  average. 
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Corn  prices  declined  during  May.     The  average  price  of  No.  3  Yellow 
corn  at  Chicago  for  the  month  was  87.6  cents  per  "bushel  compared  with  89 
cents  in  April  and  51  cents  in  May  last  year.      With  some  advance  in  hog 
prices  accompanying  the  decline  in  corn  prices  during  the  month  the  hog- 
corn  price  ratio  increased  during  May.    Based  on  farm  prices  the  hog-corn 
price  ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  on  May  15  was  10.3  compared  with 
10.1  a  month  earlier  and  7.4  a  year  earlier.    Largely  as  a  result  of  the 
advance  in  hog  prices  in  relation  to  com  prices  since  December,  returns 
from  hog  feeding  have  increased,  and  the  increase  in  weights  of  hogs  market- 
ed has  been  much  greater  than  usual  for  this  period  of  the  year.    The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  average  weight  of  hogs  a.t  the  seven  leading  markets  and 
the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  by  months  from  October 
1933  through  May  1935.     It  will  be  observed  in  this  table  that  in  November 
and  December  1934  the  ratio  of  hog  prices  to  corn  prices  was  very  low  and 
in  those  2  months  the  average  weight  of  hogs  was  only  slightly  above  200 
pounds.    From  December  1934  to  May  1935  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the 
North  Central  States  increased  from  5.9  to  10.3.    The  average  weight  of 
hogs  at  seven  markets  increased  from  202  pounds  to  235  pounds  in  the  same 
period.    Normally  the  increase  in  weights  from  December  to  May  is  less  than 
half  the  increase  which  occurred  this  year.    In  May  1935  the  average  weight 
of  hogs  of  235  pounds  was  6  pounds  heavier  than  in  May  last  year,  while 
in  December  1934  the  average  woiriat  was  22  pounis  li  hter  than  in  December 
1933.

Wholesale  prices  of  fresh  pork  advanced  considerably  during  May  and 
cured  pork  prices  also  strengthened  somewhat.    Lard  prices,  however,  were 
aoout  steady  during  the  month,  averaging  slightly  higher  than  in  April. 
The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at  New  York  in  May  averaged 
$21.26  per  100  pounds  compared  with  $20.62  in  April  and  $13.10  in  May  1934. 
The  composite  wholesale  price  for  May  this  year  was  the  highest  for  any 
month  since  late  1930, 
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United  States  exports  of  "both  pork  and  lard  have  "been  sharply 
curtailed  during  the  present  marketing  year,  as  is  indicated  in  Figure  2 
which  appears  on  the  last  page  of  this  publication.     The  decrease  as 
compared  with  a  year  earlier  has  been  much  greater  in  lard  exports  than  in 
pork  exports.    For  the  period  from  October  1334  to  April  1935  lard  exports 
were  64  percent  smaller  and  pork  exports  24  percent  smaller  than  in  the 
corresponding  months  of  1933-34.     The  decline  in  exports  in  recent  months 
from  last  year  has  been  due  chiefly  to  the  greatly  curtailed  domestic 
production.    However,  as  compared  with  the  5-year  average  1928-1933,  the 
decrease  in  pork  and  lard  exports  has  been  due  in  large  part  to  increased 
hog  production  abroad  and  various  governmental  restrictions  to  imports 
of  pork  and  lard.     Shipments  of  both  pork  and  lard  from  the  principal  ports 
in  May  continued  much  below  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  pork  in  April  were  about  14  percent  smaller  than  in 
March  and  27  percent  less  than  in  April  last  year.    Exports  of  hams  and 
shoulders,  most  of  which  are  consigned  to  the  United  Kingdom,  were  about 
the  some  in  April  as  in  March,  but  they  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in  April 
1934.  ^  Bacon  exports  in  April  amounting  to  only  about  500,000  pounds  were 
less  than  half  as  large  as  in  April  last  year.    Shipments  of  fresh  and 
frozen  pork  in  April  also  were  much  smaller  than  a  year  earlier. 

Lard  exports  in  April  amounted  to  only  7,369,000  pounds  compared 
with  39,643,000  pounds  in  April  1934.     The  April  exports  this  year  were 
about  3,000,000  pounds  smaller  than  those  of  the  preceding  month  and 
probably  represented  the  smallest  monthly  lard  export  movement  in  about 
40  years.    Of  the  total  quantity  of  lard  shipped  abroad  in  April  this 
year  about  4,506,000  pounds  were  consigned  to  Great  Britain  and  2,111,000 
pounds  were  shipped  to  Cuba.    The  movement  to  other  countries  was  very 
small. 

Canada 

The  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  advanced  again  in  May.  The 
average  price  for  the  5  weeks  ended  May  51  was  $9.32  American  currency 
per  100  pounds,  compared  with  $8.70  for  the  month  of  April  and  $8.58 
for  the  5  we.ks  of  May  a  year  earlier. 

Marketings  of  live  hogs  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  during 
the  5-week  period  ended  May  30  this  year  numbered  only  284,000  compared 
with  313,000  a  year  ago.     So  far,  since  the  beginning  of  the' year  to 
May  30,  only  1,315,000  hogs  have  been  marketed  or  graded  at  stockyards 
and  packing  plants,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year. 

It  was  stated  in  the  Canadian  December  Hog  Survey  that  marketings 
during  the  fall  of  1935  were  not  expected  to  show  any  appreciable  increase 
above  a  year  ago  when  1,411,000  were  marketed  during  the  last  6  months 
of  the  year.    However,  as  an  increase  of  5  percent  was  forecast  in  the 
number  of  hogs  for  market  and  for  farm  and  local  slaughter  up  to  May  31, 
and  the  number  graded  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  up  to  May  30  show- 
ed a  decrease  of  6  percent,  marketings  during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
may  exceed  tYiose  of  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 
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Select  bacon  hogs  constituted  22  percent  of  the  number  graded 
so  far  this  year,  whereas  a  year  ago  this  type  comprised  only  18  percent 
of  the  total,  bacon  hogs  comprised  42  percent  of  the  total  aginst  43  per- 
cent a  year  earlier  whereas  butcher  hogs  comprised  22  percent  against 
25  percent  a  year  ago.     The  exports  to  British  markets  are  taken  from  the 
select  and  bacon  hog  types,  the  select  tyoes  weighing  from  18O-220  pounds 
and  the  bacon  types  from  170-220  pounds. 

Exports  of  bacon  and  hams  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  smaller  in 
March  and  April  1935  than  they  were  a  year  ago.    In  each  of  the  months, 
March  and  April,  they  were  about  2,000,000  pounds  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier.     The  total  for  the  4  months  of  this  year,  however,  was  50,288,000 
pounds,  on  increase  of  12  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1934.    In  1934 
exports  of  bacon  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  first  4  months  of  the  year 
were  three  times  as  large  as  for  the  same  period  of  1933.    Almost  all  of 
the  bacon  exported  from  Canada  goes  to  the  United  Kingdom.    Exports  of 
pork^ amounted  to  1,498,000  pounds  and  were  7  percent  above  the  same  period 
of  1934,    Considerably  more  pork  has  been  exported  to  the  United  States 
this  year  than  last,  the  total  being  621,000  pounds  against  only  67,000 
a  year  ago.    On  the  other  hand,  only  143, 0C0  pounds  have  gone  to  the  United 
Kingdom  compared  with  625,000  pounds  for  the  same  period  of  1934. 

Exports  of  lard,  principally  to  the  United  Kingdom,  continue  large, 
the  total  so  far  this  season  amounting  to  3,171,000  pounds  compared  with 
practically  none  in  the  same  period  of  1934,

■British  authorities  are  considering  a  program  of  increased  cured 
poric  imports  which  would  pay  a  small  levy  for  the  benefit  of  British 
nog  producers,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache 
.Foley  at  London.     The  proposal  is  being  discussed  with  representatives 

•twi  lnTtef0st  co^tries.    Those  countries  having  trade  agreements 
with  the  United  Kingdom  prohibiting  such  levies  are  being  asked  to  waive 
any  such  clause  in  their  agreements.    There  is  no  indication  as  to  the 
date  on  which  the  new  agreement  might  possibley  go  into  effect. 

A  recent  statement  by  a  British  Government  Official  suggests  that, 
should  the  new  program  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  foreign  countries 
concerned,  the  assistance  to  be  given  to  the  home  producers  would  be  re- 
lated to  a  standard  volume  of  domestic  production.     It  is  stated  that 
the  probable  figure  for  such  production  would  be  placed  somewhat  higher 
than  the  final  production  for  1935.    It  is  suggested  further  that  the 
amount  of  assistance  to  domestic  producers  would  be  diminished  if  pro- 
duction tended  to  increase  beyond  the  volume  set.    While  nothing  definite 
can  be  reported  as  yet  concerning  the  form  which  the  British  bacon  con- 
trol policy  may  assume,  it  appears  that  an  increased  volume  of  imports 
has  been  found  necessary. 
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G-reat  Britain  has  announced  the  import  quota  on  non-Empire  cured 
pork  for  the  period  July  -  September  1935,  setting  the  total  at 
160,620,000  pounds.  That  figure  represents  an  increase  of  about  3.7  percent 
in  the  monthly  rate  of  imports  as  against  the  rate  prevailing  in  the  pre- 
ceding quota  period  of  May  and  June  1935.     The  new  total,  however, 
represents  a  decrease  of  about  21  percent  below  actual  imports  during  the 
months  July  -  September  1934.     The  United  States  quota  continues  to  be 
8.1  percent  of  the  total  foreign  imports.

The  British  Government  has  allocated  to  the  United  States  a  quota 
of  25,309  hundredweight  (2,834,608  pounds)  of  fresh  pork  for  curing  in 
Great  Britain  for  the  third  quarter  of  1935.      This  allotment  is  made  on 
the  same  basis  as  were  those  of  the  first  two  quarters  and  represents 
the  average  imports  for  the  third  quarter  for  the  years  1931  to  1934. 
Imports  from  other  foreign  countries  are  limited  on  the  some  basis. 

The  seasonally  upward  trend  in  London  bacon  prices  in  May  resulted 
in  an  average  for  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  of  $20.16  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  information  cabled  from  the  London  Office  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.      This  was  $1.25  higher  than    the  corresponding 
average  for  last  year  and  the  highest  figure  for  any  month  since  last 
September.     The  May  average  for  Canadian  green  sides  advanced  to  $17.91 
per  100  pounds,     $1.45  above  the  April  average  and  $1.52  over  the  May  1934 
price.     The  May  averages  for  both  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  and  Canadian 
green  sides  represented  the  highest  May  prices  since  1930.     The  price  of 
American  green  bellies,  however,  fell  to  $14.25,  the  lowest  average 
recorded  since  October  1933  and  32  cents  below  that  of  last  April. 
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Total  bacon  imports  in  April  were  about  66,650,000  pounds  an  increase 
of  almost  4,000,000  pounds  over  those  of  March,  "but  still  in  line  with  the 
reduced  monthly  imports  of  this  current  season  as  compared  with  those 
of  a  year  ago.      Total  imports  for  the  current  October  -  April  season  at 
461,000,000  pounds  were  11  percent  smaller  than  those  of  the  corresponding 
1933-34  period  and  40  percent  less  than  those  of  the  peak  year,  1931-32. 
The  receipts  from  Denmark  for  the  month  of  April  stood  at  36,900,000 
pounds,  a  very  slight  increase  over  the  March  figure.    For  the  season 
through  April  the  total  receipts  from  Denmark  represented  a  decline  of 
12  percent  from  corresponding  1933-34  figures  and  a  drop  of  54  percent 
from  those  of  the  peak  season  1931-32.        Imports  from  Denmark  this  season 
accounted  for  only  55  percent  of  the  total  imports  of  bacon  into  the 
United  Kingdom,  whereas  in  1931-32  they  were  over  70  percent  of  the  total. 
April  imports  from  the  Netherlands  continued  the  slight  increase  of  the 
past  several  months.    The  total  receipts  for  the  current  season,  however, 
wore  57  percent  smaller  than  those  in  1932-33,  the  season  of  largest  Dutch 
imports."    Imports  from  the  United  States  continued  negligible,  less  than 
2  percent  of  the  pre-war  average.     Though  April  imports  from  Canada  were 
about  850,000  pounds  less  than  comparable  1933-34  receipts,  the  rising 
tendency  of  the  Canadian  imports  has  beer,  maintained  during  the  1934-35 
season  with  a  14  percent  increase  over  the  1934  comparable  total  and  a 
44  percent  increase  over  the  1924-25  tc  1928-29  average.      The  Canadian 
imports  for  this  season  represent  14  percent  of  the  total  bacon  imports 
from  all  sources  as  against  11  percent  last  year  and  9  percent  during 
the  1924-25  to  1928-29  period.  "  The  Irish  Free  State  also  maintained 
during  April  the  decided  increase  of  her  share  in  the  United  Kingdom  bacon 
impo  rt  s  • 

Liverpool  quotations  on  American  short  cut  green  hams  continued  firm, 
making  an  average  of  $19.56    for  May,     32  cents  higher  than  the  average 
for  April  and  $1.48  above  the  comparable  1934  average.     Total  ham  imports 
for  April  at  7,000,000  pounds  exceeded  March  imports  by  approximately 
1,500,000  pounds.    Total  ham  imports  for  the  current  season  to  April  30 
stood  10  percent  below  those  of"  a  year  ago.     The  United  States  share  in 
the  imports  for  the  current  season  is  59  percent  of  the  total,  whereas 
last  year  it  represented  62  percent  of  the  total  and  in  1929-30,  84  percent. 

Liverpool  quotations  on  refined  lard  showed  an  average  of  $13,01 
per  100  pounds  for  the  month  of  May,  the  highest  for  any  comparablo  period 
since  1929,  and  46  cents  above  the  April  average.     That  quotation  was  well 
over  twice  the  May  1934  average.     Total  imports  for  April,  at  about 
14,500,000  pounds,  were  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  April  1932  and  37 
percent  below  those  of  April  1934.     Total  lard  imports  for  the  current 
season  to  April  30  were  27  percent  below  the  corresponding  1933-34  figures. 
The  decline  in  total  receipts  for  April  was  accompanied  by  an  even  sharper 
drop  in  receipts  from  the  United  States,  which  amounted  to  only  a  little 
over  6,000,000  pounds,  an  unusually  low  monthly  figure.     For  the  current 
season  to  date,  imports  from  the  United  States  declined  41  percent  below 
corresponding  1933-34  figures.     So  far  this  season  imports  from  the  United 
States  represent  74  percent  of  the  total  imports  as  against  91  percent 
last  year. 
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Increased  British  domestic  pork  supplies  continued  during  May  to  be 
reflected  in  larger  receipts  of  fresh  pork  at  London  Central  Markets  than 
there  were  last  year.    For  the  period  October  to  May  1934-35,  such  receipts 
were  13  percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  season. 
Market  receipts  of  fat  pigs  in  England  and  hales  registered  a  material 
increase  during  May  over  the  figures  of  a  year  earlier.    Marketings  of 
feeder  pigs  also  ran  considerably  over  1934  figures.     Somewhat  less  marked 
increases  over  last  year  were  noted  for  marketings  in  Scotland  and  Ir^na. 
Exports  of  live  hogs  from  Ireland  continued  somewhat  larger  than  the  1934 
exports . 

C_ountri_es  Important  jLn_BrijtishJ,lark_et_  Supplie_s__ 

The  latest  Danish  hog  estimate ,  that  of  April  13,  places  the  number 
at  3,033,000  or  abouFtho  same  as  at  the  same  date  a  year  ago  but  31  percent 
below  the  same  date  of  1933. 

Indications  are  for  an  increase  in  numbers,  however.    This  year 
241,000  sows  were  reported  to  be  in  farrow  1/  on  April  13,  an  increase  of 
3,000  or  ]  percent  compared  with  the  same  date  last  year.    The  increase 
was  entirely  in  young  sows  in  farrow,  which  numbered  87,000  compared  with 
68,000  last  year.    There  was  a  decrease  from  170,000  to  154,000  in  otner 
sows  in  farrow.    Whereas  slaughter  hogs  of  132  pounds  and  over  decreased 
176,000  to  463,000  and  those  of  77  to  132  pounds  decreased  65,000  head, 
there  was  an  increase  in  hogs  under  77  pounds  of  21,000  head  to  740,000, 
end  an  increase  in  suckling  pigs  of  154,000  head. 

The  continued  limited  exports  of  bacon  from  Denmark  resulted  in^ 
an  April  figure  24  percent  smaller  than  in  April  1934.    Go  far  this  season 
the  Danish  monthly  export  figures  have  remained  fairly  constant  between 
34,000,000  pounds  and  39,000,000  pounds.    This  range  of  exports  is  only 
about  half  as  large  as  the  monthly  exports  of  the  1931-32  season  and  is 
considerably  under  the  usual  post-war  volume  of  exports.    The  current 
season's  cumulative  total  to  April  30  represented  a  decline  of  15  percent 
below  the  corresponding  1933-34  total. 

German__ 

The  upturn  of  German  hog  prices  during  lay  resulted  in  an  average 
for  the  month  of  §15,69  per  100  pounds  for  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin.  That 
figure  was  $3.95  higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  highest  May  average 
of  recent  years.    Market  receipts  during  April  continued  the  heavier 
movement  of  the  current  season  over  that  of  a  year  ago.  Slaughterings 
also  advanced  in  April.    For  the  1934-35  season  to  April  30  receipts  at 
14  cities  and  slaughter  at  36  centers  showed  gains  over  tne  preceding 
season  of  4  percent.    There  is  continued  evidence  of  a  relatively  unfavor- 
able hog-feed  price  relationship  despite  the  recent  advances  in  hog  prices. 

Lard  imports  into  Germany  continued  during  April  at  the  unusually 
low  levels  of  recent  months.    The  April  figure  of  2,544,000  pounds  was  . 
about  the  same  as  the  quantity  imported  in  March,  with  both  months  showing 
a  decrease  of  about  50  percent  from  the  February  figures.    Most  oi  the 

reduction  appears  in  reduced  receipts  from  Hung^ryJL_ _There_have_ been  

1/  .The  tlr^sois ~in~fKrrow~  is  used  in  Denmark  and  certain  other  European 
countries  to  designate  sows  that  have  been  bred. 
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somewhat  larger  imports  from  various  less  important  sources.    The  share 
of  the  United  States  continues  in  a  relatively  low  position.    Total  lard 
imports  for  the  current  season  to  April  30  were  57  percent  smaller  than 
in  the  corresponding  1933-34  period. 

The  increased  German-  interest  during  1934  in  whale  oil  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  animal  fats  and  vegetable  oils  has  been  continued  into  1955. 
Total  imports  of  whale  oil  for  the  first  4  months  of  1935  reached  232,982,000 
pounds  against  only  49,163,000  pounds  in  the  corresponding  1934  period.  Total 
imports  for  the  whole  year  1934  reached  331,647,000  pounds,  according  to 
figures  submitted  by  the  American  Consulate  at  Frankfort,  Germany.  Norway 
is  the  principal  country  of  origin  for  German  imports  of  whale  oil.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  1935  imports  to  date  have  come  from  that  country. 

The  heavy  imports  of  whale  oil  are  being  used  largely  in  the  manu- 
facture of  margarin.     Its  utilisation  at  present  also  has  the  added  advan- 
tage of  making  possible  some  profitable  trading  activity  with  Norway  without 
impairing  the  limited  supplies  of  foreign  exchange  in  Germany.    The  situa- 
tion has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  further  the  diminishing  German  interest 
in  imports  of  the  more  usual  vegetable  oil  ingredients  for  margarin,  most 
of  which  are  produced  in  regions  with  which  it  is  difficult  to  arrange 
trading  agreements.    The  development  of  German  interest,  in  whale  oil  is  an 
unfavorable  factor  in  the  market  situation  for  lard  from  all  sources, 
including  the  United  States, 

Danube  Basin 


The  ivlay  exports  of  lard  from  the  Danube  3asin  continued  the 
downward  tendency  noted  in  April,  according  to  a  report  from  the  Belgrade 
office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Host  of  the  decline  is  attributed 
to  smaller  shipments  of  Hungarian  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom.  Reductions 
also  were  made  in  shipments  to  Germany  in  compensation  for  excess  shipments 
arranged  during  the  first  quarter  of  1935.    Exports  of  Hungarian  lard  to 
Czechoslovakia  have  shown  some  tendency  to  increase.    Total  exports  of 
Danube  Basin  lard  for  the  first  5  months  of  1935  are  reported  at  about 
28,000,000  pounds  against  3,153,000  pounds  for  the  corresponding  1934  period. 

There  was  some  increase  in  exports  of  live  hogs  from  the  Danube 
Basin  during  May  as  a  result  of  somewhat  improved  markets  in  Austria 
and  Czechoslovakia.    Hungary  is  the  leading  exporter  of  live  hogs  from 
tne  Easin,  followed  by  Yugoslavia  and  Rumania/  Total  exports  of  live 
hogs  from  the  Basin  from  January  through  lvlay  1935  reached  161,000  head 
against  122,000  head  a  year  earlier.     In.  Hungary  there  was  an  increased 
interest  manifested  in  the  feeding  of  lard- type  hogs  during  March.  The 
number  of  hogs  placed  on  feed  during  that  nonth  showed  en  increase  of 
about  33  percent  over  figures  for  March  1934  and  indications  pointed 
to  additional  increases  in  the  late  spring  months  of  1935.

WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS 


Summary 


Hi 


bg  numbers  in  Germany  at  the  beginning  of  June  1935  were  smaller 


than  a  year  earlier,  the  decrease  amounting  to  10  percent.    All  classes  of 
hogs  except  brood  sows  showed  decreases  in  June  and  on  the  basis  of  present 
indications  hog  slaughter  in  Germany  will  be  reduced  somewhat  in  the 
remainder  of  1935  and  in  early  1936.    Prices  of  hogs  in  Germany  in  June 
were  materially  higher  than  a  year  ago  but  feed  prices  were  higher  than 
for  several  years. 

In  Denmark  the  number  of  hogs  on  hand  about  June  1  was  slightly 
larger  than  a  year  earlier  but  it  was  much  smaller  than  in  mid-summer  of 
the  years  from  1931  to  1933.    Most  of  the  increase  in  Danish  hog  numbers 
was  in  breeding  sows  and  young  pigs,  the  number  of  bred  sows  being  about 
3  percent  greater  this  year  than  last.     The  downward  trend  in  Danish 
hog  production  in  evidenco  since  early  1933  apparently  has  been  checked 
but  hog  slaughter  in  Denmark  is  likely  to  continue  small  during  the  next 
6  months. 

According  to  the  United  States  Pig  Crop  Report  for  June  1,  1935  the 
number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1935  was  estimated  to  be  about 
20  percent  smaller  than  the  number  saved  in  the  spring  of  1934.     The  spring 
pig  crop  this  year  was  40  percent  below  the  average  spring  crop  for  the 
years  1933  and  1933.     The  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1935  was 
estimated  to  be  about  19  percent  greater  than  the  number  farrowing  in  the 
fall  of  1934.    Based  on  the  above    estimates  it  appears  that  inspected  hog 
slaughter  in  the  United  States  in  the  1935-36  hog  marketing  year  (beginning

October  1935)  will  be  even  smaller  than  the  slaughter  in  the  present 
marketing  year  which  promises  to  bo  the  smallest  in  about  25  years. 

Domestic  hog  prices  declined  during  June  but    most  of  the  decline 
was  erased  by  the  advance  in  prices  in  early  July.      With  continued  small 
slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  prospect  until  the  spring  of  1936  further 
advances  in  hog  prices  are  probable.    Exports  of  United- States  hog  products 
have  been  greatly  reduced  in  recent  months  because  of  the  decreased  domestic 
hog  production,  and  they  are  likely  to  continue  near  the  present  low  level 
during  the  balance  of  1935  at  least. 

Lard  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  in  the  first  half  of  1935. 
totaled  about  32,000,000  pounds  or  more  than  five  times  as  great  as  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  1934.      Hungary  is  the  chief  lard  exporting  country 
in  this  region.    Most  of  the  increased  exports  of  Danubian  lard  were 
consigned  to  Germany  but  small  quantities  were  also  shipped  to  Great 
Britain  and  Czechoslovakia.

Continued  small  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  until  the  summer  of  1936 
are  indicated  by  the  June  1,  1935  Pig  Crop  Report,  recently  released  by 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    With  an  estimated  decrease  of  20 
percent  in  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  it  is  likely  that  the  number  of  hogs 
slaughtered  under  Federal  inspection  in  the  1935-36  winter  season  (October 
to  April)  will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  in  the  winter  of  1934-35  when 
inspected  slaughter  v/as  the  smallest  since  1913-14.     Greatly  reduced  supplies 
of  hogs  arc  also  in  prospect  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  summer  in 
view  of  the  sharp  decrease  in  the  estimated  number  of  hogs  on  farms  over 
6  months  of  age  on  June  1  this  year.  A  material  increase  in  the  number  of 
sows  to  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1935  was  indicated  in  the  June  Pig  Crop 
Report,  but  pigs  from  the  1935  fall  pig  crop  will  not  be  ready  for  market 
until  the  spring  and  summer  of  next  year. 


Hog  prices  declined  durin-  June  after  a  fairly  marked  advance  had 
occurred  in  the  last  half  of  May.     Seasonal  weakness  in  the  demand  for 
hog  products  resulting  chiefly  from  higher  temperatures  in  many  sections 
of  the  country  was  primarily  responsible  for  the  decline  in  prices,  since 
slaughter  su  plies  of  hogs  were  reduced  somewhat  from  the  low  level  reached 
in  May.    Prices  recovered  somewhat  in  early  July  and  in  the  second  week  of 
the  month  were  as  high,  as  in  late  May.      The  average  price  of  hogs  at 
Chicago  for  the  month  of  June  was  $9.27  per  100  pounds  compared  with 
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$9.31  in  May  and  $4.09  in  June  last  year.      The  decline  in  prices  during  the 
month  was  greatest  in  the  case  of  heavy-  weight  hogs  and  packing  sows  as  is 
usual  for  this  season  of  the  year.  The  United  States  average  farm  price  of 
hogs  on  June  15  was  $3.35  compared  with  $7.92  a  month  earlier  and  $3.52  a 
year  earlier  and  the  1910-1914  June  average  of  $7.16. 

Wholesale  prices  of  fresh  pork  declined  in  early  June  "but  were  fairly 
steady  during  the  remainder  of  the  month.    Prices  of  most  cuts  of  cured 
pork  changed  little  during  June  "but  lard  prices  advanced  early  in  the  month. 
The  average  wholesale  price  of  refined  lard  at  Chicago  in  June  of  slightly 
over  $15.00  per  100  pounds  was  the  highest  monthly  average  price  for  lard 
at  that  market  since  September  1928.     The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog 
products  at  New  York  was  $21.96  per  100  pounds  in  June  compared  with  $21.26 
m  May  and  $14.15  in  June  1934. 

Hog  slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  in  June  totaling  1,828,000 
head,  ^  was  somewhat  smaller  than  in  May*  and  was  about  51.4  percent  smaller 
than  in  June  last  year.     The  inspected  slaughter  figure  for  June  was  the 
smallest  for  the  month  since  1395  and  June  was  the  first  month  since 
September  1920  in  which  inspected  slaughter  was  less  than  2,000,000  head. 
Average  weights  of  hogs  marketed  continued  to  increase  during  June  as  is 
usual  for  this  season  of  the  year.     The  increase  in  weights  reflects  the 
increase  in  proportion  of  packing  cows  in  the  supply  and  the  increase  in 
the  length  of  the  feeding  period  for  fall  pigs.    Reports  indicate  that 
the  quality  of  hogs  marketed  in  recent  weeks  has  "been  much  "below  average 
and  that  dressing  yields  also  have  teen  relatively  low.    This  situation 
probably  has  resulted  from  the  greater  use  of  pastures  for  fattening  hogs 
this  year  along  with  the  use  of  minimum  amounts  of  corn  and  other  feed 
grains  in  the  fattening  ration.    With  the  harvesting  of  small  grains,  now 
well  under  way,  increased  grain  feeding  is  likely  during  the  remainder  of 
the  summer  and  the  quality  of  market  hogs  may  improve  somewhat. 

Corn  prices  tended  to  decline  during  June.     The  average  price  of 
Ho.  3  Yellow  corn  for  the  month  was  85.1  cents  per  bushel  compared  with 
87.6  in  May  and  53.4  in  June  1934.    Rains  throughout  the  Corn  Belt  in  May 
and  June  greatly  delayed  corn  planting  and  corn  crop  prospects  generally, 
are  below  average  for  this  time  of  the  year.    Based  on  farm  prices  as  of 
the  15th  of  the  month,  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  Corn  Belt  States 
was  11.2-  in  June  compared  with  10.3  in  May  and  7.1  in  June  last  year. 
On  June  15  the  United  States  average  farm  price  of  whoat  was  about  6  cents 
per  bushel  lower  than  the  farm  price  of  corn,  while  on  June  15  of  last  . 
year  the  farm  price  of  wheat  was  about  23  cents  per  bushel  higher  than 
the  price  of  corn.     In  the  Corn  Belt  States  farm  prices  of  wheat  were  about 
the  same  as  farm  prices  of  corn.     Since  wheat  and  corn  are  of  about  equal; 
value  as  feeds  for  hogs  a  considerable  quantity  of  wheat  probably  will 
De^fcd  to  hogs  if  wheat  prices  continue  relatively  low  in  relation  to  corn 
prices.    Feeding  of  wheat  to  hogs  is  likely  to  be  relatively  extensive 
during  the  next  3  or  4  months  when  wheat  from  the  1935  harvest  will  be 
available  and  when  farm  supplies  of  corn  will  be  extremely  small. 

According  to  the  June  1  1935  Pig  Crop  Report  the  number  of  pigs 
saved  in  the  spring  season  of  1935  was  estimated  to  be  30,402,000  head, 
.a  decrease  of  19.6  percent  from  the  number  saved  in  the  spring  of  1934 
and  of  40  percent  from  the  average  spring  crop  of  1932  and  1933.     In  the 
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North  Central  States  (Corn  Belt)  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  was  22.3  percent 
smaller  than  that  of  1934  and  42  percent  less  than  the  1932-33  average. 
The  decrease  in  the  number  of  sows  that  farrowed  in  the  spring  of  1935 
compared  with  the  year  earlier  was  22.4  percent  for  the  United  States  and 
25.5  percent  for  the  Corn  Bell?.     The  number  of  pigs  saved  per  littler  in 
the  spring  of  1935  was  somewhat  larger  than  for  1934  for  both  the  entire 
country  and  the  Corn  Belt.    A  summary  table  showing  estimates  of  the  1935 
spring    pig  crop  and  indicated  farrowings  for  the  fall  of  1935  for  the 
United  States  and  the  several  geographic  regions  with  comparisons  for 
earlier  years,  appears  on  page  6. 

As  will  be  observed  on  the  table  on  page    6    there  was  considerable 
variation  in  the  changes  in  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  from  that  of  last  year 
among  the  different  regions  of  the  country.     These  changes  range  from  an 
increase  of  2  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  to  a  decrease  of  27 
percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States.     The  percentage  of  sows  farrowing 
in  May  this  year  was  much  larger  than  usual  and  the  percentage  farrowing 
in  February  and  March  was  smaller.     This  indicates  that  on  the  whole  the 
spring  pig  crop  was  farrowed  later  than  usual.     The  shift  to  May  farrowings 
was  especially  large  in  the    West  North  Central  States. 

The  number  of  sows  to  farrow  in  the  fall  of  1935  was  estimated  to 
be  about    19.5  percent  greater  than  the  number  farrowing  last  fall  based 
upon  an  interpretation  of  breeding  intentions  reported  about  June  1.  The 
estimated  increase  in  fall  farrowings  reflects  the  fairly  favorable  feed 
situation  in  prospect  this  year  in  contrast  to  the  widespread  and  severe 
drought  conditions  prevailing  in  1934.     If  the  number  of  sows  farrowing 
in  the  fall  of  1935  should  be  about  as  now  estimated  and  if  the  number 
of  pigs  saved  per  litter  this  fall  should  be  about  average,  the  combined 
spring  and  fall  pig  crop  for  1935  would  be  somewhat  smaller  than  the 
unusually  small  crop  farrowed  in  1934.     Should  the  total  1935  pig  crop  be 
as  small  as  above  indicated,  inspected  hog  slaughter  in  the  1935-36  hog 
marketing  year  would  be  smaller  in  terms  of  head  than  the  slaughter  in 
the  current  marketing  year  which  probably  will  be  the  smallest  in  about 
25  years.     In  view  of  the  more  favorable  feed  crop  prospects  this  year  than 
last  year,  the  average  weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  1935-36  will  probably 
be  materially  heavier  than  in  the  present  year. 

The  further  decrease  now  indicated  in  the  total  number  of  pigs 
produced  in  1935  was  brought  about  chiefly  by  the  severe  drought  of  1934. 
Largely  as  a  result  of  the  very  short  corn  crop  in  1934,  corn  prices  have 
been  relatively  high  and  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  was  very  unfavorable 
for  hog  production  throughout  1934  and  in  the  early  months  of  this  year. 
In  all  of  the  principal  hog  producing  states  the  number  of  pigs  produced 
in  1935  will  be  far  below  the  maximum  number  allowed  under  the  1935 
Corn- Hog  Adjustment  Program. 

The  number  of  hogs  on  farms  over  6  months  of  age  on  June  1,  1935, 
as  estimated  in  the  June  Pig  Crop  Report,  was  about  30  percent  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier  for  the  United  States,  but  for  the  Corn  Belt  States 
the  decrease  was  about  37  percent.     The  number  of  hogs  over  6  months  old 
on  farms  at  the  beginning  of  June  largely  represents  the  supply  available 
for  market  in  the  ensuing  3  or  4  months  and  the  sows  bred  for  fall  farrow. 
In  view  of  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  hogs  over  6  months  old  and 
the  probable  increase  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow  this  fall,  it  is 
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expected  that  marketings  cf  hogs  in  the  period  of  July  to  September  will  he 
much  smaller  than  marketings  in  the  same  months  last  year.     It  is  probable 
that  the  percentage  decrease  in  inspected  hog  slaughter  during  the  next 
3  months  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier  will  be  nearly  as  large  as  the 
decrease  in  May  and  June. 

Exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  increased  from  April  to  May  but  the 
volume  of  lard  exported  continued  unusually  small.     In  both  April  and  Hay, 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  -the  quantity  of  pork  exported  exceeded 
that  of  lard.    As  compared  with  the  corresponding  month  last  year,  the 
decrease  of  lard  exports  in  May  amounted  to  about  85  percent  while  the 
reduction  in  pork  exports  was  only  about  21  percent.     During  the  period 
from  October  to  May  1934-35  lard  exports  were  reduced  about  63  percent 
from  the  corresponding  period  in  1933-34  and  pork  exports  were  decreased 
about  24  percent.     Shipments  cf  lard  from  the  principal  ports  in  June 
continued  much  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  shipments  of  pork  also 
were  less  than  in  June  last  year. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  May  totaling  6,782,000  pounds  were 
larger  than  in  April  or  in  May  1934.    Most  of  the  increase  in  the  shipment 
of  these  cuts  was  consigned  to  the  United  Kingdom.    Bacon  exports  in  May 
amounted  to  only  618,000  pounds  or  equal  to  only  about  one- third  cf  the 
bacon  shipments  in  May  1934.    Exports  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork  in  May  also 
were  materially  less  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier. 

Lard  exoorts  in  May  totaled  9,831,000  pounds  compared  with 
66,623,000  pounds  in  May  last  year.    Of  the  total  quantity  of  lard  shipped 
aborad  in  May  this  year  about  7,065,000  pounds  were  consigned  to  Great 
Britain  and  about  2,047,000  pounds  to  Cuba.    Lard  exports  from  this  country 
to  Germany  have  been  almost  negligible  since  August  1934,

Canada 

The  price  of  Canadian  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  in  United  States  currency, 
averaged  $9.92  per  100  pounds  in  June,  the  highest  price  reached  since  January 
1931  when  the  average  was  $10.19.     The  average  oricc  was  $9.29  for  the  month  of 
June  a  year  ago,     $5.10  in  June  1333  and  only  $4.02  in  June  1932.     The  top  price 
of  select  "bacon  hogs  weighed  off  cars  at  Toronto  for  the  week  ended  June  27  was 
$10.74  or  about  $1.00  more  than  for  the  same  week  last  year. 

G-radings  of  live  hogs  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  for  the  4  weeks 
ended  June  27  amounted  to  198,000  and  were  22  percent  fewer  than  for  the  same 
month  a  year  earlier.      The  decrease  for  the  26  weeks  of  the  year  so  far  is 
114,000  or  7  percent.    Of  the  1,512,000  head  of  all  classes  graded  throughout 
Canada  so  far,  32  percent  were  graded  in  Alberta,  28  percent  in  Ontario  and 
20  percent  in  Manitoba.     Last  year  during  the  corresponding  period  Ontario 
led  in  gradings  with  33  percent  of  the  total,  Alberta  came  second  with  29 
percent,  and  Manitoba  third,  with  18  percent. 
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A  larger  proportion  of  Ontario  hogs  are  classed  as  selects  and  "bacon 
nogs,  than  in  any  other  province.     The  percentage  of  selects  and  bacon  hogs 
to  total  gradings  in  the  province  so  far  this  year  was  33  percent  and  51 
percent  respectively.     In  each  of  the  other  provinces  the  proportion  graded 
as  selects  did  not  exceed  19  percent,  whereas  the  percentage  classed  as 
"bacon  hogs  did  not  exceed  39  percent.      The  proportion  graded  as  select 
bacon  hogs  throughout,  the  entire  country  so  far  this  year  was  22  percent 
against  18  percent  a  year  ago  and  the  proportion  graded  as  "bacon  hogs  was 
32  percent  against  4-3  percent  a  year  ago. 

Bacon  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  each  of  the  past  3  months  have 
"been  smaller  than  for  the  same  months  of  1334.     In  May  exports  of  "bacon 
amounted  to  12,413,009  pounds  and  were  11. percent  smaller  than  for  the  same 
month  a  year  ago.     Exports  to  the  United.  Kingdom  for  the  5  months  ended 
May  30,  however,  were  larger  than  for  the  seme  period  last  year  owin;  to 
heavy  shipments  in  January  and  February.      The  total  quantities  shipped  to 
the  United  Kingdom  for  the  5-month  period  amounted  to  62,701,000  pounds,  an 
increase  of  7  percent  above  the  same  5-month  period  of  1934.  Almost  the 
entire  exportation  of  bacon  which  amounted  to  62,945,000  pounds  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  only  153,000  pounds  coming  to  the  United  States  compared  with 
180,000  pounds  a  year  ago.    On  the  contrary,  there  was  a  large  decrease  in 
exports  of  fresh  pork  to  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  first  5  months  of 
the  year,  from  752,000  pounds  in  1934  to  only  153,000  pounds  in  1935. 
Exports  to  the  United  States  during  the  same  5-month  period  increased  from  ■ 
91,000  pounds  in  1934  to  936,000  pounds  in  1935.    Pork  exports  during  the 
first  5  months  of  the  year  1935  totaled  2,098,000  pounds  compared  with 
1,742,000  pounds  during  the  corresponding  months  of  1934. 

Lard  exports  from  Canada  have  made  a  phenomenal  increase  this  year, 
reaching  4,712,000  pounds  for  the  first  5  months  compared  with  only  48,000 
pounds  in  the  same  5  months  of  last  year.  The  United  Kingdom  took  practi- 
cally the  whole  quantity. 

Unit e d_K  ingdqm _and _Ir i sh _J r o  e  State 

The  past  month  has  produced  additional  evidence  of  British  official 
interest  in  liberalizing  the  cured  pork  import  quota  restrictions,  according 
to  information  available  in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Interested 
foreign  countries  have  been  called  into  conference  on  possible  changes 
which,  it  now  appears,  would  be  made  effective  January  1,  1936.     Any  increase 
in  the  non-Empire  import  allotments  are  being  considered  in  connection  with 
a  proposed  import  duty  to  raise  funds  for  direct  assistance  to  British 
producers.     Import  duties,  however,  could  not  be  generally  assessed  unless 
the  free-entry  agreements  now  in  effect  with  several  important  supplying 
countries  can  be  abrogated.     Sec  page  15    for  a  detailed  statement  on  the 
status  of  the  present  British  hog  and  pork  marketing  plan. 

The  somewhat  stronger  tone  of  the  Liverpool  cured  pork  market  placed 
the  June  average  price  of  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  at  $21.15  per  100  pounds. 
That  figure  was  $1.21  higher  than  in  June  1334  and  the  highest  for  any  June 
since  1130.    Canadian  green  sides  also  averaged  higher  in  June  to  reach 
$18.75  per  100  pounds,  an  unusually  high  June  average  for  recent  years. 
Sterling  quotations  on  the  Danish  product  averaged  around  95  shillings  per 
112  pounds  during  June,  with  about  85  shillings  as  the  average  for  Canad- 
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ian.    The  price  on  Danish  was  about  6  shillings  higher  than  the  level  at 
which,  according  to  British  official  estimates,  bacon  prices  begin  to  meet 
effective  consumer  resistance.    The  June  average  for  American  green  bellies 
was  lower  at  $13.89  per  100  pounds,  or  about  63  shillings  per  cwt. 

Arrivals  of  bacon  in  the  British  market  during  June  continued  under  last 
year's  level  of  receipts,  according  to  unofficial  sources.    Receipts  from 
Denmark  were  about  14  percent  below  the  June  1934  figures.     Receipts  from 
other  continental  sources'  wore  somewhat  loss  reduced  from  last  year's  fig- 
ures than  were  the  Danish,  but  in  Canadian  bacon  a  considerable  decline  below 
last  year's  supplies  is  in  evidence. 

The  unofficial  June-  figures  represent  a  continuation  of  the  tendencies 
evident  in  the  .official  import  returns.    For  the  current  season,  October  to 
May  31,  total  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  were  11.8  percent  below 
the  comparable  1933-34  figures.     Imports  from  Denmark  "this  season  were  down 
12.1  percent  from  last  season's  figures,  with  receipts  from  the  Netherlands 
Clown  20.4  percent.    Imports  from  other  continental  sources  show  comparable 
declines.     Import's  for  the  season  from  Canada  continue  to  show  a  total  some- 
what larger  than  in  1933-34,.  but  since  March,  such  imports  have  run  behind  the 
1934  figures  for  comparable  months.    Imports  from  the  United  States  continue 
in  insignificant  volume.    Receipts  from  the  Irish  Free  State,  however,  have 
run  larger  than  for  any  season  since  1928-29. 

For  ham,  June  prices  at  Liverpool  averaged  higher  than  in  May  to 
reach  ^19.83  per  100  pounds.'   The  current  average  was  the  highest  for  June 
since  1930.     The  import  restrictions  have  held  the  1934-35  ham  imports  to 
a  level  8.6  percent  under  that, of  1933-34.    This  season  imports  of  American 
ham  represented  60.1  percent  of  the  total  to  May  31,  against  62.1  percent 
to  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year.    The  usual  seasonal  increases  in 
total  imports,  and  also  imports  from  the  United  States,  have  teen  in  evidence 
since  March. 

The  renewed  strength  of  lard  prices  in  the  United  States  during  June 
carried  the  Liverpool  average  for  that  month  on  American  refined  lard  up  to 
$13.64  per  100  pounds.    That  figure  was  one  of  the  highest  for  any  month 
since  August  1929  and  was  also  considerably  more  than  double  the  June  1934 
average.     Total  lard  imports  continue  at  unusually  low  levels  in  view  of  the 
reduced  American  output.     Import  figures  through  May  31  for  the  current  season 
ran  30.8  percent  below  the  corresponding  1933-34  level.     The  season's  imports 
from  the  United  States  to  May  31  were  48  percent  smaller  than  those  of  a  year 
earlier.     This  season  American  lard  represented  69.2  percent  of  the  total 
lard  imports,  against  92.1  percent  last  season. 

In  fresh  pork,  market  supplies  from  Eritish  sources  were  seasonably 
smaller  in  June.    Receipts  for  the  month  at  London  Central  Markets,  however, 
were  larger  than  similar  figures  for  either  of  the  two  preceding  years.  The 
total  of  such  receipts  for  the  9  months  ended  June  30,  1935,  was  13.2  percent 
.larger  than  the  corresponding.  1933-34  total.     Live  hog  marketings  continue 
heavier  than  last'  year  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  whole  and  in  the  Irish  Free 
State.    During  June,  however,  there  was  a  tendency  in  Irish  Free  State  hog 
exports  to  Great  Britain  to  decline  below  last  year's  figures,  especially 
from  Northern  Ireland.

Denmark 

Total  hog  numbers  in  Denmark  were  placed  at  3,056,000  head  in  the  census  of 
May  25,  1935  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere 
at  Eerlin.    That  figure  was  1  percent  above  the  enumeration  as  of  June  1,  the 
nearest  comparable  date  in  1934.    The  current  increase  was  practically  all  m 
breeding  stock  and  suckling  pigs.    The  total  number  of  slaughter  hogs  was  only 
1,000  head  larger  than  on  the  1924  date.     See  table    below  for  detailed  figures. 

The  total  number  of  bred  sows  in  the  current  enumeration  shows  an  increase 
of  3  percent  over  last  year's  figure.    Sews  not  bred  were  also  larger  in  number 
than  a  year  ago.    Slaughter  hogs  of  the  heavier  weights  showed  a  decline  of  10 
percent  belo^v  last  year's  figure.    On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  increase  of 
19  percent  in  light  ho^s  (under  77  pounds)  destined  for  slaughter. 

Danish  exports  of  bacon  during  May,  totaling  36,779,000,  were  at  about 
average  volume  for  the  current  season,  although  showing  a  slight  increase  over 
April  figures.     In  view  of  the  current  British  import  restriction  policy,  current 
figures  represent  sharp  declines  from  exports  of  earlier  years.    For  the  current 
season,  from  October  1  to  .May  31,  Dacor  exports  were  15.1  percent  smaller  than 
the  corresponding  1933-34  figures.    The  improved  returns  to  Danish  farmers  for 
export  bacon  hogs,  however,  have  encouraged  the  tendency  toward  increased 
breeding  operations  indicated  in  the  May  hog  census  figures.

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Estonia 

On  March.  28,  1935,  a  new  law  for  the  promotion  of  hog  production  was  put 
into  effect  in  Estonia  to  supersede  a  corresponding  lav/  enacted  in  1930. 
Under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  a  tax  is  collected  from  all  export  slaughter- 
houses and  other  hog  and  pork  exporters.    Fifty  percent  of  the  fund  thus 
created  is  used  for  the  promotion  of  hog  raising  and  50    percent  reserved 
for  the  payment  of  export  premiums  if  prices  of  hogs  and  pork  products  on 
foreign  markets  fall  below  a  certain  minimum.    Prices  at  present,  however,  are 
well  above  this  minimum  (11  cents  per  pound  for  bacon),  the  best  grade  of 
Estonian  bacon  being  quoted  on  the  London  market  recently  at  about  18  cents  per 
pound.     In  fact,  export  premiums  have  not  been  paid  since  1933,  and  that  part 
of  the  fund  set  aside  for  the  purpose  of  subsidizing  exports  has  been  accumu- 
lating.   The  new  law  gives  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  almost  unlimited  control 
over  the  activities  of  export  slaughterhouses  in  Estonia. 

Germany 

The  upward  movement  in  German  hog  prices  in  evidence  since  last  April 
carried  the  Tune  average  for  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  up  to  $16.03  per  100  pounds, 
according  to  cables  from  Mr.  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  current  average  was 
$4.61  higher  than  that  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the  highest  for  any  Tune  since 
1929.    The  upward  movement  in  hog  prices  is  associated  with  the  highest 
feed  costs  of  recent  years  and  a  marked  tendency  toward  reduced  hog  numbers. 

The  Tune  6  hog  estimate  for  Germany  shows  c  decline  of  10  percent 
compered  with  a  year  ago.    Numbers  now  estimated  at  only  20,026,000  are 
about  the  same  as  in  ly30.    All  classes  of  hogs  except  brood  sows  of  6  months  to 
1  year  and  bred  bows  of  that  age  showed  decreases.    Young  sows  increased  1 
percent  and  young  bred  sows  5  percent.     The  decrease  in  bred  sows  1  year  and 
over  of  9  percent,  however,  more  than  offset  the  increase  in  younger  sows, 
the  decrease  in  both  ages  combined  being  5  percent. 

Slaughter  hogs  of  6  months  end  above  exclusive  of  breeding  stock  are 
estimated  at  5,924,000  head,  a  decrease  of  12  percent  as  compared  with  a  year 
ago.    Most  of  the  slaughter  hogs  over  6  months  of  age  probably  will  be 
marketed  in  the  next  3  months.    Last  year  inspected  slaughter  in  Germany 
during  the  3  months  June  to  August  amounted  to  4,299,000.    The  decrease  of 
10  percent  in  all  young  pigs  below  6  months  combined  with  reduced  breeding 
stock  indicates  continued  reduction  in  slaughter  throughout    1935  and  early 
1936.     Receipts  of  hogs  in  May  at  14  cities  were  the  smallest  for  that  month 
since  1930.     Total  receipts  for  the  current  season  to  May  31  were  about  the 
same  as  in  the  corresponding  months  of  last  season.    The  slaughter  figures 
for  May  at  36  centers  also  were  the  lowest  May  figures  in  5  years.

German  imports  of  lard  in  May,  at  3,175,000  pounds,  were  larger  than  in 
the  2    preceding    months,  but  were  less  than  half  the  size  of  the  May  1934 
imports.    The  May  1935  imports  were  less  than  1/5  of  the  former  usual  imports 
in  that  month.    Of  the  May  1935  total,  2,298,000  pounds  came  from  Denmark, 
mth  the  United  States  supplying  a  small  fraction.    Total  lord  imports  for  the 
8  months  ended  May  31  were  more  than  50  percent  smaller  than  the  corresponding 
1933-34  imports.    Bacon  imports  this  season,  mostly  from  Netherlands,  are 
running  slightly  larger  than  last  season's  imports. 

Danub_e_Ba_sin 

Lard  exports  from  tho  Danube  Basin  totaled  about  32,398,000  pounds  for 
the  first  6  months  of  1935,  according  to  preliminary  figures  reported  by  the 
Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Exports  in  tho  first 
£  Months  of  1-934  and  1933  stood  at  6,345,000  pounds  and  6,159,000  pounds 
respectively.    Exports  from  Hungary  accounted  for  about  86  percent  of  the  1935 
figure,  with  Yugoslavia  supplying  practically  all  of  the  remainder.  Germany 
took  about  18,000,000  pounds  of  the  1935  exports  from  Hungary,  with  about 
7,000,000  pounds  and  3,500,000  pounds  going  respectively  to  Great  Britain  and 
Czechoslovakia.    The  latter  country,  with  Germany,  accounted  for  most  of  the 
Yugoslav  lard  exports  for  1935. 

There  are  indications  of  the  development  of  additional  outlets  for 
Danubian  hogs  and  pork  products.    A  trade  treaty  recently  concluded  between 
Czechoslovekia  and  Hungary  provides  for  the  annual  purchase  by  the  former 
country  of  9,259,000  pounds  of  Hungarian  lard  and  fat  pork,  as  well  as  23,000 
Hungarian  lard  type  hogs.     In  exchange,  Hungary  is  to  take  Czechoslovak 
lumber,  coke  and  industrial  products.    The  annual  Hungarian  exports  to  Germany 
of  lard  under  the  terms  of  the  April  1934  treaty  are  placed  at  53,000,000 
pounds.    That  figure  represents  a  substantial  increase  over  those  of  earlier 
years  in  exports  to  Germany  of  Hungarian  lard.    The  quantity  involved,  however, 
continues  relatively  smell  in  contrast  with  the  usual  exports  of  American 
lard  to  Germany  in  recent  years  prior  tc  1934. 
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There  were  more  hogs  on  feed  in  Hungary  in  June  1935  .than  a  year  earlier, 
and  marketings  of  finished  lard  and  meat  hogs  in  the  early  summer  were  expected 
to  exceed  those  of  last  year.    Exports  of  Danubian  live  hogs  increased  consider- 
ably^m  the  first  half  of  1935  compared  with  the  1934  figures.     The  increase  is 
attributed  principally  to  the  conclusion  of  barter  agreements  involving  live 
hogs,  particularly  with  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia.     The  1935  exports  of  hogs, 
however,  wore  still  below  those  of  1933. 

?rogress_of  the  British  Hog  and  Bacon  Marketing  Plan 

The  British  hog  and  bacon  marketing  plan,  including  tho  control  of  cured 
pork  imports,  is  being  examined  with  a  view  toward  possible  changes,  according 
to  H.  E.  Rood,  livestock  specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Ser- 
vice.    The  policy  of  reduced  imports  has  caused  advances  in  prices  of  bacon  and 
bacon-producing  hogs,  but  so  far  the  advances  have  not  been  great  enough  to 
stimulate  a  substantial  increase  in  domestic  hog  production.     The  relatively 
greater  advance  in  prices  of  hogs  for  producing  fresh  pork  has  tended  to  divert 
hogs  away  from  the  bacon  factories.     These  developments  have  seriously  inter- 
fered with  the  plan  to  contract  with  domestic  producers  for  enough  bacon  hogs  to 
offset  the  reduced  imports  of  non-Empire  bacon  and  ham.     Through  tho  system  of 
contracts  between  bacon  curers  and  hog  producers,  together  with  the  limitation 
of^ imports,  tho  United  Kingdom  sought  to  stabilize  cured  pork  supplies  at  about 
1,310,000,000  pounds  annually,  that  figure  being  regarded  as  a  normal  year's 
consumption.     It  was  planned  also  to  pay  hog  producers  a  price  based  uuon  com- 
puted production  costs. 

In  working  out  the  price  angle  of  tho  problem,  the  Eritish  authorities 
did  not  overlook  tho  fact  that  bacon  prices  are  not  closely  related  to  hog 
production  costs  in  tho  United  Kingdom.     It  was  believed,  however,  that  with 
total  bacon  supplies  reduced,  carers  could  obtain  a  price  for  bacon  that  would 
justify  paying  at  least  production  costs  to  producers.     Bacon  prices,  however, 
did  net  advance  sufficiently  to  allow  curors  a  profit  after  paying  for  hogs  on 
the  basis  indicated.     Consoquontly ,  after  reimbursing  curors  for  the  losses 
sustained,  tho  British  Pigs  Marketing  Board  discarded  the  initial  price  sched- 
ule in  favor  of  a  formula  which  took  into  account  the  price  of  bacon  and  of 
offals  as  -./ell  as  the  cost  of  food.     The  new  formula  was  designed  to  place 
producers  and  curers  on  a  more  equitable  basis  with  respect  to  price/  To 
date,  however,  tho  now  contract  basis  has  not  been  reflected  in  plans  to  ex- 
pand hog  production.     Since  bacon  prices  figure  prominently  in  the  price 
formula,  there  is  no  assurance  that  hog  producers  will  receive  prices  equal 
to  costs  of  production. 


British  bacon  hog  prices 


After  the  control  program  was  adopted  in  November  1933,  prices  of 
British  b:con  hogs  increased  sharply,  but  there  has  been  a  downward  tendency 
since  the  peak  was  reached  in  March  1954.    However,  prices  have  averaged 
higher  than  for  the  two  years  prior  to  the  scheme..   Contract  prices  of  bacon 
hogs  to  producers  have  fluctuated  within  fairly  narrow  limits.     Open  market 
prices  of  bacon  hogs  also  have  advanced,  but  they  have  not  followed  contract 
prices  closely,  and  seasonal  fluctuations  have  continued  at  the  higher  level. 
Porker  prices  maintained  the  usual  premium  over  baccner  prices  end  have 
■appeared  particularly   .ttractive  during  the  period  when  baconer  contracts 
wore  being  mo.de.    Mo:,  n while ,  the  advance  in  bacon  hog  prices  did  not  offset 
an  increase  in  production  costs.     At  the  time  the  scheme  was  started  it  was 
estimated  that,  with  feed  costing  7s. 6d.  per  hundredweight  (1.7  cents  per  pound) 
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c.  br.con  hog  price  of  -.bout  12s.  per  2C  pounds  (15.4  cents  per  pound)  was  neces- 
sary iii  order  to  break  even.    Contract  prices  t?oro  to  be  raised  or  lowered  in 
keeping  with  food  price  laovomor.ts.    After  May  1,  1934,  however,  when  bacon 
prices  became  part  of  the  contract  basis,  such  adjustments  became  impossible. 
The  May  1235  contract  price  for  basic  be  con  hogs  was  10s.  lid.  per  20  pounds 
(13.3  cents  per  pound)  against  lis.  lid.   (15.2  cents  per  pound)  for  May  1934, 
the  first  month  in  which  bacon  prices  entered  into  the  computing  of  hog  prices. 
Eacon  prices  wore  higher  in  May  this  year  than  in  1954,  but  f  eed  costs  also 
advanced  during  the  y.  ar. 

In  connection  with  the  basing  of  contract  prices  on  feed  costs,  it 
should  bo  recognized  that  hog  production  in  tho  United  Kingdom  is  c  sideline 
in  a  diversified  farming  system.     There  is  no  one  feed  crop  or  phase  of  agri- 
culture such  as  the  American  corn  crop,  the  German  potato  crop,  or  the  Danish 
skim-milk  supply,  to  which  hog  production  can  be  related.     With  the  possible 
exception  of  Northern  Ireland,  whore  potatoes  are  r  basic  factor  in  hog  pro- 
duction, the  United  Kingdom  is  largely  dependent  upon  importea  feeds.  Higher 
feed  costs  have  made  it  impossible  for  most  British  producers  to  receive  the 
profits  he  was  led  to  expect  from  tho  hog  scheme.     Tho  recent  moderate  in- 
creases in  British  hog  numbers,  therefore,  apperr  to  have  resulted  more  from 
anticipation  rather  than  from  actually  improved  returns.     The  narrow  spread 
of  recent  months  between  feed  costs  and  contract  prices  suggests  that  increases 
in  hog  production  will  be 'checked.     In  feet,  the  bacon  heg-foed  cost  ratio 
would  seem  to  indicate  some  reduction  in  hog  numbers  in  tho  near  future. 

Eac_on  Ibices 

Bacon  prices  advanced  with  the  adoption  of  the  scheme.    Average  prices 
so  far  in  1935  have  been  about  the  same  as  in  1934,  which  were  considerably 
higher  than  the  1933  level.     Prices  of  foreign  bacon  have  shown  a  greater  per- 
centage increase  than  hove  prices  of  British  becon.    The  1934  average  price  of 
best  Danish  was  20  percent  higher  than  in  1933,  while  tho  price  of  British 
Wiltshires  advanced  6  percent.     Those  movements  followed  the  sharp  reduction 
of  foreign  bacon  supplies  through  import  control,  and  the  moderate  increase  in 
domestic  British  production.    Prices  of  the  two  types  of  bacon  have  been  un- 
usually close  together  in  1934  and  1955.     In  the  years  1927-1929  British  bacon 
averaged  21s.  per  hundredweight  (4.6  cents  per  pound)  over  Danish;  29s.  (5,9 
cents  per  pound)  in  1931;  and  25s.   (3.9  cents  per  pound)  in  1932.     The  advan- 
tage in  1934  was  cut  to  3s.  9d.   (0.9  cent)  and  at  times  Danish  outsold  British. 
Ham  pricos  also  wore  higher  in  1934  than  in  1933,  American  hams  advancing  25 
percent  and  British  12  por cent. 

Developments  to  date  in  the  British  bacon  market  suggest  90s.  per 
hundredweight  (19.8  cents  per  pound)  l-.s  the  highest  price  that  British  con- 
sumers will  pay  for  smoked  Danish  bacon  without  materially  reducing  the  volumo 
consumed.    Except  in  holiday  periods,  there  is  a  decided  drop  in  the  quantity 
taken  when  prices  exceed  that  figure,  and  the  demand  cannot  be  revived  without 
a  material  cut  in  prices.     There  is  a  considerable  tendency  also  to  shift  to 
such  competitive  foods  as  bcof,  choose,  eggs,  etc.,  when  prices  recch  the 
maximum  suggested.     Some  decline  in  the  quality  of  continental  supplies  has 
been  noted  since  the  operation  of  the  import  quotas.     Since  the  quotas  act 
to  delay  shipments,  tho  product  must  ccrry  a  heavier  percentage  of  salt  than 
the  Eritish  trade  is  accustomed. 
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Supplies 

At  the  outset  of  the  scheme,  supplies  of  home-produced  cured  pork  in 
Great  Britain  were  inadequate  to  replace  the  imported  product,  and  later  de- 
velopments suggest  no  further  material  increase.    The  distribution  of  domestic 
hog  supplies  in  1934  was  not  in  keeping  with  demand  nor  did  it  make  for  effi- 
cient factory  output.     So  far  this  year,  deliveries  of  hogs  have  been  spread 
more  evenly.    Curers  encouraged  deliveries  in  tho  early  months  of  1935  by  the 
payment  of  a  premium  over  the  contract  price.    Difficulty  has  been  experienced, 
however,  in  keeping  the  numbers  under  contract  up  to  the  1934  level.     Up  to 
May  1,  1,670,000  hogs  had  been  put  under  contract  for  1935,  but  the  Bacon  Mar- 
keting Board  declined  to  proceed  with  the  contracts  unless  450,000  more  hogs 
were  obtainable.     Supplementary  contracts  issued  by  the  Pigs  Marketing  Board 
brought  out  an  additional  100,000  hogs.     It  is  expected  that  250,000  more  hogs 
can  be  secured  for  delivery  in  the  last  half  of  the  year. 

Tho  hog  supply  situation  has  been  the  main  reason  for  the  recent  con- 
sideration given  plans  to  increase  import  allowances.    The  import  reductions 
made ^ in  1934  reduced  total  British  cured  pork  supplies  sharply  below  those  of 
earlier  years.     Imports  of  non-Empire  cured  pork  in  1934  reached  only 
769,485,000  pounds  against  1,012,696,000  pounds  in  1933  and  1,304,903,000 
pounds  in  1932.     Imports  of  Empire  bacon  and  ham  increased  from  60,622,000 
pounds  in  1932  to  102,059,000  pounds  in  1933,  and  to  163,152,000  pounds  in 
1934.    Domestic  produced  supplies  increased,  but  fell  short  of  contracted 
amounts  when  actual  deliveries  of  hogs  did  not  equal  the  number  contracted  for. 
Monthly  deliveries  and  acceptances  have  run  consistently  under  the  numbers  con- 
tracted for,  and  showed  a  shortage  of  noarly  10  percent  for  the  whole  period 
November  1933  to  December  19  34. 

Pr£spec_ts  far  the  £uture 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  United  Kingdom  will  continue  to  pro- 
vide some  form  of  protection  for  its  hog  industry.     It  is  evident  also,  how- 
ever, that  the  type  of  protection  granted  since  November  1933  falls  short  of 
providing  the  desired  results.     Changes  in  the  scheme  are  expected,  but  there 
is  no  means  of  anticipating  tho  new  forms.    Hog  producers  are  advocating  an 
import  duty,  the  resulting  funds  to  be  used  to  subsidize  domestic  production. 
This  proposal  also  has  the  support  of  the  administrative  authorities.  The 
trade  agreement  with  Denmark,  however,  procludes  the  levying  of  a  tariff  on 
bacon.   ^ Under  the  present  set-up,   it  appears  that  a  reduction  in  hog  and  bacon 
production  costs  and  material  increase  in  consumer  buying  power  are  needed  to 
permit  the  scheme  to  function  smoothly.    Neither  development  seems  likely  in 
the  near  future.

Hog  numbers  in  commercial  hog  producing  countries  in  the  summer  of 
1935  have  reached  the  lowest  level  in  about  a  decade,  according  to  information 
received  "by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     In  the  European  countries 
reporting  hog  mambers  in  mid-summer,  Germany,  Denmark,  Scotland,  and  Irish 
Free  State,  the  number  of  hogs  on  hand  about  June  1  was  8  percent  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier.      A  decrease  of  30  percent  compared  with  last  year  was 
reported  in  the  number  of  hogs  over  S  months  old  in  the  United  States  on 
June  1.     There  is  evidence,  however,  that  the  end  of  the  decline  in  number 
of  hogs  has  been  reached,  since  an  increase  was  reported  in  the  number  of 
bred  sows  in  several  countries  this  summer. 

It  now  appears  probable  that  there  will  be  a  substantial  increase  in 
the  1935  fall  pig  crop  and  in  the  1936  spring  pig  crop  in  the  United  States 
compared  with  a  year  earlier.    Present  prospects  now  indicate  that  the 
domestic  production  of  corn  and  other  feed  grains  in  1235  will  be  much  larger 
than  that  of  1934,  when  crops  were  greatly  curtailed  because  of  the  severe 
drought.     Corn  prices  in  this  country  therefore,  are  expected  to  average 
much  lower  in  the  fall  and  winter  of  1935-36  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1934-35.     Thus  with  expectations  of  hog  prices  in  the  coming  fall  and 
winter  higher  than  a  year  earlier  ,   Sho  hog-com  price  ratio  probably  will  be 
very  favorable  for  an  expansion  in  hog  production.     Increases  in  the  fall  pig 
crop  of  this  year  and  the  spring  crop  of  next  year,  however,  will  not  be 
reflected  in  increased  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  until  the  summer  of  1936. 
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Chiefly  "because  of  continued  small  slaughter  supplies,  domestic 
prices  of  hogs  have  advanced  sharply  in  recent  weeks,  reaching  in  early 
August  the  highest  level  in  a"bout  6  years.     Average  weights  of  nogs 
slaughtered  have  increased  materially  in  the  last  several  months  and 
are  now  running  considerably  heavier  than  a  year  earlier.     Exports  of 
both  pork  and  lard  in  recent  months  have  been  much  smaller  than  last 
year,  the  decrease  being  most  pronounced  in  the  case  of  lard  exports. 

World  trade  in  hog  products  has  declined  considerably  in  the 
last  year.     Exports  from  Denmark  .and  the  United  States,  the  t  wo  leading 
exporting  countries,  were  smaller  in  the  first  half  of  1935  than  in 
the  first  half  of  1934.     A  decrease  in  exports  was  also  reported  for  the 
Netherlands.     A  large  increase  however,  was  reported  in  lard  exports 
from  the  Danube  Basin.  Exports  of  live  hogs  from  European  hog  surplus 
countries  increased  somewhat  in  the  first  half  of  1935,  but  the  total 
of  such  exports  continued  to  be  relatively  small. 

Hog  Numbers 

Hog  numbers  in  commercial  hog  producing  countries  in  the  summer 
of  1935  have  reached  the  lowest  level  of  the  past  9  or  10  years, 
according  to  latest information  received.     Hog  numbers  are  relatively 
small  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  and  in  the  principal  western  European 
surplus  producing  countries  as  well  as  in  Germany.     In  fact,  numbers  in 
these  European  countries  at  present  do  not  greatly  exceed  early-  posi—war  - 
levels. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  numbers  in  the  United  Kingdom 
and  Irish  Free  State  since  1933  and  numbers  in  Poland  and  Hungary 
are  probably  still  fairly  large  although  estimates  are  net  yet 
available  for  1935. 
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There  is  evidence {  however^  that  the  end  of  the  decline  in 
hog  numbers  has  now  "been  reached »  in  the  fact  that  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  brood  sows  or  in  the  number  bred  in  countries 
reporting  so  far  in  the  summer  of  1935.     With  improved  hog  prices 
and  with  the  better  feed  crop  outlook,  more  favorable  hog-feed 
price  relationships  are  expected  in  Europe,  states  Agricultural  Attache' 
L.  V.  Steere  stationed  at  Berlin,     Therefore  a  slackening  and  even 
a  reversal  of  the  downward  trend  in  production  programs  may  come 
sooner  than  was  expected. 

Only  four  European  countries  have  reported  numbers  for  mid- 
summer 1935,  i.e.,   Irish  Eree  State,  Denmark,  Scotland,  and  Germany. 
The  total  for  these  four  in  mid-summer  1935  was  24,460,000  a 
reduction  of  8  percent  compared  with  a  year  earlier  and  the  smallest 
number  reported  in  the  past  6  years  for  those  countries.     The  spring 
pig  crop  of  1935  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  only  30,402,000 
a  decrease  of  20  percent  from  the  very  small  crop  of  1934.  However, 
there  is  an  increase  of  19  percent  to  3,175,000  in  the  number  of 
sows  indicated  to  farrow  during  the  period  June  1  to  December  1,  1935, 
from  breeding  intentions  reports.     In  Canada  there  was  an  increase  in 
the  number  to  farrow  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1934-35,  the  number 
being  463,000  compared  with  453,000  in  1933-34. 

Hog  numbers  in  nine  surplus  and.  deficit  producing  countries  at 
the  beginning  of  1935  totaled  32,117,000,  a  reduction  of  21  percent, 
as  compared  with  the  same  date  of  1934  and  27  percent  as  compared 
with  1933.       (See  Table,  page  5  ). 

The  mid-summer  hog  estimate  for  Germany  showed  a  reduction 
of  10  percent  in  total  numbers  to  20,026,000.     There  was  however,  an 
increase  in  the  numher  of  bred  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year  of  5  percent 
to  355,000,  indicating  a  tendency  toward  increased  numbers. 
(See  table  HP-68,  page  11.)        Eeed  prospects  in  Germany  for  1935-36 
cannot  yet  be  forecast  with  certainty  but  present  prospects  are 
more  favorable  than  in  the  past  season  because  of  better  crops  and 
reduced  numbers  to  be  fed.     There  are  two  stabilizing  factor's  in 
the  German  hog  production  situation  at  present,  states  Agricultural 
Attache'  L.  V.  Steere;   (1)  the  introduction  of  fixed  prices  for 
feed  grains  and  of  "guiding"  prices  for  potatoes,  which  has  probably 
been  the  chief  stabilizing  influence  and  (2)  the  shift  in  production 
from  feed  importing  districts  of  northwestern  Germany  to  the  feed 
surplus  areas  of    northeastern  Germany  which  means  shifting  hog 
production  almost  exclusively  to  a  domestic  feedstuff  basis.  German 
hog  producers  are  being  encouraged  to  maintain  stable  hog  numbers. 

Hog  numbers  in  Denmark  have  remained  at  about  the  3,100,000 
mark  from  April  1934  to  June  1935,  according  to  periodical  estimates 
taken  during  that  period.     The  number  on  June  20,  1S35  was  3,056,000 
compared  with  3,057,000  at  the  same  date  of  1934  and  5,453,000  at 
the  sane  date  of  1931.    The  number  of  bred  sows  on  May  25,  1935  was 
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reported  at  255,000  compared  with  243,000  on  June  1,  1934,  the  nearest 
comparable  estimate,  an  increase  of  3  percent.  (See  table  HP"~68j  page  9 
for  details). 

The  mid-summer  estimate  of  hogs  in  Irish  Free  State  was 
1,107,000,  an  increase  of  14  percent  above  1934.    Brood  sows  on  the 
same  date  were  reported  at  117,000  this  year  or  an  increase  of  14 
percent  above  1934.     In  Scotland  there  was  an  increase  of  28  percent 
to  255,000  in  total  hog  numbers,  whereas,  the  increase  in  brood  sows 
was  18  percent  to  reach  a  total  of  32,000. 


Hog  Slaughter  i.n_Important _Co_untri.es 

Hog  slaughter  in  18  important  surplus  and  deficit  hog  producing 
countries  during  the  first  half  of  1935  amounted  to  30,383,000  head, 
a  reduction  of  about  10,000,000  head  or  24  percent  compared  with  the 
first  half  of  1934.     In  non-European  surplus  producing  countries 
the  falling  off  in  slaughter  in  the  first  half  of  1935  was  9,500,000 
head  or  37  percent,  the  reduction  being  practically  all  in  the  United 
States,  whereas  in  European  surplus  countries,  excluding  Denmark  for 
which  data,  are  lacking,  there  was  a  falling  off  of  156,000  head. 
The  Danish  Agricultural  Council  estimates  probable  killings  for  the 
period  May  25  to  November  28,  1935,  at  2,248,000  head.    Last  year  the 
number  killed  during  the  6  months  Juno  to  November  was  2,461,000  head. 
The  same  organization  expects    that  the  slaughter  from  November  28,  1935, 
to  March  19,1935,  will  total  about  1,466,000  head.      There  was  an 
increase  from  185,000  to  274,000  head  in  shipments  of  Hungarian  hogs 
to  the  Budapest- ITerencvaros  market,  the  most  important  hog  market 
south  east  of  Vienna  and  Prague.    Of  that  number  68  percent  was  lard 
type  hogs. 

In  the  eight  deficit  countries  reporting,  hog  slaughter 
for  the  first  half  of  1935  amounted  to  12,598,000  or  about  the  same 
as  in  1934.

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Although  the  ratio  in  the  Coin  Belt  in  mid-July  was  slightly  "below  average 
it  was  higher  than  at  any  time  since  October  1933.    The  increase  in  the 
hog-com  price  ratio  since  last  December  has  been  accompanied  by  a  material 
increase  in  the  average  Weight  of  hogs  slaughtered  and  it  is  probably 
responsible  in  a  large  measure  for  the  increase  in  breeding  operations  for 
the  1935  fall  farrow.    Present  prospects  now  indicate  a  com  crop  in  1935  much 
larger  than  in  1934,  when  the  crop  was  greatly  curtailed  because  of  severe 
•  drought.     Com  prices  therefore  are  likely  to  average  much  lower  in  the  fall 
and  winter  of  1935-36  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1934-35.  Thus, 
with  hog  prices  in  that  period  expected  to  be  much  higher  than  a  year  earlier, 
the  hog-com  price  ratio  next  7/inter  probably  will  be  above  average. 

VTholesale  prices  of  fresh  and  cured  pork  and  of  lard  advanced  in 
July  and  early  August.     In  the  case  of  several  cuts  of  pork,  prices  advanced 
more  than  $3.00  per  100  pounds  from  early  July  to  early  August  and  the  rise 
in  the  price  of  lard  brought  the  July  average  price  of  refined  lard  at 
Chicago  up  to  $15.65  per  100  pounds  the  highest  monthly  average  for  that 
market  since  late  1926.    The  composite  wholesale  price  of  hog    products  at 
New  York  in  July  was  $22.59  per  100  pounds  compared  with  $21-96  in  June 
and  $14.80  in  July  last  year. 

Exports  of  pork  and  lard  in  June  were  somewhat  smaller  than  in 
May.    Eor  the  first  9  months  of  the  present  hog  marketing  year  total  exports 
of  pork  were  about  27  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
the  preceding  marketing  year.    The  decrease  in  lard  exports  in  the  last 
year,  however,  has  been  considerably  greater  than  that  in  pork  exports. 
In  the  first  three  quarters  of  1934-35  exports  of  lord  totaled  only  152,000,000 
pounds  compared  with  430,000,000  pounds  in  the  same  period  of  1933-34  end 
450,000,000  pounds  in  1932-33.    Shipments  of  pork  and  lard  from  the  principal 
United  States  ports  in  July  were  much  smaller  than  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  have  been  fairly  well  maintained  during 
the  present  marketing  year.    Most  of  the  decrease  in  pork  exports  has  been  in 
the  form  of  fresh  and  frozen  pork.    In  July  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders 
amounting  to  6,144,000  pounds  were  only  slightly  smaller  than  in  May  or  in 
July  last  year.    These  products  are  consigned  chiefly  to  the  United  Kingdom 
where  pork  prices  in  the  last  2  years  have  been  relatively  high  because  of 
governmental  restrictions  on  imports  of  bacon  and  hams.    Exports  of  bacon 
from  the  United  States  in  June  of  only  494,000  pounds  were  about  the  smallest 
monthly  shipments  of  this  product  on  record. 

The  small  shipments  of  lard  in  June  were  consigned  largely  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Cuba.    British  takings  of  American  lard  during  the  month 
amounted  to  5,762,000  pounds  which  represented  much  the  smallest  monthly 
shipments  of  lard  to  G-reat  Britain  in  many  years.    Exports  of  lard  to 
Cuba  in  June  of  2,557,000  pounds  were  somewhat  larger  than  in  June  last 
year.    Eor  the  period  from  September  1934  to  June  1935  total  exports  of 
lard  to  Cuba  were  27,382,000  pounds,  whereas  in  the  corresponding  months 
of  1933-34  they  were  only  13,047,000  pounds  and  in  1932-33  they  were  9,442,000 
pounds.    The  increase  in  lard  shipments  to  Cuba  during  the  present  year  in 
-the  face  of  greatly  reduced  domestic  lard  production  is  chiefly  the  result 
of  the  reduction  in  the  Cuban  lard  import  duty  brought  about  by  the  recent 
trade  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Cuba  which  became  effective 
September  3,  1934. 
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Canada 

The  price  of  "bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  for  the  4  weeks  ended  August  1 
averaged  $9,51  American  currency  per  100  pounds  and  was  lower  than  the 
monthly  average  of  $9.91  for  June  hut  about  16  cents  per  100  pounds  above 
the  average  for  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 

Gradings  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  during  the  4  weeks  ended 
August  1  totaled  170,000  head  compared  with  179,000  head  a  year  ago. 
There  has  been  a  fairly  large  reduction  in  marketing  so  far  this  year, 
the  total  for  the  31  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  August  1 
amounting  to  1,728,000,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  compared  with  a  year  ago. 

Although  total  exports  of  bacon  for  the  first  half  of  1935,  amount- 
ing to  74,050,000  pounds  were  4  percent  larger  than  for  the  same  period 
a  year  ago,  June  was  the  fourth  month  in  which  they  were  lower  than  for  the 
corresponding  month  a  year  earlier. 

There  continued  to  be  a  considerable  increase  in  la,rd  exports,  the 
quantity  for  June  amounting  to  1,545,000  pounds  against  only  26,000  pounds 
a  year  ago.    Lard  exports  so  far  this  year  have  reached  the  high  level  of 
6,256,000  pounds  against  only  75,000  pounds  last  year.

The  slight  decline  during  July  in  the  prices  of  cured  pork  on  the 
British  market  resulted  in  a  monthly  average  for  Dajnish  Wiltshire  sides 
of  $20.50  per  100  pounds,  which  was  65  cents  below  the  June  average. 
The  July  average,  however,  was  well  above  that  for  any  corresponding  month 
of  recent  years,   standing  $1.31  higher  than  the  July  1934  price.  Canadian 
green  sides  averaged  $17.83  per  100  pounds  for  July,  92  cents  below  the 
June  average,  but  the  highest  for  any  July  since  1930.    American  green  bellies 
continued  the  decline  of  recent  months  to  make  an  average  of  $13.61  per 
100  pounds  for  the  month.    Prices  of  American  short  cut  green  hams  advanced 
seasonally  to  reach  $20.65,  which  was  more  than  $1.00  per  100  pounds  below  the 
July  1934  average. 

Total  bacon  imports  into  Great  Britain  for  the  period  October- 
June  represented  a  decline  from  last  year's  figures  of  12  percent.  Ba.con 
imports  have  declined  by  11,  22,  and  12  percent  for  the  successive  years 
1933,  1934,  and  1935  from  the  peak  year  1931-32,  or  in  the  aggregate  nearly 
40  percent  since  the  application  of  the  quota  system  in  November  of  1932. 
Total  imports  from  Denmark  over  the  period  October-June  declined  13  percent 
from  the  corresponding  figures  of  last  year,  amounting  for  the  9  months  to  a 
little  over  323,000,000  pounds,  or  a  monthly  average  of  55,900,000  pounds, 
the  lowest  average  for  any  corresponding  post-war  period.     Imports  for  the 
season  to  June  30  represent  a  reduction  of  52  percent  from  the  peak  year  1931- 
and  only  55  percent  of  the  total  imports  for  the  current  season  as  against  69 
percent  for  the  1931-32  season.    Denmark's  share  of  combined  ham  and  bacon 
imports  from  non-Empire  sources,  however,  was  almost  64  percent,  or  a  little 
more  than  the  63.5  percent  of  all  non-Eiupire  imports  of  cured  pork  allotted 
to  Denmark. 
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The  imports  of  United  States  bacon  during  the  no  nth.  of  June  fell  to 
a  new  low  of  124,000  pounds.    Total  imports  for  the  season  to  the  end  of 
June  were  39  percent  below  those  of  the  corresponding  1934  period.  Total 
imports  of  American  ham  for  the  season  to  the  end  of  June  were  8  percent 
below  those  of  a  year  ago.     The  combined  ham  and  bacon  imports  from  the 
United  States  since  January  1935  have  been  somewhat  smaller  than  the  allotted 
quota  of  8.1  percent,  of  the  receipts  from  non-Empire  sources. 

Bacon  imports  from  Canada  continue  high,  though  there  has  been  a 
slight  falling  off  in  the  monthly  receipts  since  March  from  those  of  last 
season.     The  total  for  the  season  to  June  30,  however,  stood  9  percent  above 
corresponding  figures  for  1933-34.-    Canada  has  supplied  14  percent  of  the 
total  imports  from  all  sources  into  Great  Britain,  so  far  this  season. 
Cano.dian  bacon  imports  have  increased  consistently  since  1931  to  reach  a 
total  for  the  season  to  June  50,  1935,  of  about  84,000,000  pounds.  This 
figure  is  approximately  30  times  larger  than  the  corresponding  imports  of 
1930-31  and  46  percent  above  the  5-year  average  cf  1924-25  to  1928-29,  the 
previous  period,  of  heavy  imports  from  Canada.    'The  Canadian  share  of  the 
ham  trade  has  also  increased  rapidly,  amounting  during  the  current  season 
to  nearly  30  percent  of  the  total  ham  imports. 

The  Irish  Free  State  has  also  benefited  considerably  from  the  prefer- 
ential treatment  accorded  Empire  countries  in  the  cured  pork  trade.  3acon 
imports  for  the  period  October-June  from  that  source  stood  44  percent  above 
those  of  the  corresponding  1933-34  period  and  130  percent  above  similar 
imports  for  1932-33.     The  combined  ham  and  bacon  imports  from  the  Irish 
Free  State  represent  5.7  percent  of  the  total. 

The  continued  advance  of  lard  prices  at  Liverpool  during  July 
resulted  in  an  average  of  $14.46  per  100  pounds  for  the  month.  This 
was  32  cents  above  the  average  for  June  and  $8.66  higher  than  the  cor- 
responding figure  for  1934.     The  advance  was  in  keeping  with  a  similar  move- 
ment during  July  at  Chicago.    The  high  Liverpool  quotations  have  been  attract- 
ing lard  from  European  countries  which  have  little  or  no  interest  in  that 
market  under  more  usual  price  conditions.    Lard  imports  from  the  United  States 
for  the  period  October-June  showed  a  decline  of  54  percent  from  the  cor- 
responding 1933-34  imports.    They  represented  but  67  percent  of  total  lard 
imports  as  compared  with  the  United  States  share  of  93  percent  for  the 
same  months  of  1933-34.     Total  lard  imports  into  Great  Britain  for  the  season 
to  June  30  declined  36  percent  from  corresponding  figures  of  1933-34. 

The  larger  market  supplies  of  British  and  Irish  fresh  pork  in 
evidence  during  recent  months  continued  during  July,  as  reflected  by  the 
quantities  handled  in  London  Central  Markets.     The  July  total  of  3,116,000 
pounds  was  seasonally  smaller  than  that  of  June,  but  was  considerably 
larger  than  that  of  July  1934.    For  the  current  marketing  season  to 
July  31  receipts  at  London  Central  Markets  were  14  percent  larger  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1933-34.    Receipts  of  fat  pigs  at  English, 
Welsh,  and  Scottish  markets  for  the  first  29  weeks  of  1935  were  7  per- 
cent larger  than  for  the  similar  1954  period.    Receipts  of  feeder  pigs 
at  the  same  markets  for  the  1935  period  increased  8  percent  over  the 
1934  figures.    Exports  of  live  pigs  from  Northern  Ireland  continue  well 
in  excess  of  those  of  last  year  while  purchases  for  curing  also  show  a 
substantial  advance  over  1954  levels.     In  the  Irish  Free  State  purchases 

oS™^rin§-in  #^„first?  28  weeks  of  1935  were  11  percent  larger  than  in  the 
corresponding  iy<54  period,  while  live  hog  exports  continued  to  show  increases 
over  those  of  last  year.

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Germany 

Indications  are  now  for  some  upturn  in  German  hog  production,  accord- 
ing to  agricultural  attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     The  June  hog  census  placed 
total  hog  numbers  at  about  20,000,000  head  or  10  percent  below  figures  of  a 
year  earlier.    The  September  census,  however,  is  expected  to  indicate  total 
numbers  about  8  percent  below  those  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the  number  in 
December  1935  may  be  only  about  6  percent  below  the  number  in  December  1934. 

The  tendency  toward  expanded  hog  production  is  being  encouraged  by  well- 
sustained  hog  prices  together  with  indications  of  more  liberal  and  less  expen- 
sive feed  supplies  resulting  from  this  year's  harvest.    The  feed  situation  is 
further  improved  by  the  present  relatively  small  number  of  hogs  to  bo  fed.  The 
hog-feed  position  is  the  reverse  of  that  prevailing  a  year  ago  when  it  appeared 
that  the  number  of  hogs  would  be  large  in  relation  to  available  feed  supplies. 
Last  year's  situation  was  improved,  however,  by  an  unexpectedly  good  outturn 
of  potatoes. 

During  July  the  Berlin  average  price  of  heavy  hogs  stood  at  §17.20  per 
100  pounds.    That  figure  represented  an  advance  of  $1.12  over  the  June  average 
and  was  v4.14  higher  than  the  average  of  July  1934.    The  reduced  marketings  of 
recent  months  continued  during  June  and  July.     During  the  first  6  months  of 
1935  German  hog  slaughterings  at  36  markets  totaled  2,321,000  head  against 
2,417,000  head  in  the  first  6  months  of  1934.    The  decline  is  almost  entirely 
the  result  of  a  drop  of  about  7  percent  in  slaughter  during  the  second  quarter 
of  this  year,  as  indicated  by  the  December  1934  and  March  1935  hog  censuses. 
Slaughter  is  expected  to  continue  snullor  for  the  bul-nce  of  1935,  with  the 
greatest  decline  as  against  last  year's  figures  coming  in'  October,  November, 
and  December,    a  tendency  towards  larger  killings  is  anticipated  for  the  e^rly 
months  of  1936. 

The  reduced  number  of  animals  slaughtered  appears  to  be  considerably 
offset  by  a  material  advance  in  the  average  slaughter  weight  per  head.  It 
is  estimated  that  from  the  20,000,000  hogs  on  hand  in  June  1935  as  much  pork 
can  be  secured  as  was  secured  from  the  22,500,000  hogs  on  hand  in  June  1931. 
Indications  are  for  feed  supplies  sufficient  to  maintain  the  current  heavy 
average  slaughter  weights.    Mid-July  conditions  indicate  a  domestic  feed 
grain  supply  this  year  of  around  1,000,000  tons  larger  than  last  year's 
supplies,  as  well  as  improved  hay  and  forage  crops  and  much  better  prospects 
for  potatoes  than  those  prevailing  this  time  last  year.    Numbers  of  hogs  on 
feed,  however,  will  average  somewhere  between  1,500,000  to  2,000,000  less 
than  in  1935.    On  the  other  hand,  Germany  probably  will  import  less  feed 
th^n  was  imported  last  season,  but  this  will  be  materially  affected  by  the 
final  outturn  of  domestic  crops. 

Some  apprehension  concerning  higher  hog  prices  incident  to  reduced 
marketings  during  the  coming  months  is  indicated  by  the  introduction  of 
maximum  hog  prices  effective  late  in  July  and  applying  to  the  whole  country. 
These  maximum  prices  will  allow  for  an  advance  of  about  10  percent  over  the 
levels  prevailing  on  the  effective  date  with  differentials  provided  to  cover 
local  conditions  at  the  several  markets.    The  introduction  of  top  prices  may 
be  interpreted  as  a  means  of  exerting  control  over  hog  production.  Control 
of  prices  of  f^ed  grains  and  of  potatoes  is  being  continued  into  the  1935-36 
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season.     In  general,  it  appears  that  the  conditions  under  which  the  German 
hog  industry  has  operated  during  the  past  two  years  have  resulted  in  some 
tendency  toward  a  certain  stabilization  of  total  output.    Efforts  in  this 
direction  have  been  an  important  phase  of  German  agricultural  economic  policy 

Germany  has  continued  through  June  as  a  very  small  importer  of  pork 
products,  especially  lard.    Total  imports  of  lard  in  June  1935  reached  only 
3,364,000  pounds,  which  was  considerably  l^ss  than  half  the  quantity  imported 
last  year.    Of  the  current  total,  the  United  States  supplied  only  132,000 
pounds  against  3,930,000  pounds  a  year  ago.    Denmark  is  now  definitely  the 
leading  source  of  the  limited  lard  supplies  boing  imported  into  Germany,  the 
June  figure  for  Denmark  standing  at  2,101,000  pounds.    Entries  from  Hungary 
have  dropped  to  .small  proportions  since  February,  but  it  is  believed  that 
considerable  quantities  of  Hungarian  lard  have  been  placed  in  bond  for  the 
account  of  the  Government  Eat  Control  Office.    This  assumption  is  based 
largely  on  the  fact  that  Hungarian  statistics  continue  through  June  to  show  . 
substantial  exports  to  Germany  despite  important  diversions  to  British  markets 
France  appeared  in  the  German  figures  as  a  source  of  German  lard  imports  to 
the  extent  of  981,000  pounds,  vihich  is  understood  to  be  a  result  of  the  supple 
mentary  agreement  with  France  regarding  trade  in  the  Saar  Basin.     For  the 
current  season,  October- June  1934-3  5,   total   imports  of  lard  into  Germany 
reached  41,350,000  pounds  against  98,351,000  pounds  in  the  preceding  season. 

The  lard  market  outlook  for  the  next  few  months  is  uncertain  and  in 
the  main  discouraging.    &  marked  increase  in  imports  seems  likely  in  the 
near  future  only  if  average  slaughter  weights  of  hogs  fall  off  to  an  unex- 
pected degree.     Government  holdings  of  Hungarian  lard  are  regarded  as  large 
enough  to  cover  import  requirements  for  two  or  three  months.     These  supplies 
have  not  yet  appeared  on  the  market  in  any  quantity.     It  may  be  possible, 
therefore,  to  maintain  the  present  lo/i  rate  of  imports  until  increased  sup- 
plies of  domestic  pork  begin  to  appear  early  in  1936. 

The  maintenance  of  an  unusually  small  flow  of  imported  lard  is  clearly 
reflected  in  a  marked  decrease  in  German  consumption  of  fats,  particularly 
animal  fats.     There  is  no  outright  shortage  of  fats  available  for  consumers 
provided  they  can  pay  the  high  prices  demanded.     The  present  small  supplies, 
however,  are  the  result  of  a  foreign  trade  policy  designed  to  reduce  imports 
of  lard  to  minimum  levels.     So  far,   other  types  of  fat  have  not  been  made 
available  to  replace  the  l^rd  formerly  used.     There  are  some  indications 
that  cheap  jams  and  marmalades  have  been-  the  chief  substitute  for  lard  dur- 
ing the  last  year  following  last  year's  good  fruit  crop.     This  year's  fruit 
crop,  however,   is  much  less  favorable.     There  are  reasons  to  believe  that, 
in  view  of  present  high  world  lard  prices,   there  may  be  some  relaxation  in 
the  restrictions  in  the  production  and . sale  of  margarin  if  and  when  there 
develops  an  urgent  need  for  increased  fat  supplies. 


Germany:     Lard  imports  by  countries, 
1932-1934,  January- June,  1934  and  19.35 
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Imports  of  pork  into  Germany  continue  at  about  the  level  apparent  during 
the  past  year.     Imports  cf  bacon  have  recently  shown  a  tendency  to  increase,  as 
compared  -jith  a  year  ago,  .vith  supplies  coming  from  the  Netherlands.    The  un- 
satisfactory state  of  the  clearing  agreement  '.vith  that  country,  however,  would 
seem  likely  to  preclude  any  great  increase  in  takings  of  pork  from  that  source. 

Countri_es_  im£ortant  in_3rij^ij3h_market_  supplies 
Denmark :  1 

The  July  13  hog  census  in  i^enmark  provided  further  evidence  of  an  up'.vard 
turn  in  hog  numbers  in  that  country.    ..It hough  total  hog  numbers  continued 
slightly  below  those  of  a  year  earlier,  there  was  a  material  increase  in  the 
number  of  sows  in  farrow.    The  Danish  hog  production  program  continues  to  show 
a  remarkable  degree  of  stability  in  connection  .vith  the  effort  to  adjust  output 
to  conform  to  the  British  policy  of  import  limitations. 

Danish  hog  killings  for  1935  to  date  are  not  available,  but  the  figures 
for  bacon  exports  reflect  closely  the  volume  of  slaughter.    Por  the  current 
season  to  date  exports  have  averaged  about  36,376,000  pounds  each  month.  There 
has  been  an  almost  equally  steady  export  movement  of  lard  of  1,984,000  to 
2,205,000  pounds  monthly,  largely  to  Germany,  during  1935.     Gurrent  proposals 
to  increase  the  British  import  quotas  for  foreign  cured  pork  have  introduced  a 
disturbing  element  into  the  Danish  hog  production  program.     If  the  quota  should 
be  increased  as  much  as  20  percent,  this  ..rould  mean  exports  from  Denmark  of  about 
8o,000  hogs  ..eekly  instead  of  70,000,  but  Danish  farmers  „re  reported  as  opposed 
to  the  plan  bec-.au.--e  of  the  anticipated  lover  British  market  prices  and  a  decrease 
in  the  income  to  Danish  farmers  from  bacon  of  75,000,300  to  100,000,000  kroner 
(vl6,59S,000  to  -,-22,130,000)  annually.    Recent  conversations  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Danish  and  3ritish  Governments  on  this  plan  nave  not  produced  any 
definite  results. 

Netherlands: 

The  Dutch  slaughter  of  hogs  for  export  continues  to  decline  below  1934 
figures,  vith  a  total  for  the  first.  5  months  of  tins  year  of  only  258,000 
head  against  38  7,000  in  the  same  period  of  last  year.    Dxports  likewise 
have  declined  despite  a  certain  stimulus  to  the  lard  trade  resulting  from 
the  scarcity  of  ..merican  1  Jd.    There  have  also  been  some  larger  movements

of  fat  backs  to  Germany  under  the  clearing  agreement,  but  this  trade  does 
not  seem  likely  to  assume  significant  proportions.    The  country's 
supply  situation  continues  somewhat  burdensome  despite  the  reductions  in 
hog  numbers  during  thclast  2. years.    A  liberalization  of. the  British 
import  quotas,  together  with  the  generally  reduced  hog  numbers  in  other 
European  countries,  might  be  expected  to  •  improve  the  Netherlands  posi- 
tion somewhat,  but  probably  net  to :a  gro 't  enough  degree  to  retard  the 
present  downward  tendency  in  hog  numbers. 


Poland  .  • 

Heavy  receipts  and  killings  have  continued  in  Polrnd  into  the 
second  quarter  of  1935..     Slaughterings  at  32-  markets  for  the  first  5  months 
of  the  ye  r  reached  480,000  head  against  440,000  in  the  corresponding  months 
of  1954.    The  large  1935  figures  suggest  a  cert  in  amount  of  distress 
selling,  since  hog  prices  have  rem  ined  at  very  low  levels  in  Poland  and 
the  trend  of  killings  is  at  variance  with,  or  lagging  behind,  that  in  all 
neighboring  countries. ■■  Poland  also  continues  to  export  live  hogs  at  about 
last  year's  rate,  and  ham  exports  are  running  above  a  year  ago.  Bacon 
shipments  h;  ve  dropped  to  definitely  lower  levels. 

Other  Countries 

Hog  slaughter  in  Sweden  and  Norway  is  now  beginning  to  fall  off 
as  compared  with  last,  year's  killings,  especially  in  Swodon.     This  develop- 
ment is  along  the  lines  of  the  situation  existing  in  Central  Europe.*: n  countrii 
and,  as  elsewhere,  is  a  reflection  of  xhc  unfavorable  hog  r-nd  feed  price 
relationships  of  1954.    Killings  in  Sweden  for  the  first  6  months  of  1935 
reached  464,000  head  against  505,000  in  the  corresponding  1934  period.  In 
Norway  slaughter  in  the  first  quarter  of  1935  stood  at  85,500  head  against 
90,800  head  in  the  corresponding  1934  quarter.     In  the  Baltic  States  also, 
there  has  been  a  downward  movement  during  recent  months  in  slaughterings  for 
export.     This  is  r   continuation  of  the  tendency  in  evidence  since  the  latter 
part  of  1933.    Export  slaughterings  in  Lithuania,  the  principal  Baltic 
exporting  country,  are  running  about  one-third  below  last  year's  volume 
while  Latvia  is  now  slaughtering  a  sm  11  fraction. of  the  number  handled  a 
year  ago.    For  Lithuania,  slaughterings  in  the  first  5  months  of  1935  stood 
at  137,800  head  against  169,600  a  year  earlier.     In  the  first  quarter  of 
1935  Latvia  killed  only  7,000  head  of  hogs  against  41,000  head  in  the 
corresponding  1934  quarter.    Future  British  policy  with  respect  to  import 
allotments  will  have  a  rather  considerable  affect  upon  hog  production  and 
slaughter  in  the  minor  producing  countries. 

Danube  Basin 

Lard  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  for  the  first  half  of  1935  arc 
estimated  at  53,894,000  pounds  according  to'  the' Belgrade  office  of  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    The  comparable  1954  figure  was  6,346,000 
pounds.    Experts  for  July  were  placed  at  about  6,173,000  pounds  which  was 
somewhat  higher  than  the  .average  exports  of  re  cunt  months. 

Hungary  supplied  about  89  percent  of  the  July  exports,  most  of  the 
remaining  11  percent  originating  in  Yugoslavia.     Bulgaria  participated  to 
a  small  degree  in  the  July  business,  shipping  a  few  hundred  pounds  of  lard 
to  Czechoslovakia  on  a  barter  brsis.    Exports  from  Yugo si  via  amount  to  about 
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661,000  pounds  per : month  as  part  of  the  annual  quota  of  6,614,000  pounds 
granted  by  Germany,  plus  small  quantities  delivered  to  Czechoslovakia. 
Yugoslavia  also  secured  an  annual  quota  of  6,614,000  pounds  for  shipment 
to  Czechoslovakia,  but  the  high  import  duties  imposed  by  the  latter 
country  prevent  more  than  a  fractional  use  of  the  :uota   granted.  The 
high  duties  are  a  part  of  the .  assistance  granted  domestic  hog  producers 
by  that  country.    A  substantial  increase  in  margarin    consumption  is 
reported  to  have  occurred  in  Czechoslovakia. 

Exports  of  lard  from  Hungary,  the  leading  Danubian  exporter;,  in- 
creased during  July  largely  as  a  result  of  continued  high  quotations 
for  American  lard  in  Chief  go.    The  high  American  prices  to  re  principally 
responsible  for  the  movement  of  ;  bout  661,000  pounds  of  Hungarian  lard 
to  Great  Britain  in  the  second  week  in  July,  that  quantity  being  about 
three  times  as  large  as  the  usual    weekly  movement  to  British  markets. 
Deliveries  of  fait  sides  to  Czechoslovakia  on  the  basis  of  a  new  trade 
agreement  also,  are  in  progress,  but  Germany  continues  as  the  leading 
buyer  of  Hungarian  hog  fat. 

There  are  some  indications  of  smaller  numbers  of  lard-typo  hogs 
being  placed  on  feed  in  Hungary  in  June  and  July.     In  May  the  number  of 
such  hogs  placed  on  feed  was  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  April  movement, 
although  these  figures  continue  to  run  somewhat  larger  than  those  of  a 
•year  ago.-    The  continued  relatively  large  feeding  activities  have  resulted 
in  considerable  imports  of  corn  from  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia  in  spite  of  the 
good  Hungarian  corn  crop  of  1934. 

Experts  of  live  hogs  from  the  Danube  Basin  during  the  first  6  months 
•of  1935  are  placed  at  206,000  head  against  138  ,  000  head   in  the  corresponding 
1934  period  and  250,354  head  during  the  first  half  of  1933.     The  export 
movement  during  July  exceeded  that  of  June  as  r  result  of  improved  demand 
for  inert-type  hogs  in  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia. 

Other  Countries 

Czechoslovckia 

The  decline  in  Czechoslovakian  hog  slaughter  suggested  by  the 
December  1934  census  continued  during  the  early  months  of  1935.  From 
March  through  May  killings  were  considerably  below  those  of  the  s.'mo  months 
of  last  year,  a  condition  which  is  expected  to  continue  during  the  remainder 
of  1935.     Total  slaughter  for  the  first  5  months  of  the  current  year  rerched 
1,935,000  head  against  1,928,000  head  a  year  earlier.     The  increr.se  over 

1934  figures  is  accounted  for  entirely  by  the  heavy  s  1f_  ughter  of  January 
and  February.    As  domestic  production  has  declined  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  volume  of  pork  produced  from  imported  hogs.     Live  hogs  from 
the  Danube  Basin  countries  have  assumed  real  importance  in  Czechoslovakia, 
particularly  as  a  source  of  hog  fat.     In  May  as  much  as  one-fifth  of  the  fat 
produced  in  Czechoslovakia  was  secured  from  hogs  imported  from  Yugoslavia, 
Hungary,  and  Rumania.    The  production  of  hog  f r  t  in  the  first  5  months  of 

1935  reached  51,624,000  pounds,  of  which  15  percent  was'  secured  from 
imported  hogs.     The  corresponding  1334  figures  were  50,227,000  pounds 
and  6  percent. 
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If  domestic  marketings  continue  to  doc  lino,  as  now  seems  likely, 
and  if  a  further  drop  in  hog  fat  consumption  is  to  bo  -.voided,  it  would 
appear  that  Chechoslovakia  will  bo  forced  to  incror.se  its  imports  of  this 
product,  either'  in  the  form  of  live  hogs  or  of  lard,  or  of  both.  At 
present,  import  duties  appear  to  favor  the  increased  imports  of  hogs.  The 
current  small  imports  of  lard  are  coming  largely  from  Hungary. 

Austria 

Hog  market  receipts  in  Austria   in  the  first  quarter  of  1955 
continued  larger  than  these. of  r  year  earlier,  but  a  sharp  decline 
developed  during  the  second  quarter  as  against  1934  figures.    This  decline 
in  marketings  developed  despite  larger  arrivals  of  foreign  hogs.  A 
smaller  available  supply  of  domestic  hogs  was  indicated  in  the  December 
1934  hog  census,  which  recorded  a  reduction  of  14  percent  in  numbers  as 
against  the  total  on  hand  in  December  1933.    The  March  1,  1955,  sample 
census  pointed  to  a  rapid  acceleration  in  the  downward  trend  of  hog  pro- 
duction during  the  remainder  of  the  year.    Young  brooding  stock  was  re- 
ported as  being  particularly  scarce.    The  unusually  sharp  decline  in  hog 
production  is  attributed  both  to  Government  efforts  to  restrict  production 
and  to  the  very  unfavorable  hog-food  price  relationships  in  1934. 

Improved  hog  prices  during  the  spring  of  1935  have  attracted  foreign 
hogs  in  increasing  numbers.     It  now  appears  that  all  Austrian  import 
allotments  made  to  nearby  countries  are  being  fully  utilised  and  that 
some  interest  is  being  shown  by  Austrian  producers  in  having  the  size  of 
the  allotments  reduced.    Stops  also  are  being  taken  to  bring  about  addition? 
.restrictions  on  the  production  cf  hogs  in  Austria.     It  is  reported  also  tha- 
the  Government  contemplates  increasing  further  the  import  license  charges 
for  foreign  feeds,  which  would  tend  to  raise  fee-."  costs.    The  price  advance: 
developed  to  date  may  cause  some  modification  of  these  plans  but  the 
Government  is  committed  to  a  general  policy  of  restrictions  oil  hog  pro- 
duction.   As' in  the  first  5  months  of  1934,  Austria  imported  no  lard 
during  the  corresponding  1935  period.    With  total  receipts  of  domestic 
and  foreign  hogs  now  running  considerably  below  those  of  last  year,  however 
it  would  appear  that  Austria  may  again  require  foreign  lard,  as  was  the 
case  in  the  second  half  of  1934.     In  tiu  t  period  1,137,000  pounds  were 
imparted,  all  of  which  came  from  the  United  States.

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WOULD  HOG  AND  F0?£  PBOSPSCTS 

Summary 

Supplies  of  hogs  for  slaughter  in  the  United  States  are  expected  to 
show  some  seasonal  increase  in  the  next  few  months,  "but  slaughter  in  the 
coming  winter  marketing  season,  October  to  April  1935-35,  will  be  much 
smaller  than  in  the  preceding  year.     Domestic  hog  prices  advanced  sharply 
in  August;  and  in  earlji  September  prices  were  higher  than  at  any  time  since 
1S29.    With  a  much  larger  corn  crop  in  this  country  in  1935  than  in  1934  now 
fairly  certain,  and  with  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  relatively  high,  a  consider- 
able increase  In  the  1935  fall  pig  crop  and  in  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  is 
probable. 

Prices  of  hams  and  lard  advanced  in  Great  Britain  during  August  but 
bacon  prices  declined.    British  imports  of  bacon  in  July  were  larger  than  in 
any  month,  since  February,  out  they  wore  smaller  than  in  August  last  year. 
Imports  of  lard  into  the  United  Kingdom  also  were  larger  than  in  recent 
months,  but  the  total  imports  for  the  year  thus  far  wore  materially  smaller 
than  a  year  earlier.     Imports  of  lard  from  the  United  States  during  the 
current  year  have  represented  a  much  smaller  than  usual  proportion  of  the 
total  British  imports. 

Import  duties  on  live  hogs  and  frozen  pork  in  Germany  were  reduced 

materially  in  late  August.     Imports  of  these  products  into  Germany,  however, 

are  still  subject  to  exchange  restrictions.    Purchases  of  frozen  pork  from 

Netherlands  and  hogs  from  Hungary  by  Germany  have  been  reported  since/the  duty 

reductions.     A  summary  of  a  report  on  the  hog  situation  in  Hungary,  as  well 

as  a  summary  of  a  report  on  the  trade  in  hog  products  In.  Czechoslovakia  is 
given  in  this  issue. 
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United  States 

As  hogs  from  the  1935  spring  pig  crop  "begin  to  "be  marketed  in  large 
volume,   slaughter  supplies  will  increase  seasonally,  hut  inspected  hog 
slaughter  in  the  coming  winter  marketing  season,  October  1935  to  April  1936, 
will  be  much  smaller  than  in  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Because  of  the 
short  supplies  of  hogs  available  for  market  and  the  improvement  in  consumer 
demand,  hog  prices  will  average  materially  higher  in  the  1935-36  winter 
season  than  in  1934-35.     With  the  relationship  of  hog  prices  and  corn  prices 
now  very  favorable  for  hog  feeding,  hogs  are  likely  to  be  fed  for  a  longer 
period  and  to  much  heavier  weights  than  a  year  earlier.     Thus  the  seasonal 
increase  in  slaughter  from  October  to  December  this  year  is  likely  to  be 
smaller  than  usual,  and  the  decline  in  hog  prices  in  these  months  probably 
will  be  less  than  average.     Since  a  much  larger  corn  crop  in  1935  than  in 
1934  now  appears  fairly  certain  and  with  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  above 
average,  material  increases  in  the  1935  fall  pig  crop  and  in  the  1936  spring 
pig  crop  undoubtedly  will  occur. 

After  the  sharp  rise  in  the  first  half  of  August  hog  prices  declined 
in  the  last  half  of  the  month,  but  in  early  September  the  high  level  of  mid- 
August  was  again  reached.     The  average  price  of  hogs  ait  Chicago  for  August  of 
$10.78  was  the  highest  monthly  average  for  that  market  since  July  1929.  The 
advance  in  hog  prices  in  the  last  2  months  has  been  somewhat  more  marked  at 
some  of  the  Missouri  River  markets  than  at  Chicago.     In  several  recent  weeks 
average  prices  of  hogs  at  East  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  and  St.  Joseph  have 
been  higher  than  at  Chicago,  whereas  xorices  at  the  two  latter  markets  are 
usually  lower  than  prices  at  Chicago.     The  United  States  average  farm  price  o; 
hogs  on  August  15  was  $10.22,  compared  with  $4.61  a  year  earlier  and  the  5-ye; 
1909-1913  August  average  of  $7.30. 

Slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  August  continued  very  small,  but  the 
decrease  from  July  was  somewhat  less  than  usual.    Hog  slaughter  under  Federal 
inspection,   totaling  about  1,668,000  head,  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  July, 
and  it  was  the  smallest  slaughter  for  August  since  1902.     In  the  4  months, 
May  to  August,  inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  of  only  7,380,000  head  has  been 
the  smallest  for  these  months  in  more  than  30  years.     The  increase  in  average 
weights  of  hogs  marketed  which  had  been  under  way  for  several  months  was 
checked  during  August.     The  average  weight  at  the  seven  leading  markets  of 
251  pounds  was  slightly  lighter  than  in  July,  but  it  was  10  pounds  heavier 
than  in  August  1934.     After  the  sharp  price  advance  in  early  August  a  con- 
siderable number  of  new-crop  hogs  were  marketed.    Many  of  these  were  un- 
finished and  sold  at  prices  considerably  below  those  paid  for  well  finished 
hogs. 

Corn  prices  declined  during  August  as  corn  crop  prospects  continued 
fairly  favorable  and  as  it  became  evident  that  supplies  of  feed  grains  and 
hay  generally  in  the  coming  winter  would  be  large  in  relation  to  livestock 
numbers.     The  average  price  of  No.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago  was  80.6  cents 
per  bushel  in  August  compared  with  84.8  cents  in  July  and  76.1  cents  in 
August  last  year.     It  was  largely  because  of  the  advance  in  hog  prices, 
however,   that  the  relationship  between  hog  prices  and  corn  prices  became 
more  favorable  for  hog  production  in  August  than  it  had  been  for  more  than 
2  years.  Based  on  farm  prices  on  the  15th  of  the  month,  the  hog-corn  price 
ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  in  August  was  14.1,   the  highest  for  any 
month  since  March  1933.     The  more  favorable  ratio  between  hog  prices  and  corn 
prices  already  has  been  reflected  in  heavier  weights  of  hogs  marketed,  and  it 
seems  probable  that  it  will  also  cause  a  material  increase  in  the  fall  pig 
crop  of  1935  and  in  the  spring  pig  crop  of  1936. 
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Wholesale  prices  of  hog  products  advanced  considerably  in  August. 
In  the  case  of  fresh  pork  prices,  however,  vide  fluctuations  occurred,  but 
the  general  level  of  fresh  pork  prices  in  recent  weeks  has  been  the  highest 
since  the  sunnier  of  1930.  Prices  of  cured  pork  advanced  sharply  in  the 
first  half  of  August,  and  these  advances  were  maintained  during  the  remainder 
of  the  month  in  most  cases.    Recent  price  quotations  on  cured  pork  are  the^ 
highest  since  the  summer  of  1923,  and  for  some  cuts  they  are  higher  than  at 
any  time  since  1926.     The  composite  wholesale  price  of  the  principal  nog 
products  at  Kew  York  was  $25.77  per  ICO  pounds  in  August  compared  with  ip22.59 
in  July  and  $16.52  in  August  last  year. 

Pork  exports  in  July  were  slightly  larger  than  in  June,  but  they  were 
only  about  one^half  as  large  as  in  July  a  year  earlier.    Lard  exports  in  July 
were  somewhat  smaller  then  in  the  preceding  month  and  they  were  only  about 
one  sixth  as  large  as  in  July  1934.     In  the  first  10  months  of  the  current 
hog  marketing  year,  beginning  October  1934,  pork  exports  have  been  reduced 
about  30  percent  compared  with  a  year  earlier  end  lard  exports  have  been  less 
than  one  third  as  large  as  the  October  to  July  total  in  1933-34.  Shipments 
of  pork  and  lard  from  the  principal  United  States  ports  continued  very  smell 
in  August. 

Shipments  of  hems  and  shoulders,  the  leading  pork  item  in  the 
United  States  export  trade,  totaled  5,832,000  pounds  in  August,  a  reduction 
of  5  percent  from  July  and  of  40  percent  from  the  corresponding  month  last 
year.    Most  of  the  exports  of  these  cuts  were  consigned  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  which  had  been  for  a  long  period  the  leading  export  outlet  for 
United  States  hams.    Exports  of  bacon  totaled  701,000  pounds  in  August, 
and,  while  larger  than  in  July,  the  August  shipment  was  the  smallest  for 
the  month  on  record.    Cuba  was  the  chief  buyer  of  American  bacon  during  July, 
taking  about  500,000  pounds. 

Exports  cf  lard  from  the  United  States  in  July  amounted  to 
4, 953, 000* pounds  and  probably  were  the  smallest  for-  any  month  on  record. 
For  the  first  month  on  record,  hard  exports  to  Cuba  were  larger  than  those 
to  any  other  country.     (See  'section  on  lard  in  Cuba,  page      ).  Shipments 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  for  many  years  the  leading  foreign  outlet  for 
American  lard,  amounted  to  only  1,773,000  pounds  compared  with  nearly  22,000,000 
pounds  in  July  1934.    The  decrease  in  lard  exports  in  recent  atonths  com- 
pared with  a  year  earlier  reflects  the  greatly  reduced  domestic  lard 
supplies  of  the  present  year.    Production  of  lard  under  Federal  inspection 
thus  far  in  the  present  hog  marketing  year  has  been  about  44  percent  less 
than  that  of  the  seme  period  a  year  earlier.     Storage  holdings  of  lard 
in  this  country  on  September  1  were  the  smallest  for  that  date  on  record. 

Canada 

'There  was  a  fall  in  the  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  of  almost 
80  cents  per  100  pounds  during  the  last  2  weeks  of  August,  from  the  high 
of  $10.25  United  States  currency  per  100  pounds  reached  in  the  second 
week  of  the  month.     The  fall  was  attributed  to  uncertainty  as  to  changes 
in  limitation  of  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom, 
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During  the  week  ended  August  22  some  shipments  of  sows  to  the 
United  States  were  reported.    Pour  loads  were  shipped  from  Winnipeg  to 
St.  Paul.     The  average  price  of  Ho.  1  sows  at  Winnipeg  for  the  week  ended 
August  22  was  $7.73  per  100  pounds  and  No.  2  sows  $6.73.     Good  packing- 
house sows  of  various  weights  at  St.  Paul  ranged  from  $9.54  to  $9.92  per 
100  pounds,  and  good  and  choice  feeder  and  stockor  pigs,  $10.26.  The 
tariff  on  hogs  imported  into  the  United  States  is  $2.00  per  100  pounds. 

The  number  of  hogs  graded  at  stockyards  and  packing  plants  of 
Canada  amounted  to  164,000  for  the  4  weeks  ended  August  29,  compared  with 
only  154,000  for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier.    Gradings  during 
1935  up  to  August  29  amounted  to  only  1,892,000  head,  a  decrease  of  5 
percent  compared  with  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    There  was  an  increase 
of  14-  percent  to  412,000  in  the  number  graded  as  select  bacon  hogs  and 
a  decrease  of  8  percent  to  776,000  in  those  graded  as  bacon  hogs.  Select 
bacon  hogs,  the  type  demanded  by  the  British  market,  constituted  22  per- 
cent of  the  total  (18  percent  in  1934),  and  bacon  hogs  41  percent  (42 
percent  in  1934) . 

Although  monthly  exports  of  Canadian  bacon  to  the  United  Kingdom 
still  ran  lower  in  July  than  a  year  ago,  the  total  for  the  first  7  months 
of  1935  amounting  to  84,351,000  pounds  was  3  percent  above  the  same  per- 
iod Last  year.    July  exports  amounted  to  10,559,000  and  were  4  percent 
smaller  then  in  July  1934.     The  first  2  months  of  1935  are  the  only  2 
months  this  year  showing  increases  in  bacon  exports  above  1934.    Since. then 
they  hove  been  smaller.    Bacon  shipments  to  the  United  States  for  the 
first  7  months  of  1935  v/ere  about  the  same  as  last  year  when  they  were 
small.    There  was  a  heavier  shipment  of  live  hogs  to  the  United  States 
in  July  than  a  year  ago  but  the  total  was  only  229.     Shipments  to  this 
country  for  the  first  7  months  totaled  only  552  against  985  last  year  for 
the  some  period.    Pork  shipments  to  this  country  from  Canada  for  the  first 
7  months  of  the  year  amounted  to  1,938,000  pounds  compared  with  only 
92,000  pounds  last  year. 

Canada  continues  to  expand  lard  exports,  the  bulk  going  to  the 
United  Kingdom.     Shipments  for  the  first  7  months  of  1935  to  the  United 
Kingdom  amounted  to  7,160,000  pounds  compared  with  only  468,000  pounds 
la.st  year  for  the  corresponding  period. 

Cuba 

The  sale  of  Anerican  lard  in  Cuba  continues  to  be  benefited 
by  the  reduction  in  the  Ctiban  import  duty  authorized  under  the  Trade 
Agreement  of  September  1934,  according  to  reports  from  the  American 
Embassy  at  Havana.    The  first  reduction  in  duty  was  from  $9.60  per  100 
pounds  to  $2.27  effective  September  3,  1934.    On  September  3,  1935, 
the  rate  was  reduced  to  $1.86  per  100  pounds.     Tiie  final  reduction  under 
the  terms  of  the  agreement  will  take  effect  on  September  3,  1936,  when 
the  duty  will  be  $1.45  per  100  pounds. 

Figures  on  imports  for  the  period  S ep t ember- July ,  1934-35,  show 
a  total  of  29,795,000  pounds  against  little  more  than  15,000,000  pounds 
imported  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1933-34.    In  the  last  few  days 
of  August  1935,  wholesale  prices  of  American  lard  in  Havana  stood  at 
around  $23.10  per  100  pounds  in  single  tin  lots  of  120  pounds  each,  and 
$22.85  in  lots  of  1,000  pounds  or  more.    A  considerable  amount  of  pure 
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lard  is  being  mixed  with  equal  quantities  of  compound  lard  after  arrival  in 
Cuba.    This  mixture,  consisting  of  equal  parts  of  two  ingredients,  was  being 
quoted  late  in  August  at  $20.10  per  100  pounds  in  single  tins,  $19.60  in  lots 
of  §1,000  pounds  and  $19.10  in  lots  of  2,000  pounds  or  over,     Quotations  on 
lard  compound  were  increased  by  50  cents  per  100  pounds  on  August  27.  The 
resulting  quotation  was  $16  per  100  pounds  in  single  tins,  $15. 50  in  1,000- 
pound  lots  and  315  in  lots  of  200  pounds  or' more. 

Uni ted_Kingd£m_and_Iri_sh  JFree_  Sta_te 

There  were  no  new  developments  during  the  month  in  connection  with 
the  proposals  to  alter  the  British  import  restriction  policy.  Negotiations 
have  been  conducted  with  Denmark  looking  toward  an  agreement  with  that  coun- 
try concerning  proposed  British"  import  duties  on  cured  pork  in  connection 
with  larger  import  quotas,  but  no  conclusions  have  been  announced  to  date. 

The  upward  movement  in  Liverpool  quotations  during  August  on  American 
.short  cut  green  hams  resulted  in  an  average  for  "^-^^^r^J  ?23-29  Pcr  100 
pounds,  according  to  the  London  office  of  the  For^gn /Service.     That  figure 
represented  an  increase  of  $1.70  over  the  August  1934  average  and  was  the 
highest  for  any  month  since  July  1930.     Total  ham  imports  into  Groat  Britain 
in  July  were  seasonally  larger,  but  they  were  considerably  below  those  of 
a  year  ago.     Total  ham  imports  for  the  season  October  1,  1934  to  July  31, 
1935  were  8.4  percent  smaller  than  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
1933-34  season.    Ham  imports  from  the  United.  States  represented  70.7  percent 
.of  the  July  imports.     Imports  from  the  United  States  so  far  this  season  have 
accounted  for  61.7  percent  of  the  total  ham  imports  against  64.8  percent  a 
year  ago. 

The  seasonal  decline  in  bacon  quotations  at  Liverpool  during  August 
brought  the  average  for  the  month  for  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  down  to  $19.54 
per  100  pounds  against  $20.75,  the  average  for  Avgast  1934.     This  is  the 
first  time  ,  since  last  March  that  average  prices  €  -.ring  the  current  season 
have  run  below  those  of  last  year.    Tne  August  average  for  Canadian  green 
sides,  at  ?il7.23,  also  represented  a  decline  below  last  year's  figure  to 
the  extent  of  §2.13.     Quotations  on  American  green  fellies  were  nominal. 
Unofficial  figures  on  weekly  receipts  of  bacon  in  Br.itish  markets  during 
August  indicate  a  continuance  of  the  somewhat  heavier  receipts  noted  during 
July.     Total  bacon  imports  in  that  month  reached  nearly  .58,500,000  pounds, 
the  largest  for  any  month  since  February  1935,  but  sti^.I  nearly  8,000,000 
pounds  smaller  than  receipts  for  July  1934. 

Total  bacon  imports  for  the  current  season  to  July  31  were  11.5  per- 
cent smaller  than  those  of  the  corresponding  1933-34  period.    Bacon  imports 
from  Denmark  during  July,  at  more  than  58,000,-000  pounds,  wore  higher  than 
for  any  month  since  August  1934.     Imports  from  other  continental  countries 
also  increased  somewhat  in  July,  but  the  figures  remained  woll  below  those 
of  a  year  earlier.     Imports  from  Canada  were  snail  or  in  July  than  in  any 
month  since  last  November.      Receipts  from  Canada  have  been  consistently 
below  those  of  last  season  each  month  since  February  1935.     Sihould  imports 
from  Canada  continue  at  the  current  rate,  it  is  probable  that  total  receipts 
from  that  source  for  the  1934-55  season  will  be  smaller  than  ir.\  the  1933-34 
.  season. Imports  from  the  Irish  Free  State  continue  somewhat  la.rger  than 
those  of  last  year. 

Lard  prices  advanced  in  Great  Britain  as  well  as  in  the  United  States 
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in  August.     The  average  price  of  refined  lard  at  Liverpool  for  the  month 
was  $17.08  per  100  pounds.     That  figure  was  $2.62  higher  than  the  July  averag 
and  was  one  of  the  highest  monthly  averages  in  the  post-war  period.  Total 
lard  imports  for  July  exceeded  16,000,000  pounds  and  were  larger  than  in 
other  recent  months.     The  current  figure,  however,  was  about  6,000,000  pounds 
under  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year  and  reflected  the  continued  rel- 
ative shortage  of  supplies  available  for  export  in  the  United  States.  Total 
lard  imports  for  the  current  season  to  July  31  were  35.7  percent  below  those 
of  the  comparable  period  of  last  season.     Imports  from  the  United  States  so 
far  this  season  have  accountod  for  only  62.8  percent  of  total  imports  against 
92.8  percent  last  year.    American  lard  has  been  particularly  scarce  during 
the  last  few  months,  imports  from  that  source  in  July  representing  only 
26.6  percent  of  the  total  for  the  month.     The  unusually  high  prices  have  at- 
tracted lard  to  the  British  market  from  Canada,  the  Danube  Basin,  Netherlands 
and  Denmark  in  unusually  large  volume. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  months,  August  receipts  of  fresh  British 
and  Irish  pork  at  London  central  markets  did  not  exceed  receipts  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1934.     The  current  figure,  however,  was  larger  than 
that  of  a  month  earlier  and  continued  to  reflect  the  somewhat  larger  volume 
of  pork  available  in  Great  Britain  for  both  the  fresh  and  cured  meat  markets 
this  season  as  against  last  year.    As  reflected  by  market  receipts,  however, 
the  indicated  increase  has  not  been  as  great  in  recent  weeks  as  it  was  some- 
what earlier  in  the  season.     This  is  particularly  true  of  the  English,  Scot- 
tish and  Welsh  markets.     Exports  of  live  hogs  from  Northern  Ireland  and  the 
Irish  Free  State,  particularly  the  latter,  continue  to  maintain  a  fair  mar- 
gin over  last  year's  shipments.     That  increase,  however,  is  relatively 
smaller  than  the  increase  over  1934  in  purchases  of  Irish  hogs  for  curing. 
Hog  numbers  in  the  Irish    Free    State  as  of  July  1,  1935,  were  14.3  per- 
cent larger  than  on  the  corresponding  date  in  1934. 

C_ountri_o_s  ij^P°H^ni       Br* iJ^i^hL^niar^e t;  supplies 

Bacon  exports  from  Denmark  in  July,  at  39,800,000  pounds,  were  some- 
what larger  than  in  other  recent  months.    The  general  outward  movement  of 
Danish  bacon,  however,   continues  in  line  with  the  requirements  of  the  British 
i  ;port  restriction  plan.     Total  exports  for  the  current  season  to  July  31 
were  15.7  percent  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  1933-34  period.  Recent 
reports  indicate  the t  the  British  suggestion  of  larger  import  quotas  bear- 
ing an  import  duty  have  been  unfavorably  received  by  Danish  producers. 
Danish  bacon  has  been  commanding  unusually  good  prices  in  recent  months,  and 
there  is  some  fear  of  lower  prices  resulting  from  the  British  suggestion. 
So  far,  there  have  been  no  indications  of  a  Danish  agreement  to  the  proposal 
of  an  import  duty  on  bacon  before  the  expiration  in  1936  of  the  existing 
Anglo-Danish  trade  agreement. 

Geraany 

Decreased  pork  supplies  and  advancing  prices  in  Germany  during  recent 
weeks  have  resulted  in  measures  to  improve  the  position  of  consumers.  The 
maximum  hog  prices  set  late  in  July  were  followed  by  import  duty  reductions 
on  live  hogs  and  frozen  pork,  effective  August  29.     The  rate  on  live  hogs 
was  reduced  from  50  reichsmarks  per  100  kilos  (9.15  cents  per  pound  J  to  10 
re i^,^mar^ ^^,1-^83  cents  per  pound),  according  to  the  Berlin  office  of  the 
Foreign/ Service.     The  duty  on  fresh  and  frozen  pork  was  reduced  from  100 
reichsmarks  per  100  kilos  (18.3  cents  per  pound)  to  13.5  reichsmarks  (2.5 
cents  per  pound). 
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The  new  rates  on  both  items  are  applicable  only  to  goods  imported 
through  the  Reich  livestock  office,  and  any  transactions  are  still  contin- 
gent upon  the  functioning  of  trade  or  clearing  agreements,  or  the  special 
allotment  of  the  necessary  foreign  exchange.     It  is  unlikely,  therefore, 
that  the  new  rates  would  have  any  significance  as  far  as  the  United  States 
is  concerned  even  if  this  country  were  in  a  position  to  offer  pork  at  com- 
petitive prices.     It  was  reported  on  September  4,  however,  that  the  new  rates 
have  resulted  in  the  purchase  of  15,000  frozen  hog  carcasses  from  Netherlands 
for  early  delivery,  and  of  40,000  live  moat-type  hogs  from  Hungary  for  de- 
livery before  January  1,  1936. 

German  hog  prices  during  August  appear  to  have  reached  the  maximum 
level  allowed,  judging  from  the  s toady  quotations  at  Berlin.    From  the  middle 
of  August  into  early  September,  heavy  hogs  in  that  market  averaged  around 
the  unusually  high  figure  of  51.50  reichsmarks  per  50  kilos,  making  an  equiv- 
alent in  United  States  currency  for  August  of  $16.79  per  100  pounds,  one  of 
the  highest  averages  in  the  post-war  period.    Receipts  at  14  markets  during 
July  of  273,000  head  were  seasonally  larger  than  in  June  but  continued  well 
below  the  July  receipts  of  the  two  preceding  years.     Total  receipts  at  those 
markets  for  the  current  season  to  July  31  and  slaughter  at  36  centers  were 
slightly  below  the  comparable  1933-34  figures.    For  the  last  few  months, 
however,  both  receipts  and  slaughter  have  been  considerably  under  the  com- 
parable 1934  figures.     In  August  and  early  September,  a  sharp  decline  in 
market  receipts  from  those  of  earlier  weeks  was  noted,  and  has  been  attrib- 
uted to  extensive  evasion  of  the  fixed  maximum  prices  for  hogs.    Bacon  im- 
ports during  July,  largely  from  Netherlands,  were  considerably  larger  than 
in  June.    Total  imports  this  season  continue  to  run  considerably  behind 
comparable  totals  for  other  recent  seasons. 

The  new  measures  taken  to  control  prices  of  fats  include  the  fixing 
of  lard,  beef,  and  tallow  prices  at  levels  no  higher  than  those  prevailing 
on  March  31,  1935.    The  new  order  became  effective  September  1,  as  did  an 
order  fixing  prices  to  producers  of  vegetable  oils.    These  measures  were 
largely  the  result  of  the  upward  movement  in  prices  of  certain  fats  and  oils 
noted  in  recent  months.    Difficulties  encountered  in  enforcing  other  market- 
ing decrees  also  influenced  the  decision  to  fix  the  prices  of  vegetable  oils. 
German  imports  of  lard  were  seasonally  smaller  in  July,  but  the  total,  at 
little  more  than  3,000,000  pounds,  was  one  of  the  smallest  figures  for  that 
month  on  record.    Denmark  appeared  as  the  chief  supplier  of  the  July  imports, 
with  receipts  from  Hungary  considerably  reduced  as  against  other  recent 
months,  and  imports  of  American  lard  at  a  negligible  level.    Total  lard  im- 
ports to  July  31  were  56.7  percent  below  the  comparable  1933-34  total. 

Danube  3a_sin 

Indications  are  that  feed  grains,  especially  corn,  will  be  in  smaller 
supply  this  year  than  last  in  the  Danube  Basin,  according  to  reports  from 
the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Despite  an  unu- 
sually high  post-war  corn  acreage  planted  this  year  (23,825,000  acres  against 
23,381,000  acres  in  1934)  the  Belgrade  office  estimates  the  combined  1935 
corn  crops  of  the  Basin  countries  at  only  about  413,562,000  bushels  against 
the  1934  crop  of  508,554,000  bushels  and  the  1929-1933  average  of  473,241,000 
bushels.    The  oats  crop  of  the  Basin  also  is  smaller  than  that  of  last  year. 
Some  increase  is  shown  in  barley  production,  but  the  degree  of  increase 
is  not  great  enough  to  offset  the  reductions  in  the  other  two  crops,  nota- 
bly in  corn. 
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'Hog  feeding  operations  in  Hungary  have  resulted  in  steady  imports  of 
corn  since  last  March  from  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia.    An  upturn  in  corn  prices 
early  last  spring  was  strengthened  by  drought  conditions  this  summer.  Hog 
prices  are  relatively  high  as  a  result  of  the  general  decline  in  numbers  in 
Europe,  but  the  corn  situation  may  limit  breeding  operations  somewhat,  es- 
pecially in  Hungary,  the  Basin's  leading  pork  and  lard  exporting  country. 

Hungary  1/ 

Hog  production  is  of  considerable  importance  in  the  Hungarian  national 
economy.    Hog  numbers,  above  2,500,000  in  1934,  are  not  large  when  compared 
with  numbers  in  more  prominent  producing  countries,  but  since  Hungary  is 
the  leading  Danubian  lard  exporting  country,  the  probabilities  of  further 
expansion  are  of  interest  to  American  hog  producers.     This  interest  has  been 
increased  by  the  development  of  European  trade  barriers  in  recent  years, 
and  by  the  1934  drought  in  the  United  States. 

Since  Hungary  is  a  corn-producing  country,  the  production  of  corn 
and  of  hogs  have  a  relationship  somewhat  similar  to  that  which  exists  in 
the  United  States.    Hogs  in  Hungary  arc  used  primarily  for  covering  the  moat 
and  fat  requirements  of  the  rural  population.    Commercial  transactions  in 
hogs,  particularly  for  export  as  hogs  or  as  products,  are  a  secondary  con- 
sideration.   Most  of  the  commercial  production  comes  from  large  estates, 
which  hold  only  about  two  fifths  of  the  Hungarian  hog  population.     The  three 
fifths  in  the  hands  of  small  farmers,  peasants,  and  landless  owners  are  used 
primarily  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  classes. 

Both  meat  and  lard  hogs  are  produced  in  Hungary,  the  latter  being 
by  far  the  more  numerous.    Most  of  the  hogs  owned  by  peasants,  etc.,  are 
of  the  lard  type,  but  the  fattening  of  hogs  for  market  is  conducted  princi- 
pally by  the  large  estates  and  commercial  feeding  plants.     The  Hungarian 
trade  in  fat  hogs  and  hog  products  was  developed  to  supply  the  large  markets 
of  the  old  Austro -Hungarian    Empire,  many  of  which  since  the  war  have  become 
export  markets.    Austria,  Czechoslovakia,  and  Germany  are  the  leading  markets 
the  trade  in  recent  years  being  based  largely  on  compensation  agreements 
and  clearing  arrangement s .     In  recent  months,  advanced  prices  have  attracted 
Hungarian  lard  to  the  British  market.     With  the  exception  of  lard,  however, 
the  increased  Hungarian  exports  of  hogs  and  pork  products  in  the  past  2 
years  have  not  yet  raised  exports  to  the  1929-30  level. 

Hungary's  real  advantage  in  the  current  international  trade  in  hogs 
and  their  products  lies  (1)  in  the  proximity  to  countries  deficient  in  fats 
and  (2)  the  ability  to  accept  manufactures  in  exchange  for  such  exports. 
They  have  been  encouraged  by    Government  subsidies,  and  additional  impetus 
appears  to  have  been  supplied  by  political  considerations. 

So  long  as  the  present  interest  in  international  trade  by  special 
agreement  is  maintained,  Hungary  probably  will  continue  to  find  itself  in 
a  favorable  position  with  respect  to  exports  of  hogs  and  hog  products.  Under 
such  conditions,  it  is  likely  that  Hungarian  exports  may  increase  further. 
Should  there  be  a  general  scaling  down  of  import  duties  and  other  trade 
•barriers  by  importing    countries,  however,  it  is    doubtful  whether  Hungary

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could  meet  competition  from  more  important  surplus -producing  countries. 
This  would  apply  particularly  to  competition  with  a  normal  supply  of  lard 
from  the  United  States. 

Czechoslovakia  1/ 

Prior  to  .1930,  Czechoslovakia  ranked  second  to  Germany  as  a  contin- 
ental European  consumer  of  American  lard.     Today  that  trade  is  at  a  neg- 
ligible level,   largely  as  a  result  of  import  restrictions  designed  to  favor 
domestic  production,  and,  more  recently,  trade  agreements  favoring  the  hog 
products  of  neighboring  countries. 

From  January  1  to  August  1,  the  duty  on  lard  was  300  crowns  per  IOC 
kilos  (5.81  cents  per  pound),  plus  a  turnover  tax  of  8C  crowns  per  100  kilos 
(1.50  cents  per  pound).     The  current  duty  on  lard. is  BOO  crowns  per  100 
kilos  (3.80  cents  per  pound),  plus  the  turnover  tax.     Fatbacks  and  sides, 
which  are  included  in  the  lard  quotas  now  in  effect,  have  been  paying  a 
duty  of  150  crowns  per  100  kilos  (2.85  cents  per  pound)  since  August  1 
against  the  former  rate,  effective  January  1,  1935,  of  240  crowns  per  100 
kilos  (4.50  cents  per  pound).    Lard  hogs,  which  weigh  more  than  260  pounds 
live  weight,  however,  pay  only  SO  crowns  per  100  kilos  (1.50  cents  per 
pound),  plus  a  turnover  tax  of  about  50  cents  per  head.     The  reduced  rates 
on  lard  and  fat  meat  are  effective  only  until  November  1,  1935. 

Present  prices  of  lard  from  all  sources  are  unusually  high,  but 
there  are  no  definite  indications  as  to  the  future  Czechoslovak  tariff 
policy  regarding  hog  fat.     The  Czechoslovak  tariffs  always  have  favored 
the  importation  of  live  hogs  as  against  lard,  but  the  higher  duties  in 
effect  since  January  1,   1935,  have  curtailed  imports  of  lard  and  fat  meat 
nad  have  given  an  additional  impetus  to  live  hog  imports,  especially  from 
Hungary.     This  change  worked  to  the  advantage  of  those  countries  with  which 
Czechoslovakia  is  trying  to  strengthen  political  and  commercial  relations. 

Czechoslovakia  is  a  highly  industrialized  country,  since  it  includes 
much  of  the  industrial  area  of  the  old  Austro-Hungarian  Empire.     The  coun- 
try is  noted  for  the  production  of  glass,  i^on,  steel,  textiles  and  leather 
goods.    Agricultural  resources  also  arc  important,  but  it  is  unable  to  pro- 
duce sufficient  fats,  especially  pork  fat,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  popu- 
lation of  about  14,500,000  people.     The  dietary  habits  of  the  people  are 
similar  to  those  of  neighboring  countries,  and  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  moat  and  fats  is  relatively  high.

Summary 


Domestic  hog  prices  have  declined  somewhat  from  the  high  level  of 
early  September  and  a  further  seasonal  drop  is  in  prospect,  Prices  of  hogs 
in  the  current  winter  marketing  season,  however,  will  average,  much  higher 
than  a  year  earlier.    Although  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  the  1935-36 
marketing  year  will  be. slightly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  it  is  pro- 
bable that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  1935  fall  pig  crop 
and  in  the  1936  spring  pig  crop.     Increases  in  these  pig  crops  will  result 
in  larger  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  after  the  spring  of  1936.  United 
States  exports  of  both  pork  and  lard  in  August  were  at  or  near  record  low 
levels. 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  in  early  September  were  estimated  to  be  10 
percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.     All  classes  of  hogs  except  bred  sows 
showed  decreases  this  year  compared  with  the  preceding  year.     The  decreases 
ranged,  from  8  percent  in  the  case  of  young  pigs  to  15  percent  for  slaughter 
hogs  over  6  months  of  age.     The  number  of  bred  sows  in  early  September  was 
reported  as  being  6  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier.     The  decreases  in 
numbers  of  slaughter  hogs  and  young  pigs  probably  will  cause  a  decrease  in 
slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  in  Germany  during  the  remainder  of  1935  and 
early  19360  The  increase  in  the  number  of  bred  so-,?s  doubtless  will  result 
in  some  increase  in  hog  slaughter  in  late  1936. 

!  ■         The  British  quota  for  imports  of  bacon  and  hams  for  the  last  quarter 
of  1935  has  been  provisionally  fixed  at  a  level  about  17  percent  less  than 
the  quota  for  the.  same  period  of  1934.   'The  share  of  the  total  quota 
allocated  to  the  United  States  -continues  at  8el  percent.     Imports  of  all 
hog  products  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  present  year  have  been 
smaller  than  last  year  with  greatest  decreases  being  in  lard  imports. 


United  States 


Hog  prices  pro"bat>ly  will  decline  seasonally  in  the  next  3  months 
as  slaughter  supplies  increase 1  from  present  low  levels.     Since  the 
increase  in  supplies  in  the  late  fall  and  winter  is  expected  to  "be  some- 
what less  than  normal,  the  decline  in  hog  prices  during  the  remainder 
of  1935  also  may  "be  less  than  usual.     Although  some  seasonal  increase 
in  hog  slaughter  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  1935-36  hog  marketing  year 
will  occur,  supplies  in  this  period  and  for  the  entire  winter  season 
will  be  much- smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1934-35. 
In  view  of  the  expected  smaller  slaughter  supplies,  the  very  low  level 
of  storage  stocks  of  hog  products  and  the  improved  consumer  .demand 
for  meats,   it  is  likely  that  hog  prices  will  average  considerably  higher 
in  the  winter  marketing  season  of  1935-36  than  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
in  this  period,  however,  will  he  somewhat  lower  than  the  unusually 
high  level  of  prices  prevailing  during  August  and  Septcmher. 

Prices  of  hogs  declined  slightly  in  the  last  half  of  Septcmher 
and  a  fairly  sharp  decline  occurred  in  early  Octohcr.     In  early 
Septcmher  the  top  price  of  hogs  at  Chicago  reached  $12.25,  the  highest 
price  paid  at  that  market  in  6  years.     From  the  third  week  in 
September  to  the  first  week  in  Octo"ber  hog  prices  declined  about  75 
cents  per  100  pounds  and  were  hack  to  the  levels  prevailing  in  early 
August,  when  the  recent  upswing  in  prices  began.     The  average  price 
of  hogs  at  Chicago  for  the  month  of  Septcmher  of  $10.95  per  100 
pounds  was  slightly  higher  than  that  for  August  and  was  the  highest 
monthly  average  for  the  Chicago -mark- t  since  July  1929.     The  decline 
in  prices  in  late  Septcmher  and  early  Octoher  was  somewhat  greater 
for  the  light  and  medium  weight  hogs,  than  for  the  heavier  weights  of 
hogs. 

Slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  were  reduced  seasonally  from  August 
to  Septcmher.     Hog  slaughter  under  federal  inspection  'in  September, 
totaling  1,453,000  head,  was  a"bout  44  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier  and  was  the  smallest  for  the  month  since  1917.     With  the 
increase  in  the  proportion  of  new-crop  hogs  in  the  market  supplies, 
average  weights  of  hogs  have  decreased  slightly  in  the  last  2  months, 
as  is  usual  for  this  time  of  year.     The  increase  in  the  proportion 
of  light  and  medium  weight  hogs  (mostly  new-crop  hogs)  in  the 
marketings  has  been  the  chief  cause  of  the  greater  drop  in  the  prices 
of  such  hogs  already  mentioned.     Despite  the  drop  in  recent  weeks, 
weights  of  hogs  are  still  considerably  heavier  than  a  year  earlier.  •; 
The  average  weight  of  hogs  at  the  seven  leading  markets  in  September 
was  250  pounds  compared  with  236  pounds  in  the  corresponding  month 
a  year  earlier  and  255  pounds  in  Septcmher  2  years  earlier. 

For  the  marketing  year  ended  Septcmher  30,  1935,  inspected 
hog  slaughter,  amounting  to  30,677,000  head,  was  ahout  13,000,000 
head  smaller  than  in  1933-34  and  was  the  smallest  for  any  marketing 
year  since  1909-10,      The  decrease  in  hog  slaughter  during  the 
marketing  year  just  ended  was  considerably  greater  in  the  summer 
season  than  in  the  winter  season.       Slaughter  under  Federal  inspection 
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in  the  period  from  May  tc  September  1935,  totaling  8,833,000  heal, 
was  about  7,700,000  head  smaller  than  in  the  s'xser  of  1934  and  was 
the  smallest  summer  slaughter  since  1896.    .The  proportion  which 
slaughter  in  the  summer  months  (May  to  September)  represented  of  the 
marketing  year  total  in  1934-35  was  the  smallest  for  any  year  since 
1390-91.     This  unusual  distribution  of  hog  slaughter  in  1934-35  as 
"between  the  summer  and  winter  seasons  was  brought  about  "by  the  relatively 
greater  decrease  in  the  1934  fall  pig  crop  than  in  the  1934  spring 
crop  and  also  "by  the  shortage  and  high  prices  of  corn,  which  caused 
hogs  to  "be  marketed  earlier  than  usual. 

Market  prices  of., corn  advanced  during  September  "but  farm 
prices  in  most  states  cn  September  15  were  lower  than  on  August  15. 
The  United  States  average  farm  price  of  corn  on  September  15  was 
73  cents  per  bushel  compared  with  8C.8  cents  a  month  earlier  and 
77.4  cents  a  year  earlier.     Eased  on  farm  prices  as  of  the  15th  of 
the  month  the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  in 
September  was  14.4  compared  with  14.1  in  August  and  8.2  on  September 
15,  1934.     With  production  of  corn  and  other  feed  grains  much 
larger  this  year  than  last  and  with  the  present  low  level  of  livestock 
numbers,  corn  prices  are  likely  to  continue  to  decline  as  new-crop 
corn  becomes  available  this  fall.  Thus  the  hog-corn  price  ratio 
probably  will  be  much  higher  this  fall  and  winter  than  last  year, 
and  as  a  result  the  number  of  pigs  produced  this  fall  and  next  spring 
will  be  considerably  larger  than  the  number  produced  in  the  fall  and 
spring  of  1934-35.     Increases  in  the  1934  fall  pig  crop,  however, 
will  not  be  reflected  in  larger  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  until 
tho  spring  and  summer  of  1936, and  increases  in  the  spring  pig  crop 
of  1935    will  not  cause  hog  slaughter. to  increase  until  the  fall 
and  winter  of  1936-37. 

Prices  of  fresh  pork  were  fairly  steady  in  September,  but 
prices  of  most  cured  ucrk  products  declined  during  the  month.  Lard 
prices  advanced  slightly  in  September.     The  composite  wholesale  price 
ef  hog  products  at  New  York  averaged  $25.51  per  IOC  pounds  in 
September  compared  with  $25.77  in  August  and  $18.30  in  September  last 
year. 

United  States  exports  cf  both  pork  and  lard  in  August  were 
at  or  near  record  low  levels.     Exports  of  pork  in  August  were  about 
20  percent  smaller  than  in  July  and  they  were  less  than  one  half 
as  large  as  in  August  1934.     A  considerable  part  of  the  decrease  in 
pork  exports  compared  with  a  year  earlier  was  in  fresh  frozen  pork. 
Imports  of  pork  in  August  were  much  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
although  still  very  small.     The  total  quantity  imported  during  the 
month  of  August,  amounting  to  665,000  pounds,  was  less  than  10  percent 
of  the  exports  of  pork  from  this  country  during. the  same  month. 
Shipments  of  pork  and  lard  from  the  principal  United  States  ports 
in  September  continued  much  smaller  than  in  September  last  year. 
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Expor'ts  of  haras  and  shoulders  in  August,  totaling  4,776,000 
pounds,  were  about  1,000,003  pounds  smaller  than  in  July  and  2,000,000 
pounds  smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1934.  About 
4,000,000  pounds  of  total  ham  and  shoulder  exports  were  consigned  to 
the  United  Kingdom.     In  August  last  year  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders 
to  that  country  amounted  to  about  6,000,000  pounds.    Bacon  exports 
in  Augist  were  very  small,   totaling  only  393,000  pounds  compared  with 
701,000  pounds  in  July  and  1,798,000  pounds  in  August  1934.    Most  of 
the  small  shipments  of  "bacon  during  the  month  were  consigned  to  Cuba. 

Lard  exports  from  the  United  States  in  August  amounted  to  only 
3,470,000  pounds  compared  with  09,755,000  pounds  in  August  1934. 
As  in  July,  Cuba  was  the  leading  export  outlet.      Consignments  to 
that  country  for  the  month  totaled  2,568,000  pounds  compared  with 
1,850,000  pounds  in  August  a  year  earlier.     For  the  12  months 
"beginning  last  September  in  which  lower  duties  for  lard  under  the 
new  Cuban  trade  agreement  have  "been  in  effect,  lard  exports  to  Cuba 
have  totaled  32,592,000  pounds    compared  with  16,902,000  pounds  in 
the  ct rresponding  months  from  September  to  Augist  l?33-34.  This 
increase  is  of  special  significance  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  lard 
supplies  in  the  United  States  and  the  decrease  in  exports  to  other 
countries.     For  many  years  the  United  Kingdom  has  been  the  leading 
export  outlet  for  United  States  lard,  but  shipments  of  lard  to  that 
country  from  the  United  States  in  August  were  less  than  1,000,000 
pounds. 

Canada 

The  September  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  at  Toronto  was 
slightly  below  the  August  price.     The  average  for  the  4  weeks  ended 
September  26  was  $9.35  (United  States  currency)  per  100  pounds  compared 
with  $9.90,  the  average  for  the  month  of  August,  and  $8.74  in 
September  1934. 

Gradings  at  stockyards  and  packing  houses  for  the  4  weeks  of 
September  this  year  numbered  only  1G2,000  head  and  were  almost  20,000 
head  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1934.     Gradings  from  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  September  26  aggregated  2,055,000  head,  a 
decrease  of  6  percent  compared  with  a  year  ago. 

Attracted  by  the  high  hog  and  pork  prices  in  the  United  States, 
shipments  of  live  hogs  to  this  country  from  Canada  during  the  month  of 
Augast,  alone,  wore  larger  than  annual  exports  for  the  pa. st  2  years. 
Exports  of  live  hogs  to  this  country  were  relatively  small,  however, 
amounting  to  only  1,427  hogs.     Last  year  during  the  same  month  no  live 
hogs  were  shipped  to  the  United  States  from  Canada.     The  total  for  the 
firjt  8  months  of  this  year  was  1,979  head  compared  with  985  head  a  year 
ago  for  the  same  period.     In  1927  live  hog  exports  from  Canada  to  the 
United  States  reached  195,000  head.    Pork  exports  to  the  United  States 
from  Canada  in  August  amounted  to  760,000  pounds  against  only  6,000 
pounds  in  August  a  year  ago.     The  total  for  the  8  months  this  year  was 
2,698,000  pounds  compared  with  only  98,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.  The 
annual  average  for  the  preceding  5  years  was  2,000,000  pounds,  whereas 
in  1927  shipments  to  this  country  reached  16,000,000  pounds. 
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Bacon  experts  to  the- United  States  were  practically  negligible. 
Shipments  of  bacon  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  August  amounted  to  8,256,000 
pounds  and.  exceeded  exports  in  the  same  month  of  1934  by  17  percent. 
Monthly  exports  from  Iv&rch  to  July  were  smaller  than  a  year  ago.  Exports 
for  the  first  3  months  this  year,  however ,  reached  92,607,000  pounds 
exceeding  the  same  period  last  year  by  5  percent.     Last  year  the  increase 
in  shipments  for  the  first  8  months  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1933 
was  over  100  percent.       .  . 

United  Kingdom  and  Irish  Free  State  . 

The  British  Board  of  Trade  has  announced  a  provisional  total  cured 
pork  import  quota  of  140 ,514';000  pounds  for  the  last  quarter  of  1935,  ac- 
cording to  cabled  advice  from  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  London. 
This  amount  is  to  be  divided  among  the  principal  suppliers  in  the  usual 
proportional  allotments  and  excludes  the  adjustments  which  may  be  necessary 
on  account  of  over  or  under- shipments  during  the  preceding  periods.  The 
October-December  quota  represents  a  reduction  of  about  12.5  percent  from 
the  quota  of  the  previous  quarter  (160,620,000  pounds),  and  16.8  percent 
from  the  quota  of  the  corresponding  1934  period. 

The  reduction  from  the  adjusted  rates  of  August-December  1934  for 
the  corresponding  1935  period  will  be  around  12.5  percent,  the  maximum 
allowable  under  earlier  commitments.    The  allowed  imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  from  the  regulated  countries  for  the  last  6  months  of  the  year  will 
approximate  301,134,000  pounds  as  against  344,202,000  pounds  during  the 
last  half  of  1934,  and  309,648,000  pounds  during  the  first  half  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  reductions  of  12.5  and  2.3  percent,  respecti/cly.    The  United 
States  share  remains  8  percent  of  the  total,  plus  the  usual  0.1  percent, 
or  11,382,000  pounds  for  the  October-December  period.     In  addition  to  their 
all«vred  imports,  minor,  suppliers  may  be  .allotted  smell  fractions  of  the 
Danish  quota. 

The  decline  in  Liverpool  quotations  on  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  dur- 
ing September  carried  on  the  downward  trend  in  evidence  since  July,,  making 
a  current  aver: go  of  $18.67  per  100  pounds.     That  figure  was  v2.70  below 
the  September  1934  average  and  the  loT/cs't  since  last  April. 

The  price  trend  in  the  months  July *■  Sept  ember  in  other  recent  years 
usually  has  been  upward,  but . apparently  the  current  movement  has  been  a 
reaction  from  the  high  averages  of  4-21.15  and  '$20.50  reacted  in  June  and 
July  respectively.    Those  figures  represent  sterling  prices  of  92  to  96 
shillings  per  hundredweight.     In  January-February  and  August-September  1934 
such  prices  were  rorched  for  the  first  . times  since  the  first  half  of  1930, 
but  it  appears  that  the  it:  de  cannot  maint'in  those  price'  positions  despite 
the  reduced  7olume  of  supplies.    Prices  of  Cancdiaji  green  sides  ad vr need 
during  September  to  re-ch  ah  average  of  £l7.35  for.  the  month.  The 
Canadian  quote  tions ,  hor-ever,  continued  well  below  the  corresponding  1934 
prices. 

Bacon  imports  from  Denmark,  over  40,000,000  pounds  during  August, 
showed  a  subst- -  n.tia.1  increase  over  those  of  preceding  months  this  se-son. 
The  total  for  the  season  October- August  1934-35,  a  little  over  400,000,000 
pounds,  is  a  12.5  percent  reduction  from  imports  of  the  1933-34  period  and

is  50.8  percent  below  the  Octcber-Au^ust  period  of  1931-32,  before  the 
quota  system  went  into  effect.    The  Danish  share  in  total  British  bacan 
imports  this  season  is  around  55  percent  compared  with  56  percent  last  year 
and  69  percent  in  1931-32.     Its  share  in  the  total  Imports  of  bacon  for  the  1 
current  season  from  all  foreign  countries,  however,  is  over  68  percent,  and 
its  share  in  total  cured  pork  imports  from  foreign  sources  is  in  line  with 
the  Danish  quota,  or  over  62.5  percent.     Bacon  imports  from  the  United  States  jl 
continue  unimportant.    The  total  for  the  season  to  August  31  st-.nds  at  a 
little  over  2,700,000  pounds,  or  4-4.7  percent  below  corresponding  1933-34 
imports  and  65.9  percent  below  those  of  1931-32. 

Imports,  of  bacon  from  Canada  showed  a  decided  drop  in  August  and 
were  nearly  2,000,000  pounds  under  those  of  July.     The  total  Canadian  ship- 
ments this  sec- son,  however,  stand  well  above  those  of  a  year  ago,  representing 
an  increase  of  7  percent,  388  percent,  and  40  percent,  respectively,  over 
those  of  the  1933-34  and  1931-32  seasons  and  the  1924-25  to  1928-29  average. 
The  Irish  Free  State  continued  to  send  substantially  increased  bacon  ship- 
ments to  the  British  market  during  August.     The  total  for  the  season  stands 
at  about  44,600,000  pounds,  or  37  percent  above  that  of  the  1933-54  period. 
Imports  from  the  Irish  Free  State  have  increased  by  81  percent  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  quota  system  but  are  still  21  percent  below  those  of 
1928-29.    Th.j  combined  Canadian  and  Irish  Free  State  share  in  total  hacon 
imports  this  season  to  August  31  is  nearly  20  percent,  whereas  last  se" son  it 
was  around  15  percent  and  in  1931-32  it  was  only  3  percent. 

Total  bacon  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  reached  only  728,000,000 
pounds  this  season  to  August  31,  as  against  816,000,000  pounds  last  year, 
1,030,000,000  pounds  in  1932-33,  and  1,179,000,000  in  1931-32,  showing  a 
reduction  of  over  38  percent  from  the  peak  year  1951-32. 

The  reaction  of  ham  prices  from  the  unusually  high  level  (4523.29 
per  100  pounds)   reached  in  August  resulted  in  a  Li'/erpool  average  for 
American  short  cut  green  hams  in  September  of  $22.96.    That  figure,  how- 
ever ,  was  $2.74  above  the  September  1934  average  and  the  highest  for  September 
since  1929.     Ham  imports  from  the  United  States  in  August  showed  a  marked 
falling  off  from  those  of  the  preceding  few  months  this  season.    The  current 
year's  total  imports  of  American  ham  to  August  31  showed  a  decrease  of  16 
percent  from  imports  of  the  corresponding  1933-34  period.    The  reduction  in 
ham  imports  during  the  last  3  seasons,  however,  has  not  been  so  severe  as 
the  decline  in  bacon  imports.     The  total  for  the  season  to  August  31  from 
all  sources  of  more  than  70,606,000  pounds  represented  a  decrease  of  but 
12  percent  and  16  percent,  respectively,  fr*m  the  corresponding  1933-34 
and  1931-32  periods. 

The  September  decline  in  Liverpool  lard  quot'  tions  resulted  in  an 
average  of  $16.23  per  100  pounds  against  r.n  August  aver  ge  of  $17.08.  The 
September  decline  developed  despite  an  unusually  small  volume  of  American  lard 
received  in  August.    This  season's  prices,  however,  remain  well  above  those 
of  the  1933-34  season;  the  September  1934  figure  being  ^.6.69  lower  than  the 
current  averge.     Total  lard  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  August 
continued  at  the  low  figures  of  preceding  months.     Total  imports  declined 
36  percent  from  comparable  figures  of  last  season.    The  United  States,  which 
in  the  season  1933-34  supplied  9*2  percent  of  the  total,  this  season  shipped 
but  58  percent.     In  fact,   imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  the  United 
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States  during  August  fell  to  700,000  pounds,  the  lowest  monthly  figure 
recorded  during  the  last  25  years.    Total  imports  this  season  from  the  United 
States  to  August  31  represent "a  decrease  of  nearly  60  percent  from  those  of 
corresponding  1933-34  figures. 

August  receipts  of  British  and  Irish  fresh  pork  at  London  Central 
Markets  of  3,600,000  pounds  showed  a  gain  of  ncrrly.  ,500, 000  pounds  over 
those  of  the . preceding  month.    This  seasonal  rise,  ho "ever,  is  less  marked 
than  usual,  monthly  receipts  representing. for  the  first  time  this  season 
a  reduction  from  those  of  a  corresponding  period,  in  1934.    The  tot.  l  amount 
of  pork  received  at  these  markets  for  the  1934-35  season ,  however ,  at  ~bout 
68,000,000,  is  12.6  percent  above"  thrt  of  the  1933-34  season. 

Countrie  s  imp  or 'ti  nt_  to_Bri  t  ish  market  .supplies 

Total  Danish  bacon  exports  for  August,  40  ,596 ,000  "pounds ,  were  only 
slightly  smaller  than  those  of  a  ycr  e  rlior  and  were '  Larger  than  for  any 
month  of  .the.  current  season.    The  increase  ever  last  year's  figures  is  -.11 
accounted  for  by  somewhat  larger  shipments  to  Germany,  the  current  move- 
ment to  Great.  Britain  being  somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  last  year.  Total 
bacon  experts  f or . the  current  season  to  August  31  were  14.6  percent  smaller 
than  the  comparable  1933-34  figures  rnd  49.4  percent  below  the  movement  of 
the  peak  year  1931-32.    Danish  advices'  indicate  dissatisf action 'with  the 
recently  announced  tentative  British  iraptrt  quotas  for  the  last  quarter  of 
1935.    The  Danish  position  ap  ears  to  be  that  too  short  notice  was  given  of 
a  pirn  which.  v;ould  reduce  Danish  export  slaughterings  from  the  current 
70,000  hogs  per  week  to  60,000  hogs. 

Germany 

Although  total  hog  numbers  in  Germany  were  smaller  on  September  4 
this  year  than  a  year  ago  by  10  percent,  the  marked  increase  of  6  percent 
in  the  number  of  bred  sows  indicates  greatly  increased  marketing  in  the 
last  half  of  1936,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
Division  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  H.  E.  Reed  of  Berlin. 

'7  "The  to'tLn  number  of  hogs  on  September  4,  1935  was  estimated  at 
22,610,000  according  to  the  cable  just  received,  compared  with  25,047,000 
on  the  same  d.ate  of  1934  and  25,348,000  on  September  1,  1931,  when '  the 
number  was.  the  largest;  on  record  for  that  time  ofyzcx.    Although  all 
classes  of  young  pigs  rnd  slaughter  animals  shored  decreases  as  compered 
with  the  number  in  September'  1934  there  was  an  increase  in  bred  sows  of  6 
percent.'   Bred' sows  of  6  months  to  1  year  numbered  288 ',000  'on  this  d?  to,  an 
increase  of  26  percent  above  the'  same  date  a  year  earlier ,  "whereas  bred  sows 
over  1  year  were  approximately  the  same  as  a  year  ago.    The  total  number  of 
brood  sows,  bred  and  not  bred,  was  smaller  than  a  year  ago  by  1  percent 
although  there  was  an  increase  in  those  of  G  months  to  1  year  cf  12  percent. 
The  decrease  in  older  brood    sows  was  5  percent. 
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Young  pigs  under  8  weeks  estimated  at  5,832,000  were  8  percent 
smaller  than  in  1934  and  pigs  of  8  weeks  to  6  months  numbering  9,652,000 
showed  a  decrease  of  9  percent.    All  slaughter  hogs  of  6  months  and  above, 
exclusive  of  breeding  stock,  numbered  5,063,000  head  this  September 
compared  with  6,037,000  a  year  ago  on  the  same  date,  a  decrease  of  15 
percent.      Last  year  slaughter  during  the  last  4  months  of  the  year 
amounted  to  7,057,000  compared  with  6,647,000  in  the  same  months  of  1933. 

Receipts  of  hogs  at  14  German  markets  during  September  totaled 
approximately  87,500.     This  represents  a  reduction  of  around  70  percent 
from  the  usual  monthly  receipts,  which  amounted  to  300,000  during  September 
last  year  and  averaged  297,000  for  the  1933-34  season.     The  sharp  drop  in 
monthly  receipts  occurred  in  August,  when  only  146,000  hogs  were  marketed, 
and  is  believed  to  be  a  result  of  the  fixing  of  maximum  hog  prices  in  the 
latter  part  of  July.     The  average  number  of  hogs  marketed  monthly  this 
seo.son  through  July  was  288,000.    The  price  of  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  dur- 
ing September  remained  unchanged  at  the  maximum  level  of  about  $18.80 
per  100  pounds. 

Bacon  imports  for  August  were  above  those  for  any  recent  month 
and  nearly  as  high  as  the  imports  for  August  1934.    Por  the  entire  season 
to  August  31,  however,  they  were  11  percent  under  corresponding  1933-34 
imports.    About  50  percent  of  the  imports  for  August  came  from  the  Nether- 
lands, 44  percent  from  Hungary,  and  6  percent  from  Spain  and  Denmark. 
Practically  no  shipments  of  American  bacon  have  been  received  in  Germany 
this  season. 

Lard  imports  into  Germany  continue  at  low  levels  compared  with 
those  of  last  season,  though  imports  for  August,  at  nearly  3,400,000 
pounds,  were  the  highest  since  February.     Over  65  percent  of  the  lard 
imported  came  from  Denmark.     Total  imports  for  the  season  to  August  31 
represent  a  reduction  of  54  percent  from  corresponding  1933-34  figures. 
There  are  no  signs  of  any  changes  in  the  German  situation  which  would 
suggest  any  material  increase  in  lard  imports  during  the  coming  winter. 
In  fact,  there  a.re  indications  of  conditions  approaching  an  acute  stage 
in  the  matter  of  German  fat  supplies. 

During  the  last  2  years  the  consumption  of  lard  in  Germany, 
formerly  supplied,  to  a  considerable  extent  by  imports  from  the  United 
States  has  been  materially  reduced,  first  by  a  policy  of  forced 
substitution  and  more  recently  by  reduced  American  supplies  and  result- 
ing high  prices.    At  present,  Germany  appears  to  be  unwilling  or  unable 
to  develop  ways  and  means  of  paying  for  increased  imports  of  fats  which 
seem  necessary.    See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  October  14,  1935,  for 
a  more  detailed  statement  on  the  German  food  supply  situation.

WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS 
Quarterly  Summary_ 

In  view  of  present  high  hog-corn  price  ratio,  a  material  increase 
in  the  number  of  pigs  produced  in  the  United  States  is  probable  in  the  fall 
of  1935  and  in  1936.       Some  expansion  in  hog  numbers  also  appears  to  be 
beginning  in  Germany  and  Denmark.     In  the  two  latter  countries  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  pigs  produced  will  probably  be  reflected  in  increased  hog 
slaughter  in  early  1936,  but  in  the  United  States  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  hogs  slaughtered  compared  with  a  year  earlier  is  net  expected  until  the 
summer  of  next  year.      Because  of  the  high  hog-corn  price  ratio,  however, 
average  weights  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  this  country  during  the  present 
winter  will  be  materially  heavier  than  last  year. 

A  substantial  increase  in  hog  numbers  was  recently  reported  for 
Great  Britain.     In  the  last  3  years  steps  have  been  taken,  in  the  form  of 
import  quotas,  to  reserve  a  large  share  of  the  British  pork  market  for 
the  domestic  product.     The  recent  increase  in  British  pig  numbers  apparently 
is  a  direct  outgrowth  of  this  policy.     Total  imports  of  bacon  into  the 
United  Kingdom  in  1934^35  were  38  percent  less  than  the  record  imports  of 
1931-32,  before  the  quota  system  was  initiated. 

Reports  indicate  a  considerable  shortage  of  hogs  and  hog  products 
in  importing  countries  of  Continental  Europe.     A  major  part  of  this  shortage 
is  in  lard,  imports  of  which  have  been  sharply  curtailed  by  trade  restrictions 
in  the  last  2  years.     Supplies  of  all  fats  in  Germany  are  small,  and  efforts 
are  being  made  in  that  country  to  increase  domestic  hog  production    and  to 
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increase  imports  of  fats.      Because  of  the  short  corn  crop  in  the  Danube 
Basin  in  1935,  exports  of  live  hogs  and  of  lard  from  Hungary  to  Germany  , 
Czechoslovakia,  and  Austria  will  "be  smaller  in  the  next  6  months  than  they 
were  a  year  earlier.     With  the  shortage  of  supplies  of  hogs  and  lard  in 
continental  Europe  in  recent  months,  there  has  "been  some  tendency  to  lessen 
the  restrictions  on  imports  of  hogs  and  fats. 

Recent  estimates  indicate  that  hog  numbers  in  Canada  in  mid-summer 
1935  were  slightly  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  and  smaller  than  for  many 
years.     Inspected  hog  slaughter  in  Canada  thus  far  in  1935  also  has  "been 
slightly  smaller  than  last  year.    But  Canadian  exports  of  bacon,  mostly  to 
Great  Britain,  have  "been  somewhat  larger  in  1935  than  a  year  earlier  and 
materially  larger  than  in  1932  and  1933. 


Hog  Numbers. 

Estimates  of  hog  numbers  in  the  early  fall  of  1935  for  Germany  and 
Denmark  indicate  some  tendency  to  increase  numbers  from  the  low  point  reachec 
in  the  summer  of  1935.    Although  total  hog  numbers  in  Germany  were  lower 
than  in  September  1934  by  10  percent,  there  was  an  increase  in  young  bred  son 
of  26  percent.     The  increase  in  the  total  number  of  bred  sows  was  6  percent. 
In  Denmark  the  October  5,  1935  estimate  of  all  hogs  on  hand  showed  an 
increase  of  6  percent  above  the  estimate  of  October  15,  1934.     The  number  of 
sows  in  farrow  on  October  3,  1935  was  22  percent  larger  than  in  October  1934. 

The  United  Kingdom,   the  principal  deficit  country  for  hog  products 
has  increased  hog  numbers  in  1935  to  the  largest  number  ever  reported*  or 
4,525,000,  an  increase  of  16  percent  above  1934,     The  number  in  England  and 
Wales  increased  15  percent,   Scotland,  24  percent,  and  Northern  Ireland, 
20  percent.     Irish  Free  State,  which  exports  live  hogs  and  bacon  to  the  Unite 
Kingdom,  increased  hog  numbers  14  percent  between  June  1934  and  June  1935. 
(See  table,  page      7  )• 

The  Canadian  estimate  of  number  of  hogs  for  all  provinces  except 
British  Columbia  indicates  that  numbers  in  all  Canada  on  June  1,  1935  were 
about  3, 544,000,  a  reduction  of  3  percent  compared  with  1934.    Hog  numbers 
in  Canada  at  present  are  the  smallest  for  a  number  of  years. 
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Hog  numbers  in  13  surplus  and  deficit  countries,  including  Canada, 
in  mid-summer  were  approximately  47,095,000,  a  decrease  of  5  percent  compared 
with  a  year  earlier.     (For  table  on  World  Hog  numbers  and  statistics  on 
trade  for  principal  countries,  see  World  Situation  for  Hogs  and  Pork, 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  October  21,  1935,  a  reprint  of  which  is  now 
available) . 

Commerc ial  Hog  Slaughter 

Commercial  hog  slaughter  in  five  ^ nonEuropean  surplus  hog  producing 
countries  for  the  first  three  quarters-  of  1935  showed  a  reduction  of 
38  percent  to  21,919,000  head  compared  with  a  year  ago.     Approximately  85 
percent  of  the  total  number  were  slaughtered  in  the  United  States  where 
federally  inspected  slaughter  for  the  period  under  discussion  decreased 
41  percent.      There  was  also  a  decrease  of  2  percent  in  inspected  slaughter 
in  Canada  and  a  decrease  in  slaughter  in  Argentine  freezing  establishments 
cf  19  percent.     However,  slaughter  of  hogs  in  1935  showed  an  increase  in 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  over  a  year  earlier. 

An  unofficial  estimate  places  slaughter  in  Denmark  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  1935  at  about  14  percent  below  a  year  ago  when  it  amounted 
to  3,734,000  head.     The  number  of  pigs  bought  for  curing  in  Irish  Free 
State  was  765,000  or  7  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1934. 

There  was  an  increase  of  12  percent  in  the  number  of  fat  hogs 
marketed  in  the  United  Kingdom  reaching  1,006,000  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  1935.    Hog  slaughter  in  Germany  for  the  first  three  quarters 
fell  off  1  percent  to  12,217,000  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 


International  Trade  in  Hog  Products 

Live  hog  exports  from  the  Danube  Basin  countries  were  much  larger 
this  year  than  last.     Trade  in  hog  products  between  the  principal  surplus 
and  ateficit  countries  was  much  smaller  in  the  first  three  quarters  of  1935 
than  in  the  previous  year  when  it  was  below  1933,  with  the  exception  of 
an  increase  in  lard  exports  from  Hungary.    Exports  from  the  United  States, 
Denmark,  and  the  Netherlands  were  even  smaller  than  in  the  same  period 
of  1934  while  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  were  19  percent 
and  36  percent  respectively  below  this  period  of  1934.   (See  Foreign  Crops 
and  Markets,  October  21,  1935,  for  details  of  exports  and  imports  by 
countries  for  last  few  years).

According  to  the  Agricultural  Outlook  Report  for  1935-36  recently 
released  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,   the  downward  trend  in 
hog  production  (pigs  raised)  which  began  in  the  fall  of  1933  apparently 
ended  in  the  spring  of  1935,  and  increasing  production  is  expected  during  • 
the  fall  of  1935  and  in  1935  and  1937.     Supplies  of  hogs  for  slaughter 
in  the  present  marketing  year  which  ends  Se-otember  30,  1936,  however, 
-Drobably  will  be  even  smaller  than  the  very  small:  supplies  in  the  previous 
marketing  year.     The  decrease  in  slaughter  supplies,  as  compared  with 
those  of  a  year  earlier,  is  likely  to  occur  entirely  in  the  winter  since 
slaughter  in  the  summer  of  1936  is  exoected  to  be  considerably  larger  than 
in  the  summer  of  1935.     Average  weights  of  hogs  slaughtered  in  l935-3o 
will  be. heavier  than  in  1934-35,  which  will  offset,  at  least  in  part, 
the  decrease  in  the  number  slaughtered. 

Further  improvement  in  consumer  demand  for  hog  products  in  this 
country  is  probable,  but  little  improvement  in  the  present  restricted 
foreign    outlet  for  American  hog  products  is  in  prospect.     In  view  oi  tne 
continued  small  slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  and  the  further  improvement  in 
domestic  demand,   it  is  probable  that  the  yearly  average  of  hog  prices  in 
the  marketing  year  1935-36  will  be  higher  than  the  yearly  average  ci  1934-35. 
However,  since  slaughter  supplies  in  the  summer  of  1936  are  expected  to  oe 
larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier,  the  average  of  prices  for  tne  summer^ 
season  of  1936  is  likely  to  be  lower  than  that  of  the  corresponding  period 
a  year  earlier.     It  is  not  nrobable  that  hog  prices  will  reach  at  any 
time  in  the  1935-36  hog  marketing  year  the  high  levels  of  the  late  summer 
cf  1935. 

Hog  prices  declined  steadily  from  late  September  to  early  November. 
The  decline  in  prices  during  this  period  amounted  to  about  $2.00  per  100 
pounds  and  it  was  about  equal  to  the  advance  in  prices  which  occurred  from 
late  June  to  mid-August.     Seasonal  expansion  in  slaughter  supplies  of 
hogs  and  relatively  large  slaughter  supplies  of  other  livestock  were  the 
chief  factors  responsible  for  the  dro-o  in  prices.     The  average  ^rice  of 
hogs  at  Chicago  for  the  month  of  October  was  $9.83  compared  with  $10.95 
in  September  and  $5.60  in  the  corresponding  month  a  year  earlier.  The 
decline  in  prices  in  recent  weeks  has  been  somewhat  greater  at  the  Missouri 
River  markets -than  at  Chicago. 

Slaughter  supplies  of  hogs  increased  during  October,  as  is  usual 
for  this  time  of  the  year,  when  hogs  from  the  spring  pig  crop  begin  to  be 
marketed  in  large  volume.    Hog  slaughter  under  Federal  inspection  in 
October,  amounting  to  2,135,000  head,  was  42  percent  larger  than  in 
September,  but  it  was  40  percent  less  than  in  October  1935.     This  decrease, 
as  compared  with  a  .year , earlier ,  is  about  in  line  with  that  in  ether  recent 
'months.    Although  average  weights  of  hogs  declined  in  October,  the  decline 
was  less  than  normal  for  that  month.     The  average  weight  of  hogs  at  the 
seven  leading  markets  for  the  month  was  242  pounds  compared  with  250  pounds 
in  September  and  218  pounds  in  October  last  year. 
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Farm  prices  of  corn  in  the  Corn  Belt  declined  irregularly  from  September 
15  to  October  15.     In  the  Eastern  Corn  Belt  prices  declined  only  slightly, 
while  in  the  Western  Corn  Belt  a  greater  decline  occurred.     For  the  Corn  Belt 
as  a  whole,  however,  the  drop  in c  orn  prices  was  relatively  less  than  the 
decline  in  hog  prices.     Based  on  farm  prices  as  of  the  15th  of  the  month,  the 
hog-corn  price  ratio  in  the  North  Central  States  was  13.9  in  October  compared 
with  14. 4  in  September  and  7.1  in  October  a  year  earlier.    Market  prices  of 
corn  strengthened  materially  in  the  first  half  of  October  and  then  declined 
sharply  late  in  the  month.    Based  upon  the  average  price  of  hogs  and  the 
average  price  of  No.  3  Yellow  corn  at  Chicago,   the  hog-corn  price  ratio  in 
October  was  lower  than  in  September.     In  recent  weeks  corn  prices  have  been 
shifting  from  an  old  crop  to  a  new  crop  basis.     Some  regions,,  such  as  the 
Western  Corn  3elt,'  which 'for  several  months  have  been  fleficit  areas  are  now 
becoming  surplus  areas.    Also  the  quality  of  the  new  crop  in  many  sections 
is  below  average  and  this  is  being  reflected .in  farm  prices  of  corn.  With 
numbers  of  hogs  and  cattle  at  a  relatively  low  level  and  a  much  larger  corn 
crop  this    year  than  last,  the  ratio  of  hog  prices  to  corn  prices  during  the 
coming  winter  is  likely  to  be  very  favorable  for  increased  hog  production. 

Prices  of  fresh  porkJ  declined  sharply  in  October  and  some  decline 
occurred  in  lard  prices.     Prices  of  most  cuts  of  cured  pork  were  about 
steady  during  the  month.     The:  average  .wholesale  price  of  hog  products  at 
New  York  in  October  was  $24.60  per  100  pounds  compared  with  $25.79  in 
September  and  $16.82  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1934.     October  was  the 
first  month  in  the  present  calendar  year  in  which  the  composite  wholesale 
price  of  hog  products  was  lower  than  the  average  price  of  the  preceding 
month. 

Exports  of  hog  products  continued  to  decline  in  September..  Pork 
exports  during  the  month  were  about  31  percent  smaller  than  in  August  and 
less  than  half  as  large  as  in  September  1935.     Lard  exports  in  September 
this  year  probably  were  the  smallest  for  any  month  in  more  than  50  years. 
In  the  1934-35  hog  marketing  year  exports  of  pork  were  about  34  percent 
smaller  than  those  of  the  preceding  marketing  year  and  much  below  the 
average  of  other  recent  yea.rs.     Lard  exports  in  1934-35  of  only  142,000,000 
pounds  were  about  73  percent  smaller  than  in  1933-34  and  were  the  smallest 
for  any  year  in  the  present  century  at  least.     Shipments  of  pork  and  lard 
from  the  principal  United  States  ports  in  October  continued  at  a  level 
much  below  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  hams  and  shoulders  in  the  1934-35  marketing  year , totaling 
about  58,000,000  pounds,  were  10,000,000  pounds  smaller  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  whereas  the  decrease  in  exports  of-  all  pork  was  a"bsut 
54,000,000  pounds.     A  large  part  of  this  reduction  in  total  pork  exports 
was  brought  about  by  the  decline  in  export  shipments  of  fresh  and  frozen 
pork,  which  were  unusually  large  in  1933-34,     Exports  of  bacon  in  1934-35, 
amounting  to  only  7,800,000  pounds,  were  nearly  15,000,000  pounds  smaller 
than  in  1933-34.     Although  a  larger  quantity  of  hams  was  exported  to  Cuba 
in  1934-35  than  in  the  preceding  year,  Great  Britain  continued  to  be  the 
chief  foreign  outlet  for  this  product,  taking  about  85  percent  of  the 
total  United  States  exports  compared  with  87  percent  in  1933-34. 
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The  decrease  in  lard  exports  in  1934-35  compared  with  1933-34 
amounted  to  383,000,000  pounds.    Shipments  of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom 
in  1934-35  amounted  to  about  98,000,000  pounds  compared  with  about 
311,000,000  uounds  in  1933-34.    Thus  more  than  200,000,000  pounds  of 
the  decrease  in  lard  exports  in  the  1934-35  marketing  year  was  m  the  ship 
ments  of  lard  to  Great  Britain.    Lard  experts  to  Cuba  in  1934-35  of  about 
29,500,000  uounds  were  about  9,000,000  pounds  larger  than  those  of 
1933-34.    The  decline  in  total  United  States  lard  experts  in  the  last  year 
has  resulted  chiefly  from  the  marked  decrease  in  domestic  lard  production. 
Exports- -to  Cuba  were  increased  despite  the  decreased  domestic  proaucxion 
because  of  the  lowering  of  Cuban  import  duties  on  lard  under  the  previsions 
of  the  trade  agreement  between  this  country  and  Cuba  which  became  effective 
in  September  1934. 

A  detailed  statistical  summary  of  the  hog  situation  for  the  1934-35 
marketing  year  and  comparisons  with  earlier  years  appears  on  page  14^  of 
this  issue.     It  will  be  observed  that  the  total  dressed  weight  of  federally 
inspected  hog   slaughter  in  1934-35  was  32  percent  smaller  than  in  1933-34 
and  36  percent  less  than  the  5-year  average.    Because  of  the  decrease  m 
storage  holdings  of  hog  products  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  also  because  of  the  decrease  in  exports  compared  with 
earlier  years,  the  decrease  in  domestic  disappearance  of  hog  products  was 
■less  than  the  decline  in  ^reduction.    Ayparent  consumption  of  federally 
inspected  pork  including  lard  in  1934-35  was  26  percent  smaller  than  m 
1933-34  and  28  percent  below  the  5-year  average.    T/.e  decrease  in  lard 
production  in  1934-35  was  considerably  greater  than  the  decrease  in  the 
dressed  weight  of  hog  slaughter,  since  the  yield  of  lard  per  100  pounds 
of  hog  was  sharply  reduced.    Production  of  lard  under  Federrl  inspection 
of  792,000,000  pounds  in  1934-35  was  about  45  percent  smaller  than  in 
1933-34  and  was  the  smallest  volume  produced  in  about  25  years.    The  yield 
of  lard  per  100  pounds  of  hog  in  1934-35  was  11.75  pounds  which  was  much  the 
smallest  in  the  years  since  1920  fer  which  records  are  availrble.    The  de- 
crease in  exports  of  lard  in  1934-35  compared  with  earlier  years  .and  the 
reduction  of-  storage  holdings  during  1934-35  prevented  the  decrease  in  the 
domestic  disappearance  of  lard  from  being  so  large  as  the  decline  in  pro- 
duction.   Apparent  consumption  of  federally  inspected  lard  in  19.54-35  was 
only  25  percent  surlier  than  in  1933-34  in  contrast  to  the  decline  of  45 
percent  in  domestic  production. 

Preliminary  plans  for  a  2-year  adjustment  progr:m  for  corn  and  hogs 
were  recently  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.    The  extent  of  the 
adjustments  to  be  required,  the  amount  of  adjustment  payments,  and  other  de- 
tails of  the  new  program  have  not  yet  been  determined.    The  chief  objectives 
of  the  new  program  are:     (1)  prevention  of  an  excessive  production  of  corn 
in  1936  andX1937,   (2)  allowance  of  an  increase  in  the  1936  pig  crop  that 
would  be  'at  least  as  great  as  it  is  estimated  would  take  plrc'e  if  no  adjust- 
ment program  were  in  effect,  (5)  prevention  of  an  excessive  increase  in  the 
1937  pig  crop.

The  average  price  of  bacon  hogs  '.t  Toronto  is  no::  c  little  over 
r.  dollar  per  100  pounds  higher  than  c.  year  r.go.    The  c.vor.' go  price  for 
the  5-week  period  ended  October  31  was  $8.86,  American  currency,  per  100 
pounds  compered  with  y8.14  c.  year  "go.    The  usual  seasonal  downward  trend 
has  been  in  evidence  since  August,"  '•  Heavier .  receipts  and  the  anticipation 
of  a  decline  in  the  British  b-can  prices,  has  brought  the  price  at  Toronto 
to  about  „>1»06  per  100  pounds  below' -the  August  price  :  nd  52  cents  below 
that  of  September. 

Gradings  at  all  stock  yards  and  packing  plants  during  the  5  weeks 
ended  October  31,  amounted  to  273,000  head  compared  with  only  237,000 
head  during  the  same  month  a  year  ago.    Weekly  offerings  rveraged  55,000 
head  in  October  this  year  compared-  with  41,000  head  in  the  preceding  month, 
and  47,000  herd  a  year  ago.    Gradings  for  the  year  1935  up  to  October  31, 
however,  reached  only  2,327,000  head  compared  with  2,447,000  head  last 
year  for  the  same  period. 

Live  hog  exports  to  the  United  States  for  the  first  9  months  of 
1935  amounted  to  6,052  head  and  were  6  times  larger  tfcrn  for  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier.    This  is  the  largest,  number  shipped  to  this  country 
since  1928.    The  bulk  of  this  number,  or  4,073  head,  was  shipped  in 
September.    During  the  first  week-  of  October  1,071  hogs  Here  reported  as 
moved  through  Fort  Erie  to -Buffalo.     Canadian  hoas  sold  at  Buffalo  from 
$11.50  to  $11.60  according  to  the  Canadian  Livestock  and  Heat  Trade  Review, 
whereas  native  hogs  sold  at  §11.60  to  $11. 75. 

In  September  bacon  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to 
6,237,000  pounds,  the  smallest  monthly  shipments  so  far  this  year.  Ex- 
ports from  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  September  30,  amounted  to  98,843,000 
pounds,  an  increase  of  5  percent  .above  a  year  earlier.     The  increase  last 
year  --bove  the  preceding  year  for  this  period  was  82  percent.    Exports  of 
pork  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  sirr  11  but  those  to  the  United  'States  amountoi 
to  3,134,000  pounds  compared  with  only  105,000  pounds  a  year  ".go. 

Lard  exports  continue  relatively  l^rge.     September  shipments,  princi- 
pally to  the  United  Kingdom,  reached  906,000  pounds  compared  with  only 
19,000  pounds  in  September  1934.    The  total  from  the  beginning  of  1935  to 
September  30  re^ched  9,346,000  pounds  compared  with  only  845,000  pounds  a 
year  earlier.    Lard  exports  from  Canada  for  the  5-year  period  1925-1929 
averaged  only  4,020,000  pounds. 

The  United_Kingdom__and_  Irish_Fr ee_.  State 

There  have  been  no  new  developments  in  the  British  program  far 
limiting  pork  imports  since  the  reduction  in  quotas  for  the  last  quarter 
of  1955,  announced  on  September  15.     It  is  apparent  that  the  import  limita- 
tion program  has  been  accompanied  by  a  material  increase  in  hog  numbers 
throughout  the  British  Isles  during  1935.     This  increase  was  in  sharp  con- 
trast to  developments  in  other  European  deficit  aareas,  -recording  to  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  H.  E.  Reed  at  Berlin.     Livestock  returns  as  of  June  1, 
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1935,  indicated  an  increase  of  nearly  15  percent  over  1934  hog  figures  in 
England  and  "'ales;  of  nearly  24  percent  in  Scotland;  and  core  than  20  per- 
cent in  Northern  Ireland.     Numbers,  in  the  Irish  Free  State  also  increased 
by  more  than  14  percent. 

The  import  limitation  program,  however \  has  r.ot  been  so  successful 
as  was  anticipated  in  maintaining  or  improving  prices  paid  to  British  hog 
producers.  In  fact ,  hog  prices  have  shown  a  downward  tendency  since  late 
in  January  1935.  The  downward  trend  carried  .open  market  prices  for  bacon 
hogs  to  the  lowest  level  reached  since  Ho /ember  1932.  Contr.  ct  prices  for 
basic  bacon  hogs  in  October  1935  were  the  lowest  for  any  month  since  the 
hog-control  program  became  operative. 

The  downward  tendency  in  prices  of  bacon  hogs  was  stimulated  by 
overshipments  from  quote   countries  during  the  period  July  1  -  September 
30,  1935.    Denmark. made  the  heaviest  overshipments,  with  excess  quantities 
also  coming  from  all  other  major  European  supplying  countries  oXGept  Sweden. 
A  considerable  share  of  these  extra  supplies  as  well  as  accumulations  by 
British  curers,  was  intentional  in  anticipation  of  the  August  holiday  trade. 
However,  the  market  was  apparently  oversupplied  and  a  sharp  break  in  prices 
developed  during  September.    This  resulted  in  the  unusually  low  bacon  hog 
contract  price  established  for  October. 

In  view  of  the  general  scarcity  of  Continental  hogs  available  for  ex- 
port during  the  next  few  months,  it  seems  unlikely  that  British  prices  will 
decline  this  winter  to  the  extent  of  the  average  seasonal  decline  in  recent 
years.     In  fact,  the  Continental  supply  situation  may  even  prevent  any  sig- 
nificant downward  movement  in  British  prices.    So  far  during  1935  British 
bacon  curers  have  been  unable  to  contr  ct  for  a  sufficiently  large  number 
of  domestic  hogs  to  cover  their  bacon  production  requirements  preperly. 
It  is  estimated  that  .appro:  im:  tcly  1,850,000  hogs  were  placed  under  con- 
tract for  the  year  lr35,  an  increase  of  400, C00  head  over  1934  figures. 
Despite  this  increase,  however ,  it  is  reported  that  curers  have  found  it 
necessary  to  purchase  some  20,00©  hogs  monthly  in  the  open  market •  During 
certain  periods  of  the  past  year,  such  as  the  Jubilee  season  of  May  and  June 
Bacon  prices  reached  levels  high  enough  to  result  in  fairly  attractive 
contract  prices  for  bacon  hogs.     Generally  speaking,  however,  the  hog  prices 
established  on  the  b? sis  of  prevailing  bacon  prices  have  not  been 
sufficiently  high  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  number  of  hogs  under  contract 

The  stronger  tone  in  the  Liverpool  bacon  market  during  October  re- 
sulted in  Danish  Wiltshire  sides  making  an  average  for  the  month  of  $20.00 
per  100  pounds.    This  wr  s  higher  than  the  September  -varago  by  31.33  and 
exceeded  last  yer's  comparable  figure  by  68  cents.    Canadian  green  sides 
were  also  up,  with  an  aver  go  for  the  month  of  v18 . 73  against  $17.35  for 
September  and  v17.56  for  October  1934.     Quotations  on  American  green 
bellies  remained  nominal. 

Total  imports  of  bacon  into  the  United  Kingdom  from  both  Empire  and 
foreign  sources  since  November  1931-32  have  declined  steadily  from  the  high 
point  of  over  1,230,000,000  pounds  reached  this  season.     Tie  decline  amounto 
to  nearly  13  percent  the  first  season,  31  percent  the  next,  and  38  percent

in  the  season  just  ended.    Imports  from  quote,  countries  have  now  been  reduce 
far  below  the  original  plan  of  the  Lane-Fox  Commission  for  reorganization 
of  the  pig  industry  in  Groat  Britain  which  in. 1932  estimated  the  require- 
ment from  such  sources  to  be  normally  about  937,000,000  pounds  a  year. 
The  "normal"  supplies  from  Empire  sources,  estimated  by  the  Commission  at 
61,600,000  pounds  a  year,  have  been  greatly  exceeded,  this  ycr  by  150  percc: 

Bacon  imports  from  Denmark  for  the  October-September  1934-35  season 
totaled  a  little  over- 44S ,000 ,000  pounds.     This  amaunt  represents  a  reductio 
of  11.5  percent,  36.5  percent,  and  50.0  percent,  respectively,  from  imports 
during  1933-34,  1932-33,  and  1931-32  seasons,  or  annually  since  the  intro- 
duction of  the  quota  system  in  November  1932.    The  reductions  parallel 
closePy  the  decreases  made  in  the  annual  quotas  for  foreign  suppliers  of 
bacon  to  English  markets.    Denmark's  shrre  in  the  total  imports  of  bacon 
into  the  United  Kingdom  was  69  percent  for  1931-32,  62  percent  for  1932-33, 
56  percent  for  1933-34,  end  55  percent  for  1934-35.     Its  share  in  imports 
from  all  foreign  sources,  ho-.: ever,  has  rem-  ined  at  approxim  toly  62  percent 
of  the  tot- 1,  the  smaller  share  in  total  imports  being  accounted  for  by 
increased  British  takings  of  b'con  from  Empire  countries. 

Imports  of  bacon  from  the  Ua itcd  States  during  the  sc  son  just  ended  ! 
amounted  to  but  56  percent  of  those  for  1933-34  and  continued  the  sharp 
decline  in  evidence  in  other  recent  years.     On  the  basis  of  the  1909-10  to.. 
1913-14  average,  they  represent  a  reduction  of  98.4  percent.    The  United 
States  share  in  total  British  bacon  imports  not  including  hams  which  during 
the  5  years  1909-10  to  1913-14  averaged  36  percent  and  for  the  period  1924-2- 
te  1928-29  averaged  12  percent,  has  dwindled  to  0.4  percent  for  the  current 
season  and  promises  to  rem- in  negligible  during  the  coming  year,  at  least. 

Imports  of  bacon  from  C.nada,  on  the  oth^r  hand,  have  steadily  in- 
cro<'  sed  since  the  beginning  of  the  quota  system,  and  they  tot  led  in  1934-3! 
around  104,000,000  pounds,  or  nearly  one  fourth  those  of  Denmark,  the  princ 
pal  supplier  of  bacon  to  British  markets.     This  amount  represents  an  in- 
crease of  8  percent  over  1933-54  figures  and  is  nearly  four  times  as  large 
as  1931-32  receipts.     Imports  from  the  Iri«h  Fr-.-'o  St  -  to  since  1932  have 
had  a  similar,  though  less  marked,  development.     In  1934-35  they  exceeded 
the  imports  of  the  preceding  ye  r  by  36  percent  and  those  of  1931-32  by 
88  percent.    The  Canadian  and  Irish  Free  State  imports  represented  during 
1934-35,  respectively,  over  13  and  6  percent  of  the  total  b:con  imports 
into  the  United  Kingdom.    Together  they  made  up  but  14  percent  of  the  1933-. 
total  and  less  th-n  4  percent  of  the  1931-32  total.     Canadian  imports 
have  now  exceeded  by  36  percent  average  imports  of  the  1924-25  to  1928-29 
period.     The  Irish  Free  State,  however,  is  still  some  4,700,000  pounds  (9 
percent)  under  aver--  go  imports  for  this  period. 

Prices  of  American  short  cut  green  hams  declined  in  October.  The 
average  for  the  month  stood  at  £21.52,  some  ^1.44  below  the  Soptember  •  vero| 
but  ;;2.43  above  the  October  1934  figure.    Prices  for  the  entire  1934-35 
season  have  paralleled  closely  those  «f  1933-34.    During  both  seasons  they 
were  consistently  50  to  70  percent  higher  than  those  of  the  3  preceding 
years. 
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The  British  import  trade  in  hams  has  not  been  curtailed  so  sharply 
during  the  last  3  seasons  as  has  the  bacon  trade.     The  total  reduction 
accomplished  since  the  inauguration  of  the  quota  system  amounts  to  about 
17  percent.    During  the  first  quota  season,  imports  actually  exceeded 
those  of  1931-32  by  9  percent.     The  United  States,  as  principal  supplier 
of  this  product  to  the  British  market,  increased  its  trade  proportionally, 
though  not  to  the  high  points  attained  the  3  years  immediately  preceding 
1931-32. 

Imports  of  hams  in  1933-34  and  1934-35  were  smaller  than  the  large 
imports  of  1932-33  of  nearly  100,000,000  pounds  by  14  percent  and  24  percent 
respectively.     In  1934-35  imports  amounted  to  only  65  percent  of  those 
for  1929-30  and  but  60  percent  of  average  1924-25  to  1928-29  imports.  The 
United  States,  which  in  1929-30  supplied  83  percent  of  the  total  ham  imports, 
has  steadily  lost  ground  to  the  Dominion  suppliers,  principally  Canada. 
The  American  share  in  the  totals  for  the  last  3  years  was  63  percent,  66 
percent,  and  63  percent,  respectively.    Argentina  and  Poland,  the  other 
foreign  countries  of  lesser  importance  in  the  British  ham  trade,  have  also 
reduced  their  shipments  considerably  during  the  last  3  years. 

The  higher  prices  of  American  refined  lard  at  Liverpool  during  Oc- 
tober resulted  in  a  post-war  record  average  figure  for  that  month  of  $16.94 
per  100  pounds.     This  is  only  14  cents  under  the'August  price,  which  was 
about  the  highest  recorded  for  any  month  during  the  past  25  years.  These 
high  prices  have  prevailed  in  recent  months  largely  as  the  result  of  short 
supplies  in  the  United  States  and  have  attracted  imports  into  Great  Britain 
from  countries  which  in  times  of  normal  conditions  would  be  unable  to  com- 
pete for  the  British  lard  trade.    American  Consul  P.  H.  Hubbard  at  Liver- 
pool reports  that  Continental  and  South  American  lard  is  now  being  offered 
in  British  markets  at  prices  from  2  to  3  cents  a  pound  below  quotations 
on  American  lard. 

Lard  imports  from  the  United  States  in  September  were  less  than  3 
percent  of  the  usual  monthly  imports  from  that  source.    Stocks  of  American 
refined  lard  at  Liverpool  at  the  end  of  September  were  the  lowest  in  many 
years  and  were  reported  to  be  about  60  percent  below  stocks  on  the  same 
.date  in  1934.     It  is  reported  that  a  considerable  quantity  of  United  States 
lard  held  in  storage  at  Continental  ports  has  been  reconsigned  to  England, 
some  60,000  boxes  having  been  shipped  from  one  port  alone.     In  view  of  the 
extremely  small  supplies  in  storage  in  Great  Britain,   it  appears  that  the 
trade  will  be  increasingly  more  dependent  on  current  imports  from  producing 
countries . 

During  1934-35  imports  of  American  lard  into  the  United  Kingdom 
declined  38  percent  from  those  of  1933-34  and  represented  less  than  56  per- 
cent of  the  total  imports  as  against  92  percent  last  year.     The  American 
proportion  in  the  imports  of  the  last  few  months  has  been  considerably 
smaller  than  the  percentage  indicated  for  the  season  as  a  whole.  Total 
imports  for  the  entire  year  were  down  37  percent  from  those  of  last  year. 

A  fairly  strong  market  for  both  foreign  and  domestic  fresh  pork 
has  prevailed  during  the  past  season,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  increased 
demands  made  upon  British  hogs  to  supply  both  the  cured-pork  and  fresh- 
meat  markets.     Shipments  of  chilled  and  frozen  pork  from  New  Zealand  and 
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Australia  were  especially  large.     Those  from  the  former,  at  44,894,000 
pounds,  exceeded  1933  and  1934  January-September  figures  by  105  percent 
and  30  percent,  respectively.     Imports  into  Great  Britain  of  Australian 
fresh  pork  for  the  9  months  amounted  to  nearly  14,000,000  pounds,  repre- 
senting an  increase  over  corresponding  1933  and  1934  imports  of  142  percent 
and  98  percent.    Argentine  shipments  have  been  reducod  during  1935  to  around 
15,000,000  pounds,  or  by  30  percent  from  corresponding  1934  shipments.  The 
United  States,  which  last  year  supplied  nearly  24  percent  of  the  total  fresh, 
chilled,  and  frozen  pork  imported  into  Great  Britain,  has  this  year  been 
unable  to  fill  its  fresh  pork  quota,  and  to  September  30  had  furnished  only 
8  percent  of  the  total  imports. 

Countries  Important  in_Br_itish_Market  Supplies 

Denmark 

The  tendency  toward  increased  breeding  operations  in  Denmark  during 
recent  months  has  interfered  somewhat  with  the  Government's  efforts  to 
hold  production  in  line  with  remunerative  market  outlets,  Mr.  Reed  reports. 
During  most  of  the  period  under  which  Danish  hogs  have  been  subject  to  con- 
trolled marketings,  the  relation  of  export  bacon  prices  to  feed  prices  has 
made  the  production  of  bacon  for  export  very  profitable  to  producers.  So 
long  as  Danish  producers  had  surplus  hogs  on  hand,  the  low  prices  received 
for  the  surplus  number  lessened  the  returns  from  the  total  hog-producing 
operations.      This  acted  as  an  automatic  check  upon  increases  in  production. 
As  production  declined  during  1934  and  1935,  however,   the  number  of  surplus 
hogs  was  reduced  and  at  times  practically  eliminated,  with  a  consequent  in- 
crease in  profits.     The  general  improvement  in  returns  from  the  whole  pro- 
duction industry  has  caused  an  increase  in  breeding  operations  in  recent 
months . 

The  indicated  increase  in  hog  numbers  is  somewhat  out  of  line  with 
the  operations  planned  by  the  Government.     The  October  4,  1935  hog  census 
indicated  total  hog  numbers  at  3,295,000,  the  highest  figure  to  be  reported 
since  January  1934.     On  the  October  date,  bred  sows  numbered  264,000  and,  • 
with  the  exception  of  July  1935,  were  more  numerous  than  at  any  time  since 
July  1933.     Sows  with  litters  on  the  October  1935  date  were  placed  at 
98,000  head  and,  with  the  exception  of  April  1935,  were  more  numerous  than 
at  any  other  time  since  October  1933.     In  view  of  Denmark's  experience  in 
disposing  of  surplus  hogs  and  pork  during  the  early  months  of  the  hog- 
regulation  scheme,   it  is  unlikely  that  the  authorities  will  permit  pro- 
duction to  expand  further  unless  remunerative  outlets  for  the  additional 
pork  can  be  found. 

Returns  made  in  July,  August,  and  October  1935  indicate  that  during 
the  period  October-September  1935-36  Denmark  will  be  able  to  slaughter 
between  84,000  and  94,000  head  weekly.     Prior  to  the  reduction  of  October 
1,  1935,   in  the  British  import  quota,  Denmark  had  an  outlet  in  Great  Britain 
for  about  70,000  hogs  per  week.     The  current  allotment  represents  a  market 
for  only  about  62,000  hogs  weekly.     It  is  apparent  that  Denmark  is  faced 
with  the  necessity  of  finding  other  export  outlets  for  from  22,000  to  32,000 
hogs  weekly.

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The  current  general  European  hog  shortage  suggests  that  if  Denmark 
can  arrange  satisfactory  trading  facilities  it  should  not  be  difficult  to 
dispose  of  the  additional  hog  numbers  indicated.     Recent  negotiations  with 
Germany  have  provided  for  increased  exports  of  hogs,  pork  products,  butter, 
and  eggs  in  return  for  which  Denmark  agrees  to  take  larger  quantities  of 
German  industrial  goods.    Czechoslovakia  also  has  agreed  to  take  more  Danis 
hogs  during  the  last  quarter  of  1935,  and  in  view  of  the  current  Danube 
Basin  feed  shortage,  further  increases  in  the  purchases  of  Danish  hogs  are 
not  improbable. 

Ne  the_rLand_s 

The  upward  movement  of  hog  prices  in  Netherlands  in  recent  months 
resulted  in  domestic  prices  of  export  products  higher  than  those  generally 
prevailing  in  Great  Britain,  the  leading  export  outlet.     The  declining 
volume  of  exports  during  the  last  summer,   therefore,  was  maintained  at  litt 
profit  and  occasional  losses.    Open  market  prices  for  hogs  have  reached  sue 
a  high  level  that  price  fixing  by  the  national  hog  control  agency  has  been 
temporarily  abandoned  in  connection  with  purchases  of  hogs  for  export. 

The  current  price  position  is  in  part  a  result  of  the  production  con 
trol  plans  in  effect  in  recent  years.     In  February  1935  total  hog  numbers 
stood  at  1,389,000  head,  a  reduction  of  about  50  percent  from  1932  figures. 
Returns  for  August  1935  at  1,627,000  head,  however,   indicate  that  the  down- 
ward movement  in  production  has  been  stopped  and  that  increases  may  be 
expected  to  occur.     Some  increase  in  marketings  during  the  next  few  months 
and  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  heavy  hogs  against  those  available 
in  1954  are  indicated  by  the  August  census.     In  view  of  the  present  attrac- 
tive domestic  market,  it  is  likely  that  the  expected  increase  in  production 
during  the  coming  winter  will  be  utilized  largely  in  the  Netherlands.  It 
is  to  be  expected,  also,  that  the  control  agency  will  take  steps  to  prevent 
production  from  increasing  in  excess  of  domestic  requirements  and  remunera- 
tive exports. 

Pol_and_ 

Difficult  conditions  have  prevailed  among  Polish  hog  producers  in 
recent  months  despite  the  growing  evidence  of  sharply  reduced  world  pork 
and  fat  supplies.    Reductions  in  the  British  bacon  import  quotas  have 
reacted  unfavorably  on  Poland.    Reductions  in  ham  exports  also. have  been 
an  unfavorable  factor  and  increased  exports  of  other  forms  of  pork  and 
of  live  hogs  have  not  been  great  enough  to  offset  the  declines  in  the 
main  items. 

The  increase  in  slaughter  which  was  evident  during  the  first  half 
of  1935  continued  into  the  third  quarter,  reflecting  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  confronted  by  producers.     By  September,  however,  improved 
prices  in  Great  Britain  and  the  increased  domestic  demand  for  fat  had 
strengthened  the  market  for  Polish  hogs  somewhat.     Some  increase  in  ex- 
ports of  live  hogs  is  to  be  expected  from  the  short  supplies  on  hand  in 
nearby  deficit  countries.     The  unfavorable  feed  situation  in  the  competi- 
tive Danube  Basin  area  also  favors  the  Polish  position. 
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^wed^n_a^d_NOTWay 

Sweden  and  Norway  have  shared  in  the  general.  downT/ard  movement  in 
hog  numbers  prevalent  in  Europe  during  the  past  year..    This  has  tended 
to  reduce  their  significance  as  contributors  to  the  British  market  for 
cured  pork,  as  well  as  lessening -the  unfavorable  repercussions  from  con- 
tinued limitations  on  imports  into  Great  Britain. 

In  Sweden ,  hog  production  has  declined  'to  a  degree  which  may  offset 
largely  the  most  recent  reduction  in  the  British  import  quota  figures. 
During  May  and  June  1955,  Sweden  was  one  of  those  countries  shipping  under 
a  fortnightly  quota  regularly  overshipping.     In  the  period  July-September, 
however,  Sweden  was  the  only  country  in  that  group  which  failed  to  fill 
its  quota".    Kog  numbers  declined  fairly  steadily  through  1934  and  the 
reduced  slaughter  and  lard  exports  during  1955  in  the  face  of  short  world 
supplies  indicate  that  no  increase  in  production  .has  developed . 

The  situation  in  Norway  indicates  a  reduction  in  hog  numbers  of 
about  20  percent  below  the  1954  level.     This  reduction  was  accompanied  by 
almost  as  great  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  bred  sows.     The  figures  are 
based  upon  returns  as  of  April  1.     The  small  increase  in  numbers  of  hogs 
available  for  slaughter  early  in  19  55  was  virtually  exhausted  by  June  and 
reduced  slaughter  in  the  last  half  of  1955  and  throughout  1955  are  indi- 
cated . 

Germany_ 

Further  regulations  for  the  control  of  the  German  livestock  market 
were  issued  October  10,  19  55,  to  take  effect  October  15,  according  to  Mr. 
Reed.     These  new  measures  were  made  necessary  by  the  continued  and  increas- 
ing shortage  of  fresh  pork  on  German  markets  caused  in  part  by  the  evasion 
of  the  maximum  price  regulations  issued  the  last  of  August.     The  first 
regulation  aims  at  the  control  of  hog  sales  and  provides  that  all  trading 
must  be  on  a  live-weight  basis  at  fixed  prices  set  according  to  the  class 
of  animal  sold  (see  table,  page  26).     The  second  regulation  limits  slaughter 
of  hogs  to  70  percent  of  the  comparable  1954 "slaughter .    The  third  regula- 
tion provides  that  dealers  must  obtain  their  supplies  from  local  livestock 
markets  and  may  not  buy  directly  from  growers.    Heavy  penalties  are  pro- 
vided for  evasion  of  the  regulations.    An  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  trade 
to  cooperate  with  the  Government  in  alleviating  the  condition  of  the  market. 

The  new  hog  price  scale,  based  on  weight  classes  is  designed  to 
restore  some  incentive  for  feeding  to  heavier  weights.    With  the  shortage 
of  hogs  and  fixed  prices,  the  normal  spread  in  prices  between  weight  classes 
was  wiped  out.     Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  in  the  first  8  months  of  1955 
was  only  slightly  smaller  than  in  1954,  but  slaughter  since  July  has  de- 
clined sharply.     The  decline  in  the  quantity  of  pork  produced  was  greater 
than  indicated  by  the  slaughter  figures,  due  to  the  larger  number  of  light- 
weight hogs  slaughtered.    The  reported  average  slaughter  weight  for  August 
was  given  as  94  kilograms  (207  pounds)   compared  with  96  kilograms  for  July.

The  trend  toward  lighter  weights  may  in  itself  tend  to  prolong 
the  shortage,  in  that  many  hogs  which  ordinarily  would  be  marketed  in 
late  October  or  November  at  heavy  weights  have  already  been  drawn  to 
markets  at  light  weights  by  the  relatively  high  price  obtained  for  light- 
weight hogs  under  the  system  of  maximum  prices. 

The  actual  shortage  in  pork  is  not  so  acute  as  present  market  con- 
ditions in  certain  German  cities  would  indicate.     The  problem  appears  to 
be  largely  one  of  maldistribution  under  unusual  price  conditions.  Meat 
canned  by  the  Government  from  the  emergency  purchases  in  1934  has  been  put 
on  the  market  recently  to  help  tide  over  the  shortage  in  fresh  pork  supplies 
The  Government  is  endeavoring  in  other  ways  to  mitigate  the  effect  of  the 
current  short  supplies.     In  September  20,000  frozen  hog  sides  wore  obtained 
from  the  Netherlands  on  a  barter  basis  in  exchange  for  German  rye,  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  for  the  importation  of  48,000  fresh  sides  from  Hungary. 
Negotiations  are  also  being  carried  on  with  Poland  for  live  hogs.  Limited 
supplies  of  gold  and  foreign  exchange,  however,  as  well  as  relatively  scarce 
foreign  hog  supplies,  may  hinder  German  imports  of  pork.    Bacon  imports 
for  the  season  just  ended  showed. a  decline  of  14  percent  from  those  of 
last  season  and  were  11  percent  below  the  average  for  the  5  years  1929-30 
to  1933-34. 

While  a  more  satisfactory  distribution  of  available  supplies  seems 
probable,  the  full  effect  of  the  new  domestic  marketing  regulations  is 
difficult  to  foresee.    An  immediate  increase  in  receipts  at  city  markets 
followed  the  restrictions  placed  on  direct  buying,  but  it  would  appear 
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that  a  further  decrease  in  total  slaughter  is  in  prospect,  even  though 
marketings  should  tend  to  increase  as  direct  marketing  declines.     It  is 
likely  that  present  supplies  of  heavy  hogs- are  very  small  indeed,  consid- 
ering last  year's  short  feed  crop,  the  increase  in  direct  buying, .and  the 
premium  which  was  obtained  for  light  hogs  during  the  last  12  weeks;  and 
the  tendency  among  farmers,  now  that  the -new  feed  crop  is  available  and 
a  price  spread  between  hog  classes  has  been  re-established,,  may  well  be 
to  hold  light  hogs  and  feed  them  to  heavier  weights.     Even  without  any- 
such  tendency,  supplies  for  the  last  quarter  of  1935  promise  to  be  reduced. 

Receipts  of  hogs  at  14  German  cities  fell  to  92,000  head  in  Sep- 
tember, the  smallest  monthly  figure  recorded  during  the  past  10  years. 
The  total  for  the  entire  season  October-  September  1934-35,  however,  was 
3,120,000  head,  only  13  percent  below  last  year's  total  and  slightly  above 
receipts  for  the  1932-33  season.     Slaughter  of  hogs  at  36  centers  likewise 
fell  to  very  small  numbers  in  September,  but  the  total  for  the  year  was 
only  9  percent  less  than  the  1933-34  total  and  a  little  above  that  of  1932-33. 
Because  of  the  increase  in  direct  purchases,  inspected  hog  slaughter  during 
the  first  8  months  of  1935  was  only  slightly  less  than  in  that  period  in 
1934. 

An  easing  up  of  the  restrictions  on  lard  imports  resulted  in  total 
receipts  for  the  month  of  September  of  around  7,760,000  pounds,  more  than 
twice  the  amount  imported  in  any  recent  month.    The  total  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  however,   stands  at  a  little  over  55,800,000  pounds 
against  more  than  114,000,000  pounds  last  year  and  a  5-year  average  of 
approximately  179,000,000  pounds.    Denmark  supplied  51  percent  of  the  lard 
imported  this  season  "into  Germany,  and  Hungary  supplied  20  percent.  Only 
6  percent  came  from  the  United  States,  and  most  of  that  early  in  the  season. 

The  fat  situation  in  Germany  is  far  more  critical  than  the  meat 
situation,  and  indications  are  that  under  present  conditions  it  will  be 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  correct  the  situation  within  the  near 
future.    Mr.  Reed  states  that  the  present  fat  situation,  while  primarily 
the  result  of  the  restrictive  policy  which  Germany  has  followed  on  fat  im- 
ports for  the  last  two  years,  has  been  made  more  acute  by  a  sharp  decline 
in  domestic  fat  production  due  to  the  cumulative  effect  of  reduced  oilseed 
and  supplementary  feed  imports  and  the  effect  of  the  1934  drought.  Normal 
stocks  of  edible  fats,  accumulated  prior  to  the  period  of  restriction, 
have  been  drawn  upon  to  such  an  extent  that  trade  in  edible  fats  is  prac- 
tically limited  to  current  imports  and  domestic  production. 

Estimates  of  total  supplies  of  fats  for  the  first  8  months  of  this 
year  show  a  decline  from  last  year  of  about  9  percent.    Most  of  the  decline 
from  last  year  was  due  to  reduced  imports  of  industrial  fats  (although 
these  include  some  fats  which  are  converted  for  food),  while  imports  of 
fats  for  strictly  food  purposes. 'have,  been  practically  equal  to  imports 
during  the  first  half  of  1934.     Butter  and  whale-oil  imports  in  the  first 
8  months  of  1935  exceeded  those  of  the- same  period  in  1934  and. have,  to 
a  large  extent,  offset  the  reduction  which  has  taken  place  in  imports  of 
all  other  edible  fats.     Most  of  the  reduction  in  domestic  supplies  has 
come  in  the  latter  part  of  the,  third  quarter.

The  lard  situation  is  the  underlying  cause  of  the  present  difficulties 
In  normal  import  years  Germany  has  imported  from  80,000  to  110,000  metric 
tons  of  lard,   (88,160  to  121,230  short  tons).     In  1933  imports  were  reduced 
to  70,000  tons,  and  in  1934  to  approximately  40,000  tons.    Lard  imports  for 
the  first  8  months  of  1935  were  only  44  percent  of  the  greatly  reduced 
imports  of  January- August  1934.    Domestic  lard  production  has,  of  course, 
fluctuated  with  hog  production,  averaging  around  100,000  metric  tons 
annually,  and  the  deficit  in  imported  supplies  has  in  no  wise  "been  offset 
by  increased  domestic  production.    On  the  contrary,  during  the  third 
quarter  of  this  year,  a  sharp  reduction  in  domestic  lard  supplies  has  come 
with  the  hog  shortage  and  the  increased  percentage  of  total  slaughter  hogs 
which  has  been  represented  by  light-weight  hogs. 

The  "devisen"  situation  and  restrictive  policy  as  applied  to  the 
large  operators  in  the  margarine  industry  has  curtailed  the  margarine  out- 
put when  compared  with  production  in  more  normal  years.    Production  of 
other  edible  oils  and  fats  has  shown  the  same  tendency.     On  a  percentage 
basis  the  reduction  in  margarine  supplies  has  not  been  as  great  as  the 
reduction  in  lard  supplies.    During  the  present  fat  shortage,  margarine 
production  has  not  been  equal  to  requirements,  but  the  reduction  in  margarine 
supplies  in  trade  and  consumption  channels  as  compared  with  last  year  seems 
to  be  due  more  to  depletion  of  floating  storage  stocks  than  to  any  further 
absolute  decline  in  production. 

It  is  probable  that  increased  imports  of  butter  have  to  some  extent 
offset  the  decline  in  domestic  production  and  an  analysis  of  available 
data  indicates  that  total  butter  supplies  up  to  October  1  have  not  been 
greatly  different  from  those  of  peak  supply  years. 

In  late  September  what  appeared  to  be  a  marked  shortage  of  butter 
developed  in  urban  centers,  Berlin  in  particular,  and  it  was  difficult, 
for  consumers  to  obtain  butter,  even  in  minute  quantities.     The  main 
difficulty  at  the  back  of  the  present  situation  is  an  actual  lard  shortage 
and  a  maldistribution  of  butter  supplies  rather  than  an  acute  butter  shortage 

Negotiations  have  been  completed  with  Denmark,  which  will  shortly 
result  in  increased  butter  imports  in  exchange  for  German  industrial  goods. 
Attempts  are  also  being  made  to  secure  additional  lard  imports,  and  German 
purchases  of  Russian  butter  on  British  markets  have  been  reported. 

Measures  to  correct  the  maldistribution  of  available  fat  supplies 
have  also  been  taken.    Balkan  Lard,  which  has  been  held  in  storage  by  the 
Fettstelle,  has  been  released  to  the  trade.     Creameries  have  been  required 
to  turn  over  10  percent  of  their  butter  output  to  the  Fettstelle  for 
allocation  to  the  areas  where  the  shortage  is  most  acute.  Margarine 
supplies  are  controlled  and  are  being  allocated  insofar  as  is  possible  in 
accordance  with  consumer  needs.    Retailers  in  the  cities  have  rationed 
their  reduced  supplies  among  their  regular  customers.    Decrees  have  been 
issued  reducing  the  required  fat  content  of  cream  and  mayonnaise. 

The  brightest  spot  in  the  German  hog  and  fat  situation  is  the  indica- 
tion, shown  by  the  September  hog  census,  that  the  low  point  in  the  pro- 
duction cycle  has  been  passed  and  increased  production  is  under  way.  The 
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most  encouraging  feature  of  the  September  census  from  a  German  point  of 
view  is  the  actual  increase  in  numbers  of  young  pigs  under  6  montns,  wta.cn 
had  been  foreshadowed  by  the  fee  census,  and  an  increase  of  6  percent  m 
numbers  of  bred  sows  in  comparison  with  last  September  numbers.  The 
incr-ase  in  total  hog  numbers  between  June  and  September,  this  year,  was 
onlv  2,600,000  while  the  seasonal  increase  for  the  same  period  aurmg 
the  last  5  years  has  averaged  in  excess  of  3,000,000,  but  the  character 
of  feed  supplies  has  influenced  hog-production  trends  m  sucn  a  manner 
that  increased  slaughter  is  to  be  expected  by  early  1936. 

Cze_chj}slp_vakia_ 

It  is  apparent  -that  Czechoslovakia,  one  of  the  principal _  deficit 
pork  and  fat  countries  on  the  .Continent,  is  going  to  feel  the  pinch  ox 
reduced  world  hog  production  and  the  lard  shortage,  Mr.  Reed  states. 
Domestic  production  has  been  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  1934  drought  and 
Government  measures  to  curtail  production  in  an  effort  to  raise  nog  prices 
and  reduce  feed  imports,  and  the  country  is  more  dependent  on  imports  than 
has  been  the  case  during  the  last  2  years.    However,  meat-hog  prices  nave 
advanced  so  rapidly  in  August  and  September  this  year  that  breeding 
operations  in  Czechoslovakia  will  tend  to  increase  unless  the  Government 
measures  for  stabilizing  production  are  brought  into  operation  and  strictly 
enforced. 

In  order  to  strengthen  its  political  ties,  increase  export  trade, 
and  liquidate  frozen  credits,  Czechoslovakia  has  been  shaping  its  foreign 
trade  uolicy  in  such  a  way  that  an  important  part  of  the  porK  and  lat 
deficits  have  been  supplied  through  imports  of  lard  hogs  from  the  Danube 
Basin.     The  Danube  Basin  countries  have  become  questionable  as  reliable 
sources  of  cheap  supplies  since  the  short  corn  crop  of  1935  and  Czecho- 
slovakia will  probably  find  it  necessary  to  secure  supplies  from  other 
sources.     The  lard  tariff  has  been  reduced,  live  hog,  lard,  ana  ±ao  import 
quotas  increased,  and  a  larger  contingent  for  domestic  margarine  production 
will  probably  be  given.    Further  breaking  down  of  the  restrictions  and 
trade  barriers  which  affect  pork  and  pork  products  appear  likely,  as 
Czechoslovakia  finds  it  necessary  to  obtain  fat  supplies  in  competition 
with  other  deficit  countries  on  the  world's  advancing  markets. 

Increased  imports  of  live  hogs  permitted  slaughter  to  be  maintained 
at  about  the  level  of  1934  slaughter  for  the  first  7  months  of  1935,  but 
a  reduction  occurred  in  August.    The  quantity  of  pork  produced  from  slaughter 
operations  in  recent  months  has  been  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year,  but 
the  quantity  of  fat  available  from  slaughter  operations  has  exceeded  last 
year's  supplies  from  such  sources.     This  development  is  to  be  expected  trom 
the  increased  percentage  of  total  slaughter  represented  by  imported  nogs, 
since  the  latter  consist  largely  «f  Mangolica  'type  lard  hogs  from  Hungary 
and  Yugoslavia. 

A  further  decline  in  domestic  marketings  has  been  foreshadowed  by 
the  July  census,  and,  in  an  effort  to  maintain  slaughter,  live-hog  import 
quotas  have  been  increased.    A  supplementary  quota  of  28,000  fat  hogs  has 
been  granted  for  the  fourth  quarter  over  and  above  quotas  previously  granted. 
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The  supplementary  quota  is  to  be  divided  as  follows:     10,500  from  Yugo- 
slavia, 10,000  from  Rumania,  5,000  from  Hungary,  2,000  from  Poland,  and 
500  from  Denmark.     The  short  corn  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin  indicates  that 
reduced  imports  from  Hungary  and 'Yugoslavia  are  to  he  expected.  Germany 
and  Austria  will  also  compete  with  Czechoslovakia  for  supplies  from  other 
surplus  countries. 

With  the  approach  of  colder  weather  and  an  increased  demand  for  fats, 
Czechoslovakia's  efforts  to  secure  increased  supplies  become  more  apparent. 
The  reduction  in" the  lard  tariff  as  of  August  1,  resulted  in  an  immediate 
increase  in  imports  of  lard  and  fatbacks  and  for  the  first  time  in  1935  the 
import  quota  was  practically  filled.     The  import  quota  for  September, 
October,  and  November  has  been  increased  to  1,600,  1,700,  and  2,000  metric 
tons  (1,763,  1,873,  and  2,204  short  tons) ,  respectively. 

Austria 

Reduced  supplies  of  domestic  hogs,  increased  imports  of  foreign  hogs, 
and  sharp  advances  in  prices  for  both  meat  and  fat  hogs  characterized 
Austrian  markets  during  the  third  quarter  of  1935.    High  prices  have  drawn 
increasing  numbers  of  foreign  hogs  to  Vienna,  but  total  marketings  ^  have 
declined  in  recent  months  with  a  sharp  reduction  in  domestic  supplies. 

The  June  census  shows  a  continuation  of  the  downward  trend  in 
Austrian  hog  production  which  has  resulted  from  last  year's  unfavorable 
hog-feed  price  ratios  and  the  Government's  policy  of  reducing  hog  production 
in  an  effort  to  improve  the  cattle  situation.    Future  supplies  of  slaughter 
hogs,  as  indicated  by  numbers  of  pigs  under  6  weeks,  will  be  much  smaller 
than  last  year,  the  reductions  in  the  under-6-months  category  being  over 
33  percent  when  compared  with  numbers  of  last  June.     The  June  census,  how- 
ever, shows  a  nonseasonal  tendency  for  numbers  of  breeding  sows  to  increase 
and  the  advancing  prices,  incident  to  the  world  hog  and  fat  shortage,  will 
bring  about  further  increases  in  Austrian  hog-breeding  operations  unless 
strict  enforcement  of  present  control  measures  is  made..    In  August ^ the 
advance  in  feed  prices  was  fully  as  rapid  as  the  advance  in  hog  prices, 
but  with  a  continuation  of  the  fat  shortage,  which  is  in  prospect^for  at 
least  the  first  half  of  1936,  the  demand  for  fat  may  cause  hog  prices  to 
advance  in'  relation  to  feed  prices  and  thereby  result  in  increased  pro- 
duction of  hogs. 

'     During  the  last  2  years  Austrian  cattle  production,  cattle  and 
dairy  product  prices  have  suffered  from  the  great  increases  which  were  made 
in  domestic  hog  production.     Surplus  beef,  and  an  exportable  surplus  of 
butter  and  cheese  have  resulted.    An  embargo  was  placed  on  the  import  of 
provisions  in  July  1934,  and  Austria  has  been  able  to  get  along  without 
lard  imports  for  about  a  year.    The  present  fat  situation  in  Austria, 
short  supplies  resulting  from  reduced  "slaughter,  has  greatly  modified  the 
situation  as  it  relates  to  butter  and  other  edible  fats.  . 

Lard  prices  in  Austria  recently  reached  3.2  shillings  per  kilogram 
(27  cents  per  pound),  but  declined  somewhat  as  increased  imports  of  hogs 
tended  to  ease  "the  situation.    At  one  time  in- October,  the  shortage  was 
so  acute  that  Austria  found  it  expedient  to  purchase  about  500, 0QQ  pounds 
of  American  lard,  which  further  reduced  storage  stocks  on  the  Continent, 
It  now  appears  that  Austria  may  be  numbered  among  the  deficit  tat  countries 
which  will  be  competing  for  the  limited  supplies  of  lara  on  world  markets 
this  winter.
